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RANKIN  AT  WORK  The  crushing  defeat  John  Rankin  suffered  in  the  race  to  fill  the 

late  Senator  Bilbo's  seat  has  not  noticeably  slowed  down  his  tfy 
activities  in  the  House.  Almost  every  day,  Rankin  harangues  his  colleagues  in  } rfj 
behalf  of  causes  which  differ  only  in  the  degree  of  their  unworthiness.  . . On  |W 
November  28th  Rankin  called  for  an  end  to  the  trial  of  the  German  War  criminals,  ■ 1 
saying,  "A  racial  minority,  2%  years  after  the  war  closed,  are  in  Nuremberg  not  only 
hanging  German  soldiers,  but  trying  German  business  men  in  the  name  of  the  United 
States,"  In  his  blind  prejudice,  Rankin  compared  the  Nazi  war  criminals  with  the 
•revered  heroes  of  the  Confederacy,  Davis,  Lee,  and  Forrest.  , . It  remained  for 
Congressman  Huber,  (D.  Ohio) , to  denounce  the  odious  comparison  "in  the  name  of 
those  whose  voices  have  been  stilled  forever." 


"EXPERTLY  MISINFORMED"  A few  days  later,  Rankin  attributed  the  UN  decision  for 

the  partition  of  Palestine  to  "certain  alleged  leaders 
of  both  parties  in  order  to  try  to  line  up  certain  elements  in  New  York  in  the  next 
election.  . ."  Snapped  Congressman  Rooney  (D.  New  York)  "When  it  comes  to  the 
subject  ...  of  American  Jews,  he  is  expertly  misinformed,  as  he  usually  is." 

RANKIN  AND  THE  MOVIES  In  appealing  for  support  of  the  contempt  citation  against 
Hollywood  writers,  Rankin  made  a characteristic  point  of 
the  Jewish  and  foreign-sounding  names  on  the  petition  sent  to  Congress  in  opposition 
to  the  Un-American  Activities  Committee  action. 

A reporter,  watching  Rankin's  performance,  remarked,  "At  this  rate  it  should  not 
be  too  hard  for  Rankin  to  prove  that  the  Jews  are  responsible  for  the  Communist 
riots  in  Catholic  Italy."  ► 


FINDS  NO  FASCISM  HERE  When  Congressman  Thomas  assumed  the  chairmanship  of  the  < 
Un-American  Activities  Committee,  he  promised  that  he  CT* 
would  investigate  impartially  subversives  on  the  left  and  the  right.  He  assigned  to 
Congressman  McDowell  (R.  Penna.)  the  task  of  laying  the  groundwork  for  an  investiga-  . 
tion  of  Fascism  in  America.  After  months  of  preliminary  quiet  investigation,  McDow- 
ell announced,  "There  is  no  Fascist  problem  in  the  United  States  that  warrants 
investigation  by  this  Committee.  There  are  anti-Semitic  and  anti-Negro  forces, 
yes— but  no  organised  intolerance  or  Fascism."  Apparently,  McDowell  was  ignoring 
his  fellow  committee  member,  Rankin,  or,  at  least,  he  was  discounting  his  impor- 
tance. 

McDowell  found  many  smear-sheets  which  peddled  religious  intolerance  and  were 
run  as  rackets  for  the  profit  of  their  owners.  He  said,  "They  and  Gerald  L.  K. 

Smith  actually  want  to  be  investigated  because  they  figure  the  publicity  will  be 
good  for  circulation."  Perhaps  the  committee  was  wise  not  to  give  these  bigots  a 
national  spotlight.  After  all,  Washington  observers  recall  that  when  Gerald  Smith 
was  "investigated"  by  the  Committee,  he  turned  the  occasion  into  a sounding  board 
for  his  pro-fascist  views.  Where  Smith  succeeded,  certainly  Upton  Close,  Grand 
Dragon  Green,  and  Gen.  Mosely  would  not  fail.  W 3 • 
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O'DANIEL  IS  WILLING  Senator  Pappy  O'Daniel  (D.  Texas)  is  willing  t'o  run  as  a 
vice-presidential  candidate  on  a 3rd  party  ticket  to  be 
called  the  Jeffersonian  Constitutional  Party.

RESTRICTIVE  COVENANTS  I W The  intense  nationwide  intWest  aroused  by  the  Supreme 

THE  SUPREME  COURT  Court*  cases  involving  restrictive  covenants  against 

Negro  home  ownership  has  provoked  an  unprecedented 
number  of  briefs  filed  by  organizations  as  "friends  of  the  Court".  Virtually  every 
agency  opposed  to  discrimination  has  advised  the  Court  that  it  believes  that  racial , 
covenant  enforcement  is  unconstitutional.  Among  the  opposition  are  a number  of 
real  estate  groups  which  have  filed  briefs  in  support  of  the  covenants.  An  out- 
standing brief  was  submitted  by  the  Attorney  General  in  behalf  of  the  United  States. 
He  argued  that  enforcement  of  restrictive  covenants  violated  the  constitution, 
embarrassed  the  government,  and  impaired  the  effectiveness  of  its  operations  at 
home  and  abroad.  These  arguments  were  also  made  in  the  Supreme  Court  brief  in  which 
ADL  joined. 

RELIGIOUS  TRAINING  May  a public  school  permit  sectarian  religious  instruction 

IN  PUBLIC  SCHOOLS  classes  during  the  regular  school  hours  and  within  the 

public  school  building?  This  was  the  question  argued  before 
the  Supreme  Court  on  December  8th  in  the  Vashti  McCullom  case  which  involves  a 
"released  time"  plan  instituted  by  the  Champaign,  Illinois,  school  board.  Questions 
asked  by  the  Justices  revealed  that  they  were  giving  weighty  consideration  to  the 
amicus  briefs  which  warned  that  the  plan  jeopardized  the  political  and  religious 
freedom  of  the  American  people  and  breached  the  American  principle  of  separation 
of  church  and  state. 

The  brief,  filed  in  behalf  of  all  the  major  Jewish  organizations,  deplored  the  • 
atheistic  beliefs  of  Mrs.  McCullom;  but  argued  that  the  Champaign  plan  was  creating 
"divisiveness"  particularly  harmful  to  children  of  minority  faiths.  Baptists  groups 
and  the  Seventh  Day  Adventists  argued  with  equal  vigor  that  religious  instruction 
was  inevitably  controversial  and  had  no  place  in  the  public  school  system. 

During  the  hearing,  Justice  Jackson  put  the  issue  into  these  words,  "Can  the 
public  schools,  through  the  use  of  compulsory  education  laws,  commandeer  the  time 
of  school  children  and  then  allocate  part  of  the  time  so  commandeered  to  religious 
groups  for  religious  instruction?"  One  recognized  authority  said,  "The  public 
school  system  ...  is  the  one  place  where  the  child  is  not  primarily  a Protestant, 
a Catholic,  or  a Jew,  but  an  American  among  Americans.  . . A remedy  for  a waning 
religious  fervor  is  not  more  sectarianism  in  the  public  schools, but  more  heart,  more 
persuasive  intelligence,  and  more  religion  in  the  churches  and  synagogues." 

DEFENDING  AMERICAN  To  the  average  European  there  is  no  higher  evidence  of 

DEMOCRACY  ABROAD  America's  real  purposes  than  the  letter  in  his  own  tongue 

■ from  kinfolk  and  friends  in  the  "new  country".  Our  official 

"Voice  of  America"  broadcast,  in  its  fight  against  misrepresentation  of  America 
'abroad,  suffers  from  the  fact  that  it  is  a propaganda  vehicle. 

There  are  some  ten  million  Americans  who  read  foreign  language  newspapers  and 
listen  to  foreign  language  radio  broadcasts.  Presumably,  they  correspond  with  their 
folks  in  the  old  country.  They  constitute  a great  untapped  resource  in  the  fight 
to  raise  the  prestige  of  American  democracy  abroad  for  they  can  best  explain  to 
their  friends  and  relatives  in  Europe  the  moral  force  of  American  policy  in  the 
power  struggle  with  Communism  abroad. 

ADL  and  the  Common  Council  for  American  Unity  last  month  presented  to  the  State 
Department  and  the  Committee  for  the  Marshall  Plan  a concrete  program  to  add  the 
spontaneous  testimony  of  the  millions  of  foreign  language  speaking  Americans  to  the 
"Voice  of  America,"  They  proposed  a council  of  foreign  language  groups  to  organize 
support— in  the  press,  radio,  and  foreign  correspondence— for  the  program  of 
American  democracy. 

THE  GERMANY-FIRSTERS  Kurt  Mertig,  pro-Nazi  chairman  of  the  German-American 

Republican  League  has  taken  issue  with  General  Lucius  D. 

Clay,  American  Military  Governor  of  Germany,  concerning  our  German  policy.  In  a 
letter  sent  to  all  congressmen,  Mertig  calls  for  the  freeing  of  German  prisoners- 
of-war,  'the  cessation  of  the  removal  of  Nazis  from  positions  of  importance  in  German 
life,  and  the  ending  of  German  reparations.  His  program,  however,  is  not  altogether 
negative— he  calls  also  for  an  American  loan  to  Germany. 


FEPC  MAKES  PROGRESS  A recent  meeting  of  the  Committee  For  A Permanent  FEPC 

revealed  that  Republican  leaders  in  the  Senate  and  in  the 
House  had  stated  that  the  bill  would  be  favorably  reported  in  Jjjgrcittee,  and  would

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RELIGION  AND  HATE  III 


This  it  the  last  of  a seriee  of  three  artiolee  on  the  various 
preachers  of  hate.  The  first  (August  1946)  dealt  chiefly  with  the 
ideology  of  these  apostles  of  disoord  as  expressed  in  their  writings; 
the  seoond  (September  1946)  oonoerned  itself  with  the  activities  of 
the  "nationalistic"  fundamentalists.  The  present  survey  describes 
the  taotlos  and  strategy  employed  by  those  dissident  olergymen  who 
have  been  reoeiving  the  widest  publio  attention;  Gerald  L.  L Smith. 
Harvey  H.  Springer.  Gerald  B.  Winrod  and  Arthur  W.  Terainlello. 


TERHINIELLO  ON  HIS  OWN 


Arthur  W.  TERMINIELLO,  suspended  priest  from  Alabama, 
appeared  as  featured  speaker  at  a closed  meeting  in  Boston  on 
September  5.  1946.  at  the  George  Brown  Hall.  New  England  Conservatory 
of  Music.  Boston,  and  announced  that  he  had  severed  his  ocxmeotion 
with  Gerald  L.  K.  Smith,  his  former  friend  and  ally,  stating, 

"Now,  I'm  on  own". 
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This  meeting,  which  he  called  "Operation  Crusade",  was 
sponsored  by  the  Constitution  Discussion  Club,  a paper  organization 
headed  locally  by  Mrs*  Frances  Swanson  of  Medford,  Mass*  "Is  World 
Revolution  Imminent?"  was  the  topic  of  the  meeting,  which  was  attended 
by  about  150  persons,  mostly  former  Christian  Frontists  and  America 
Firsters.  (Mrs.  Swanson  gave  generous  financial  support  to 
Francis  P.  Moran,  one  of  the  foremost  Boston  Christian  Front  leaders, 
during  the  height  of  his  activities*)  Admission  was  only  by  cards, 
which  were  mailed  from  Terminiello* s headquarters  in  Mobile,  Alabama* 

In  his  presentation,  Terminiello  went  to  great  lengths  to 
convince  his  audience  that  he  was  still  a priest  in  good  standing, 
although  his  superior.  Bishop  T.  J.  Toolen  of  the  Diocese  of  Mobile, 
Alabama,  in  a letter  of  April  12,  1946,  declared  that  Terminiello 
"has  been  suspended  and  is  not  a Catholic  in  good  standing".  (See 
The  Facts  of  May,  1946,  p.  25).  Contrary  to  the  fact,  Terminiello 
maintained  that  no  Bishop  had  ever  spoken  out  against  him,  falsely 
intimating  that  he  had  voluntarily  left  his  parish  in  order  to  be 
able  to  fight  present  world  conditions*  He  likened  himself,  his 
persecutions  and  sufferings  to  the  woes  and  troubles  of  St.  Paul, 
and  even  compared  his  "crusade"  to  the  admonitions  of  Christ  "who 
was  condemned  and  put  to  death  by  his  own  chosen  people". 

Terminiello  also  complained  that  he  had  been  persecuted  in 
Chicago  by  the  American  Jewish  Committee,  The  Anti*Defamation  League, 
the  American  Jewish  Congress,  the  American  Veterans  Committee,  etc., 
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calling  then  collectively  a '’Communist  mob".  He  added  that  those 
who  sympathize  with  the  Jews  are  in  great  error  when  they  say 
millions  of  Jews  were  killed  by  the  Nazis  - for  since,  he  said, 
there  were  only  694,000  Jews  in  Germany  and  Austria  before  the  war, 
how  could  millions  have  been  killed?  "We  know  the  694,000  are  still 
alive,"  he  added,  "because  they  are  making  so  much  noise  going  to 
Palestine."  At  this  point,  Terminiello  lashed  out  against  his 
favorite  targets,  the  "Jewish  refugees",  claiming  that  "sinoe  the 
end  of  the  war,  58,000  of  them  have  been  allowed  into  this  country 
and  they  are  ooming  into  this  oountry  at  a rate  of  20,000  a week 
Aid/".  He,  therefore,  urged  his  audience  to  fight  against  the 
admission  of  any  more  immigrants  until  all  our  veterans  have  jobs  and 
"there  are  no  longer  any  breadlines". 

Resorting,  as  always,  to  the  old  and  tried  textbook  of  the 
professional  anti-Semite  throughout  the  world,  the  fabricated 
"Protocols  of  the  Learned  Elders  of  Zion",  Terminiello,  on  this 
oooasion  too,  charged  a modern  Sanhedrin  of  120  Jews  with  attempting 
to  dominate  the  world  through  a Jewish  empire.  He  exhorted  all 
Christians  to  stand  together  and  prevent  themselves  from  being  made 
"slaves  of  by  the  Jewish  race." 

These  and  other  falsehoods  presented  to  an  applauding  and 
oheering  audience  created  the  proper  atmosphere  for  a profitable 
collection.  Allegedly,  in  order  to  assist  him  in  defraying  the 
expenses  for  the  arrangement  of  this  meeting,  amounting  to  $300,  he 
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appealed  to  eaeh  person  present  to  contribute  $2.00,  which  would 
simultaneously  entitle  the  donor  to  a six-months  subscription  to  his 
monthly.  The  Crusader.  He  also  tried  to  induce  his  audienoe  to 
donate  $5.00,  whioh  would  earn  the  contributor  an  enlarged  pioture 
of  Christ, 

Considerable  literature  was  distributed  at  the  meeting,  but 
there  was  no  picketing  and  no  advanoe  publicity  of  this  gathering, 
a fact  which  was  apparently  responsible  for  the  small  audienoe  and 
consequently  Terminiello' s disappointment. 

At  the  end  of  last  year,  Terminiello  was  in  dire  need  of 
funds  and  Bent  out  large  bundles  of  his  literature,  asking  $5.00  per 
bundle.  He  stated  that  he  needed  $2,000  or  he  would  go  to  jail,  to 
January  23,  1947,  the  Illinois  Supreme  Court  refused  to  review 
Terminiello' s appeal  from  oonviction  on  a charge  of  inoiting  to  a 
breach  of  the  peace  at  a Chioago  rally-  on  February  8,  1946. 
(Terminiello  was  fined  only  $100  after  his  oonviction  in  Chioago 
Municipal  Court.  Several  arrests  were  made  at  the  rally  whioh  was 
addressed  by  Gerald  L.  K.  Smith.

Throughout  his  career,  Terminiello  used  his  ecclesiastical 


position  to  arouse  his  followers  to  hate  and  contempt.  Not  deterred 
by  repeated  and  unequivocal  repudiation  by  his  superiors. 
Terminiello  still  appears  in  the  cloak  of  a priest  in  order  to  lend 
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credibility  to  his  outright  misstatements  and  gross  distortions* 
However,  apart  from  a few  incorrigible  and  adamant  individuals,  his 
popular  appeal  seems  to  be  waning*  This  is  indicated  by  the  fact 
that  in  spite  of  an  intense  preparatory  campaign,  through  the  mail 
and  in  print,  his  last  appearance  attracted  only  150  people  in  a hall 
which  can  accommodate  550*  This  is  an  encouraging  sign  in  Boston, 
a city  which  was  a hotbed  of  Christian  Front  activity  prior  to  the 
war,  and  which  has  a large  Irish-Catholic  population*

GERALD  B.  WINROD 


The  speaking  tour  of  this  nationalist  fundamentalist  pastor, 
previously  discussed,  (see  The  Facts  of  August,  1946)  concluded  on 
September  28th  in  Hutchinson,  Kansas,  where  he  spoke  under  the 
auspices  of  Youth  for  Christ.  (This  is  a legitimate  religious 
organization  with  branches  throughout  the  nation.  When  informed 
about  Winrod* s appearance  before  the  local  Youth  for  Christ  chapter, 
the  organization's  headquarters  repudiated  Winrod,  in  view  of  his 
ideology  and  associations,  and  reprimanded  its  looal  officials.) 

Newspaper  exposure  of  Winrod  and  his  record  reduced  the 
attendance  to  a minimum  in  oities  where  it  was  impossible  to  withdraw 
the  invitation  to  Winrod.  Another  apparent  result  was  that  the 
speaker  exercised  extreme  caution  in  his  ohoioe  of  language, 
generally  avoiding  direct  or  indirect  anti-Semitio  remarks,  and 
relying  principally  on  the  peddling  of  his  Defender  magazine  and 
other  of  his  publications  to  achieve  the  desired  publicity.  Thus,  it 
may  be  said  that  the  rise  in  subscriptions  to  The  Defender  and  other 
Winrod  publications,  amounting  to  an  estimated  SO  to  100  copies  per 
meeting,  constituted  the  only  accomplishment  of  Winrod* s tour. 

According  to  the  Wichita  Beacon  of  January  12,  1947,  the 
Secretary  of  State  of  Kansas  granted  two  charters  to  two  non-profit 
organizations,  both  of  which  list  Winrod  as  resident  agent.  They 


are:

2)  The  Defenders  of  the  Christian  Faith,  Inc., 
charter  members  of  which  are  Dr.  Fehr, 

Dr.  Watson,  and  Winrod. 

Throughout  his  career,  Winrod  has  tried  ary  number  of  stunts 
to  win  a substantial  followings  Bible  conferences  in  various 
Southern  and  Western  states,  several  missions  in  Puerto  Rico,  attaeks 
upon  the  Pope  and  Catholicism,  unrestrained  anti-Semitism,  a trip  to 
nazi  Germany,  his  candidaoy  for  the  Republican  nomination  as  U.  S. 
Senator,  militant  isolationism,  and  close  association  with  suoh 
notorious  characters  as  Elizabeth  Billing,  Eugene  N.  Sanctuary, 

Robert  E.  Edmondson,  William  Dudley  Pelley,  and  others.  Winrod  was 
named  a defendant  in  the  original  indictment  (1942),  as  well  as  in 
both  superseding  indictments  (1943,  1944),  on  charges  of  plotting  to 
incite  mutiny  in  the  armed  foroes,  to  unseat  the  Government  of  the 
United  States  and  to  set  up  a nazi  regime  here. 

Yet  all  his  efforts  to  become  the  recognized  leader  of  the 
"nationalists'*  have  so  far  failed.  There  is  reason  to  believe  that 
neither  his  recent  speaking  tour  nor  the  incorporation  of  two  of  his 
paper  organizations,  will  help  him  capture  the  leadership  he  so 
ardently  desires.

G.  L.  K.  SMITH  - PERSONA.  NON  GRATA  THROUGHOUT  THE  NATION 


Last  fall,  during  his  7,000  mile  tour  accompanied  by  his 
three  chief  deputies,  Frederick  KISTER,  Kenneth  GOFF,  and  Don  LOHBECK, 
the  America  First  Party  leader  Gerald  L.  K.  SMITH  was  repeatedly 
greeted  by  catcalls,  riot  squads,  picketing,  and  protests. 

Smith*  s Itinerary 

Detroit 

For  the  first  time  in  five  years,  Smith  was  denied  the  use 
of  a public  school  in  Detroit.  The  Board  of  Education,  on  August  2, 
1946,  based  its  decision  on  the  ground  that  the  organization 
routinely  engaged  in  fund-raising  activities,  and  held  that  this 
would  be  a violation  of  the  prohibition  against  the  solicitation  of 
funds  on  school  property.  Thereupon,  the  Maooabee’s  Auditorium  was 
rented  for  the  meeting  in  the  name  of  "Regular  Republicans"  by 
Leland  L«  Marion,  Smith’s  candidate  for  Governor  of  Michigan  on  the 
America  First  Party  ticket  of  1944.  With  no  attendant  publicity  or 
picketing,  the  rally,  held  on  August  12th,  drew  only  about  200 
persons* 

Chicago 

However,  two  days  later  in  Chicago,  police  averted  a near 
riot  at  the  Stevens  and  Morrison  hotels.  Smith  was  scheduled  to 
speak  at  the  Stevens  hotel,  but  the  management,  learning  at  the  last 


minute  of  Marion’ s "Regular  Republican"  ruse  and  of  the  true  nature 

of  the  meeting,  oanoelled  the  arrangements  and,  with  the  aid  of 

polioe,  barred  the  loudly  protesting  Smith  henchmen.  Thereupon, 

under  the  leadership  of  Albert  W.  Dilling,  his  former  wife, 

Elizabeth  Dilling,  and  their  son,  Kirkpatrick,  the  prospective 

audience  of  about  130  shifted  to  the  Morrison  Hotel,  which  also 

proffered  the  rental  money  back  and  ordered  the  meeting  disbanded. 

In  the  course  of  the  disturbances  at  the  Morrison  Hotel,  fist-fights 

took  place  between  the  picketing  veterans  and  Smith  followers,  with 

Victor  H.  Hirsch,  commander  of  the  Raymon  J,  Carney  Post  of  the 

American  Legion  and  Kirk  Dilling  a6  chief  participants. 

The  hotel  management,  remembering  the  riotous  Smith  meeting 

on  February  7,  1946,  explained  that  the  hotel  was  not  trying  to 

oensor  the  opinions  of  its  guests,  but  wanted  merely  to  protect 

itself  against  any  possible  damage  by  riot.  (After  that  rally. 

Smith,  Terminiello  and  Kister  were  charged  with  disorderly  conduct. 

Smith  was  cited  for  contempt  of  court  at  the  trial  of  Terminiello, 

who  was  fined  $100.  Smith  and  Kister  have  not  yet  been  tried.) 

Throughout  the  whole  melee.  Smith  carefully  remained  at  a 

safe  distance,  at  the  Blackstone  Hotel,  issuing  statements,  suoh  as: 

"The  disturbances,  I am  convinced,  were  caused  by  a 
gang  of  Communist  killers  and  Jewish  terrorists.... 
chained  up  with  a world-wide  organization." 

Viroqua,  Wisconsin 


After  a major  controversy,  the  executive  committee  of  the 
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Viroqua  Centennial  Celebration  Committee  voted  unanimously  on 
July  12,  1946,  against  permitting  Smith  to  speak  at  the  oity' s 100th 
anniversary  program  on  August  18.  However,  on  July  17,  by  a vote  of 
9 to  2,  the  committee  reversed  its  original  decision  to  invite  him 
on  the  grounds  that  "Smith  is  a home  town  boy  and  we  want  to  hear 
him*  He  is  entitled  to  the  same  consideration  as  anyone  else  as  long 
as  he  is  out  of  jail."  (Smith  onoe  resided  at  Viroqua.)  Signifi- 
cantly, the  chairman  of  the  celebration  committee  was  A.  E.  SHITH, 
who  at  one  timo  was  an  aotive  Klansman. 

As  a result,  many  influential  citizens,  including  members  of 
the  clergy,  the  State  Senate,  of  the  Assembly,  several  professionals 
and  the  local  post  of  the  American  Legion,  protested  that  Smith  was 
hardly  the  proper  person  to  speak  on  the  topic  assigned:  "Viroqua, 

the  Symbol  of  the  American  Way  of  Life". 

The  Rev.  Reuben  K.  Youngdahl,  pastor  of  Mount  Olivet  Lugheran 
church  and  chairman  of  the  Minneapolis  mayor's  Council  on  Human 
Relations,  cancelled  his  scheduled  appearance,  declaring  he  would  not 
"appear  on  the  same  platform"  with  Smith,  whose  "avowed  Fascist 
views"  are  "directly  contrary  to  ixy  philosophy  of  Americanism".  How- 
ever, in  his  place,  Methodist  Bishop  Sohuyler  E.  Grath  of  Madison  was 
chosen  to  deliver  the  memorial  sermon. 

Without  mentioning  Smith's  name.  Bishop  Grath,  during  his 
address,  lashed  racial  and  religious  bigotry,  particularly  anti- 
Semitism,  reminding  his  listeners  of  the  tragic  ends  that  came  to  the 
"Italy  First"  of  Mussolini  and  the  "Germany  First"  of  Hitler. 


In  sharp  contrast  to  this  exposition  was  the  presentation  of 
Smith,  who,  under  the  protection  of  forty  police  and  deputy  sheriffs, 
addressed  the  audience  of  5,000  persons,  with  his  usual  theme. 

Minneapolis 

In  Minneapolis,  Smith  henchmen  engaged  in  the  same  devioes  as 
those  used  in  Detroit  and  Chicago.  A Mrs.  Frank  A.  Fiss  rented  the 
Hennepin  County  Republican  clubrooms  in  the  name  of  the  "Northwest 
Pioneers"  for  a "non-partisan  meeting"  of  the  "Pioneers  Boosters 
Club",  to  be  held  on  August  21.  When  William  Howard  Anderson,  the 
club  president,  learned  that  Smith  was  the  speaker,  he  denied  the  use 
of  the  clubroom.  At  the  entrance,  however,  Renata  LEGANT,  Smith’s 
secretary,  directed  the  assembled  crowd  to  the  Leamington  Hotel,  and 
hundreds  of  banner-carrying  pickets  streamed  after  them.  The  pickets 
crashed  a barricaded  door  of  the  Leamington’s  ballroom  and  dispersed 
the  350  persons  waiting  for  Smith.  Arriving  after  the  police  had 
cleared  the  lobby  of  almost  all  of  his  followers  and  barred  from  the 
hall  by  the  police.  Smith  took  up  a "receiving  stand"  in  the  lobby, 
shaking  hands  with  forty  of  his  faithfuls.  He  said,  as  the  police 
escorted  him  out  of  the  lobby  that  "...this  demonstration  has  made  my 
point  better  than  if  I had  spoken."  He  blamed  "Communists,  left-wing 
labor  leaders  and  Jewish  terrorists"  for  the  disturbance.  This  was 
fully  quoted  in  large  spreads  on  the  front  pages  of  the  local  news- 
papers. Later  in  his  room  at  the  Curtis  Hotel,  Smith  held  a press 
conference,  during  which  he  declared  that: 


"The  important  part  about  this  demonstration  is  not  my 
political  opinions  but  that  1,000  Christian  Americans 
have  been  denied  the  right  of  peaceable  assembly.*' 

Participating  in  the  anti-Smith  picketing  were  representa- 
tives of  the  Central  Labor  Union,  the  Hennepin  County  CIO  Council, 
the  Brotherhood  of  Railroad  Trainmen,  Lodge  102,  American  Veterans 
Committee,  American  Youth  for  Democracy,  Socialist  Worker’s  Party  and 
the  Minnesota  CIO-PAC. 

On  the  following  day.  Chief  of  Police  Glenn  MaoLean  and 

Mayor  Hubert  H»  Humphrey  made  statements.  The  Chief  of  Police  said: 

"Smith  told  me  he  feared  for  his  personal  safety  and 
that  he  would  advise  us  if  a change  was  made  in  the 
meeting  place.  While  we  know  now  that  the  Leamington 
reservation  was  made  four  days  ago.  Smith  didn’t  say 
anything  about  that.  I think  personally  that  Smith 
wanted  the  fight  to  develop." 

Mayor  Humphrey  stated: 

"I  personally  advised  against  any  picketing,  beoause 
I think  the  silent  treatment  is  more  effective  in 
combatting  Smith' s ideology, ..and  that  a demonstration 
of  pickets. ..would  only  result  in  drawing  attention 
to  the  meeting  and  making  a martyr  of  Smith. 

"Smith  likes  controversy.  Some  people  who  build 
their  political  fortunes  on  disorder  go  out  and  plan 
a situation  that  results  in  disorder.  Apparently  he 
didn’t  want  the  instruments  of  law  and  order  to  be 
effective.  He  assured  the  superintendent  of  polioe 
he  would  inform  him  of  the  meeting  place.  He  did  not 
do  that." 

In  a oiroular  letter  dated  August  28,  1946,  describing  the 
break-up  of  his  meeting.  Smith  called  Anderson  "a  yellow  and  cowardly 
betrayer  of  high  principle",  and  aooused  him  of  keeping  the  money 
paid  down  by  Smith's  representatives.  He  also  castigated 
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Mayor  Hubert  H*  Humphrey  as  a "puppet  mayor  /J/ith  cabinet  of 
Stalin-lovers " and  demanded  the  mayor’s  impeachment , 

A resolution  denouncing  the  action  of  "some  irresponsible 
pickets"  was  adopted  on  August  23rd  by  four  Minneapolis  agenoies. 

The  resolution  was  signed  by  representatives  of  the  Minneapolis 
Round  Table  of  the  national  Conference  of  Christians  and  Jews,  the 
Mayor’s  Comic :L1  on  Human  Relations,  the  Minneapolis  Urban  League  and 
the  National  Association  for  the  Advancement  of  Colored  People* 


Denver 

In  a circular  letter,  dated  August  4,  1946,  Kenneth  Goff, 
Smith’s  "youth  leader"  called  a three-day  "National  Youth  Convention", 
to  be  held  at  the  Denver  city  auditorium  and  commencing  on  August  25, 

The  impressive  array  of  "sponsoring  organizations"  are  in 
reality  the  following  Smith  "fronts" : Christian  Youth  for  America, 

which  is  led  by  Goff;  Christian  Veterans  of  America,  headed  by 
Frederick  Kisterj  Christian  Veterans’  Intelligence  Bureau  and  Western 
Hemisphere  Committee,  both  of  which  are  run  by  Smith’s  latest  acqui- 
sition, Larry  Asman;  the  Lutheran  Research  Society,  headed  by 
Lawrence  Reilly,  who  publishes  the  anti-Semitic  "Eleventh  Hour"; 
America  First  Youth  Auxiliary,  a mythioal  appendage  of  Smith’s  so- 
balled  "America  First  Party";  and,  finally,  United  Farmers  (Youth 
Branch),  which  was  started  by  Smith’s  ardent  supporter,  the  late 
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(Smith’s  previous  attempts  to  identify  his  activities  with 
Youth  for  Christ,  a revivalist  organization  whose  concern  is  purely 
religious,  has  resulted  in  the  inclusion  of  the  "local  unit"  of  that 
organization  in  the  roster.  The  leaders  of  Youth  for  Christ  Inter- 
national, however,  have  repeatedly  denounced  Smith  and  have  dissoci- 
ated themselves  from  his  attempts  to  make  oapital  of  the  organi- 
zation's name.) 

However,  Frank  D*  Patton,  City  Commissioner  of  Supplies, 
refused  the  oity  auditorium  to  Smith,  stating:  "I  denied  the  request 

because  it  would  cause  too  much  dissension  and  trouble."  (He  was 
referring  to  previous  protests  made  to  the  City  Counoil  by  the  Denver 
Trades  and  Labor  Assembly,  the  American  Veterans  Committee  and  a 
veterans  group  of  Colorado  University.)  The  rally  was  also  denounced 

in  a leaflet  issued  by  the  Leyden-Chiles-Wiokersham  post  of  the 

/ 

American  Legion,  Jewish  War  Veterans,  Negro  Ministerial  Alliance, 
Denver  CIO,  Denver  Unity  Council,  Denver  Institute  of  Applied  Religion, 
Rocky  Mountain  Council  for  Social  Action,  Anti-Defamation  League, 

Rocky  Mountain  Foundation  for  a Free  Press,  Boulder  AVC , Young  Demo- 
crats of  Boulder,  and  the  Rooky  Mountain  Churchman.  A committee 
representing  a number  of  these  organizations  planned  the  picketing. 

Thereupon  the  auditorium  of  the  Barnes  School  of  Commeroe  was 


rented,  but  protests  moved  the  Barnes  management  to  cancel  the 
booking,  with  the  explanation  that  "the  persons  who  arranged  for  the 
use  of  the  auditorium  represented  the  affair  simply  as  a veterans' 
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meeting.  When  I received  all  the  protests  and  learned  of  the  groups 
connected  with  Harvey  Springer  and  Gerald  L.  K.  Smith,  I cancelled 
the  arrangements . " 

The  convention  was  held  finally  in  the  Denver  Revival  Taber- 
nacle and  was  attended  by  2,000  persons.  Despite  a heavy  downpour, 

200  pickets  were  on  hand  to  patrol  the  Tabernaole  in  an  orderly  manner 
under  the  supervision  of  forty  police.  No  incident  oocurred. 

The  climax  of  the  convention  intended  as  a "youth  rally" 
proved  to  be  a gathering  of  his  old  and  middle-aged  followers,  with  a 
sprinkling  of  youth  delegates, 

* 

"A  Tale,... full  of  sound  and  fury,  signifying  nothing". 

At  these  various  meetings.  Smith  discussed  many  topios.  With 
ever  growing  enthusiasm,  amplified  by  a loud-speaker,  he  thundered  his 
advocacy  of  motherhood,  free  speech,  the  Constitution,  the  Bible, 
America,  the  veterans,  Jesus  Christ,  old  fashioned  "Christian  disci- 
pline" in  the  home,  deportation  of  aliens,  tickets  to  Russia  for 
United  States  communists,  free  enterprise,  George  Washington,  his  aged 
parents,  his  grandfather,  his  wife,  his  son,  his  son’s  wife  and  his 
son’s  child.  He  elaborated  on  wifely  virtues  and  Josef  Stalin*  He  is 
for  the  former  and  against  the  latter. 

Smith  also  bespoke  his  opposition  to  Karl  Marx,  progressive 
education,  Lenin,  aliens  who  work  for  the  government,  Henry  Wallace, 
controlled  economy,  aliens  who  hold  jobs  in  America,  the  destruction 
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of  pigs  by  government  order  in  1936,  "socialistic  Britain,  Nazi 
Germany,  Communistic  Russia  and  chaotic  China",  loans  to  foreign 
countries,  any  type  of  world  government  and  young  men  who  do  not  tell 
their  wives  how  much  they  love  them.  These  ideas,  apparently,  are  the 
answers  of  America  First  and  its  leaders  to  the  national  and  inter- 
national problems  of  the  dayj 


"The  International  Jew" 

The  most  recent  adventure  of  Smith  is  revealed  in  a circular 
letter  headed  "A  Critical  Message  Concerning  a Critical  Situation", 
and  dated  Forth  Worth,  Texas,  January  15,  1947.  Therein  Smith  appeals 
to  his  "Dear  Christian  American  Friends"  for  contributions  and  adds 
the  following : 

"Very  Special  Notice*.  Those  who  respond  to  this  letter 
will  receive  a free  copy'  of  the  first  section  of  the 
"international  Jew",  as  originally  published  by  Henry 
Ford..  Barring  unforeseen  and  mysterious  trouble,  this 
dangerous  volume  vdll  be  off  the  press  within  three 
weeks.  Those  who  have  been  promised  this  book  earlier 
will  receive  an  extra  copy  if  they  respond  to  this 
letter. " 

In  the  prefatory  note  of  the  92-page  booklet,  "The  Inter- 
national Jew",  the  first  edition  of  whioh  has  already  appeared,  the 
following  is  stated: 

"The  material  contained  herein  was  originally  published 
by  Mr.  Henry  Ford  in  his  periodical  known  as  "The  Dear- 
born Independent".  Later,  following  great  pressure 
from  certain  Jewish  organizations,  Mr.  Ford  withdrew 
the  publication  and  apologized.  There  is  some  question 
as  to  whether  Mr.  Ford  apologized  for  the  contents  or 
for  having  published  the  contents." 
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Thus , "The  International  Jew"  is  being  added  to  the  standard 
references  of  anti-Semitio  vilification  such  as  the  "Protocols",  the 
Talmud,  the  Shulohan  Aruch,  the  ritual  murder  legends  and  other 
fabrications  and  distortions. 

Although  the  copyright  protection  of  "The  International  Jew" 
has  expired,  the  Ford  Motor  Company  has  publicly  disavowed  the  con- 
tent of  the  book,  expressed  its  condemnation  of  the  reprint,  and  is 
prepared  to  invoke  whatever  rights  it  has  to  prevent  dissemination  of 
the  publication. 


Conclusion 


In  spite  of  or  perhaps  because  of  his  manifold  difficulties. 
Smith  manages  to  keep  his  name  in  the  headlines;  he  apparently 
succeeds  in  obtaining  a continuous  flow  of  funds  from  his  admirers; 
occasionally  gets  access  to  otherwise  reputable  platforms;  obtains 
conferences  with  state  officials;  and  generally  succeeds  in  avoiding 
the  liability  of  his  discredited  reputation* 
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HARVEY  H.  SPRINGER 

The  fourth  in  this  group  of  religious  hate  peddlers  is  Harvey 
H.  Springer,  who  has  gained  notoriety  as  a radio  preacher.  He  was 
responsible  for  the  second  appearance  of  Upton  Close  in  Denver  at  a 
meeting  on  September  29,  1946,  sponsored  by  the  Veterans  Public  Inf or* 
mat ion  Association  of  World  War  II.  According  to  the  chairman,  this 
is  a new  organization,  comprised  of  veterans  and  their  wives,  allegedly 
founded  for  the  purpose  of  combatting  all  anti-Democratio  influences 
and  particularly  "communism  and  its  fronts". 

The  faot  that  the  rally  was  held  at  the  Greek  Theatre,  an  open* 
air  civic  center  in  a city  park,  was  probably  the  reason  for  the 
attendance  of  about  500  people. 

Close,  in  his  address,  denounced  Hollywood,  the  Hew  Deal,  the 
Roosevelts,  Sen.  Claude  Pepper?  he  charged  that  communists  have  infil- 
trated the  Catholic  Church  for  the  purpose  of  controlling  it;  he 
maintained  that  108  universities  and  colleges  have  communist  cells; 
and  he  charged  that  the  late  President  Roosevelt  WAs  responsible  for 
the  discontinuance  of  Close’s  broadcasts. 

Having  used  the  name  of  an  otherwise  non-existing  organization. 


and  having  brought  Upton  Close  to  the  meeting  as  the  speaker.  Springer 
then  did  the  "fund-raising  job".  His  appeal  for  money  resulted  in  a 
collection  of  $250.00* 
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Prominently  participating  in  this  affair  were  the  Rev.  George 
W.  Cooper  of  the  Denver  Revival  Tabernacle  (see  The  Facts  of  August, 
1946),  Commander  Overstreet  of  the  Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars, 

William  C.  Gehrke,  Supt#  of  Westwood  Public  Schools,  and  State  Senator 
Gardner  of  Golden,  Colorado,  who  introduced  Close, 

At  two  other  meetings  held  on  December  17th  and  18th  at  the 
Gospel  Tabernacle  in  St.  Petersburg,  Florida,  and  sponsored  by 
Rev.  W.  T Watson  of  the  same  church.  Springer,  before  an  audience  of 
250  argued  against  the  restrictions  of  freedom  of  speech  over  the  air. 
On  the  first  day,  referring  to  his  difficulties  in  Knoxville,  Tenn. 
(see  The  Facts  of  July,  1946),  he  demanded  that  a bill  be  passed  in 
the  next  session  of  Congress  providing  that  a radio  station  be  com- 
pelled to  sell  time  to  any  individual  or  organization  wishing  to 
purchase  it,  if  the  time  is  available.  He  expressed  his  confidence 
that  Rep.  Jos.  Martin  would  sponsor  such  a bill. 

The  following  da y.  Springer,  introduced  by  Dr.  Watson, 
reiterated  these  views  and  added  that  he  is  the  head  of  a committee  of 
"6,000  Gospel  preachers"  and  urged  his  audienoe  to  listen  to  his 
regular  Sunday  evening  broadcasts  from  the  two  Mexican  border  radio 
stations,  XERB  and  XEG.  He  has  engaged,  at  a cost  of  $2000  per  month, 
the  facilities  of  these  stations,  both  of  which  are  heard  through 
large  areas  of  the  West  and  South. 

Previous  to  these  meetings.  Springer  made  another  trip  to 
Washington,  D.  C.,  in  October,  to  confer  with  Congressmen  in  order  to 
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win  their  support  for  a bill  guaranteeing  freedom  of  speeoh  to 
ministers  of  the  gospel.  He  also  appeared  before  the  Committee  on 
Un/cnerioan  Activities,  condemning  "the  communists  and  the  Federal 
Council  of  Churches,  wfao  will  do  their  best  to  squeeze  the  life  from 
every  preacher  who  upholds  the  truth." 

In  summary!  Springer  seems  to  enjoy  considerable  finanoial 
backing  in  view  of  the  fact  that  he  was  not  only  able  last  year  to 
raise  nearly  $100,000  for  the  establishment  of  his  Tabernacle,  but 
also  manages  at  present  to  defray  his  monthly  expenditures  of  $2000 
for  his  broadcasts  alone.

time  press  for  more  democracy.  Yes,  reactionaries  are  in  power  there.  Not 
fascists,  not  semi-fascists,  but  arch-conservatives.  The  brutal  RAM  military 
revolt  two  years  ago  produced  a popular  reaction  and  brought  King  George  back.

And  the  Fifth  Columnists  do  manage  to  get 
some  deft  touches  into  the  pictures* 


VAN  BITTNER  IS  WILLING  TO  EXPEL  ALL  COMMUNISTS  FROM  UNIONS.  At  least  the  veteran 
labor  leader,  who  heads  CIO  organizing  drive  in  the  South,  made  this  amazing 
statement  to  the  House  Labor  Committee  this  week*  But  does  he  mean  it?  One 
Congressman  suggested  deporting  all  Communists  to  Russia*  Bittner  answered  he 
wouldn*t  go  so  far;  nI*d  do  what  I could  to  legally  separate  them  from  the  unions, 
and  that*s  all  I could  do*n  Probably  he  didn*t  realize  how  far  he  had  gone.  Even 
such  active  anti-Communists  as  Walter  Reuther  and  Sec.-Treas.  James  B*  Carey  of 
the  CIO  haven*t  suggested  that  all  Communists  be  expelled,  which  is  what  Bittners 
words  mean. 


iiNT I-CQMMUNI ST S MAY  ENTER  N*Y.  CIO  COUNCIL.  The  CIO  Committee  for  Democratic 
Trade  Unionism,  representing  132  locals  in  and  near  New  York,  held  a conference 
this  week  and  established  itself  on  a more  permanent  basis.  It  adopted  a new  name 
...Trade  Union  Commits-:*  for  Democracy.  And  in  a cagily  worded  resolution  it 
indicated  its  locals  would  enter  Greater  New  York  Industrial  .'Union  Council  to 


, Help  reorganize  it  satisfactorily.  Hitherto  nearly  all  anti-Communist  anions  have 
boycotted  the  Communist-controlled  council. 

Hat  biggest  anion  in  the  council  is  Amalgamated  Clothing  Workers.. .which  is 
non-Comrounist . And  now  the  Amalgamated  seems  v/illing  to  cooperate  with  the  anti- 
communists if  they  join  the  council.  Idea  is  this  combination  could  take  control 
from  the  Fifth  Columnists.  Phil  Murray  has  been  working  quietly  to  bring  this 
about . 

Yet  Murray  is  appeasing  the  Fifth  Column  in  another  way.  See- sawing 
cautiously,  he  insists  that  CIO  leaders  steer  clear  both  of  the  Progressive 
Citizens  of  America  (a  Communist  front)  and  the  anti-Communist  Americans* for  Demo- 
cratic action.  So  four  CIO  union  presidents. . /.Falter  Heather,  John  Green,  Samuel 
Wolchok,  and  Dillard  Townsend*. .stayed  away  from  a meeting  of  ADA  organizing  com- 
mittee in  Chicago  a week  ago.  How  Mrs.  Roosevelt,  who*s  an  ADA  member,  has 
privately  urged  Murray  to  drop  his  objections.  Final  decision  will  be  made  at  a 
meeting  of  CIO  Executive  Board  in  Washington  March  13*  But  the  decision  will  be 
made  BY  Murray* 


LEWIS  MERRILL *S  EXPULSION  FROM  COMMUNIST  PARTY  is  quietly  reported  in  party  circles. 
Merrill,  president  of  United  Office  and  Professional  Workers  of  America  (CIO),  has 
never  admitted  being  a party  member.  Lately  he  announced  he  had  resigned  as 
contributing  editor  of  the  Hew  Masses  and  as  trustee  of  Jefferson  School  of  Social 
Science  (both  of  these  are  party  institutions).  He  also  said  he  had  changed  his 
mind  on  some  important  questions,  and  *ther  leaders  in  the  union  would  have  to  do 
the  same... in  other  words,  desert  the  ;oarty  line.  But  the  Fifth  Columnists  called 
a union  conference  and  forced  Merrill  to  swallow  his  \irords  by  a “clarifying” 
statement* 

Since  then  the  party  has  been  awaiting  its  chance  to  kick  him  out  cf  the 
union  presidency.  Expulsion  from  the  party  is  a step  towards  this. 


BOTH  SIDES  WIN  AND  LOSE  IH  UAW  LOCAL  ELECTIQUS.  Emil  Mazey,  one  of  Walter  Heather *s 
right-hand  men  on  the  international  executive  board,  has  lost  his  own  local,  Briggs 
212,  Detroit,  to  the  Fifth  Column.  But  the  anti-Communists  have  hurt  Vice- 
President  Holland  J.  Thomas  by  capturing  his  local,  Chrysler  7*  And  they!ve  also 
ousted  Hat  G-anley,  an  admitted  Communist,  a member  of  the  party  national  committee, 
as  business  agent  of  Tool  and  Die  Local  155*  John  Anderson,  another  avowed 
Communist,  has  been  reelected  president  of  the  local,  but  apparently  the  anti- 
Communists  control  the  executive  board*  The  voting  in  Ford  Local  600,  the  largest 
local  in  the  world,  is  now  under  way  and  will  continue  till  nearly  the  end  of 
March.  This'.local  is  dominated  by  the  Communists  now. 


BOB  TRAVIS',  COMMUHIST  LEADER,  IS  OUT  OF  ILLINOIS  CIO  COUNCIL.  Travis  was  a key  man 
in  the  UAW  sit-down  strikes  in  Flint  10  years  ago.  Later  he  was  Ho.  1 in  Communist- 
controlled  Farm  Equipment  union.  Recently  he*s  been  vice-president  and  legisla- 
tive director  of  Illinois  CIO  council.  The  Fifth  Column  has  had  an  actual  major- 
ity there,  but  Phil  Murray  intervened  to  effect  a compromise  under  which  the  top 
offices  were  divided  and  the  council  marked  time,  doing  routine  work  but  making  no 
policy  decisions. 

A clear-cut  battle  in  the  convention  in  January  was  expected. . .but  at  almost 
the  last  minute  the  convention  was  postponed  till  April,  while  Murray  put  more 
behind- t ho -scenes  pressure  on  the  Communists.  How  Travis  has  suddenly  resigned 
his  office  in  the  coancal*  Whifh  seems  to  mean  the  ant 4 -Communists  will  take  over.

A BOOK  BALLYHOO IiTG  COL.  EVANS  CARLSON,  written  by  a Communist,  was  published  this 
week.  Carlson  retired  from  Marines  with  rank  of  brigadier  general.  During  the 
war  he  got  a marvelous  publicity  build-up  from  Communists  on  service  papers,  in 
public  relations  spots,  etc.  His  pro-Communist  record  goes  far  back.  How  he*s 
co-chairman,  with  Paul  Robeson,  of  the  principal  Communist  front,  National 
Committee  to  Win  the  Peace  (for  Stalin).

country,  Mr.  Jaques  has  abused  the  privilege  of  entry  into  the  United 
States  by  stirring  up  misunderstanding  and  tensions  among  racial  and 
religious  groups  in  various  parts  of  the  country. 


As  recently  as  May  1,  Mr.  Jaques  entered  from  Canada, 
and  appeared  with  Gerald^Smith  at  a meeting  held  in  Philadelphia’s 
Town  Hall,  under  the  auspices  of  a so-called  "Philadelphia  Christian 
Nationalist  Committee."  Introduced  by  Smith,  Mr.  Jaques  indicated  to 
his  audience  his  complete  support  and  approval  of  Gerald  Smith’s 
doctrine  of  bigotry.  In  these  trying  days  when  every  decent  American 
is  striving  for  better  inter-group  relations,  national  harmony  is  made 
more  difficult  by  the  casual  admission  into  this  country  of  such  men 
as  Norman  Jaques. 

We  urge  that  steps  be  taken  by  the  State  Department 
to  bar  Mr.  Jaques  f*om  the  United  States  as  a threat  to  our  domestic 
peace.

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MORAL  RE-ARMAMENT 


Ever  interested  in  organizations  or  movements  which  appear  in  the 
political,  educational  or  religious  arenas,  several  of  our  readers  have  in- 
quired regarding  Dr.  Frank  Buchman’s  Moral  Re-Armament.  Undoubtedly,  these 
inquiries  are  the  result  of  recent  activities  of  the  movement  as  outlined 
in  the  following  pages. 

The  results  of  our  examination  of  Moral  Re-Armament  must  be  pro- 
jected against  the  background  of  the  three  stages  of  its  development: 

During  the  first  phase,  up  to  the  late  twenties.  Moral  Re- 
Armament  was  essentially  a religious  revivalist  movement.  This  stage  of 
its  existence  is  of  purely  historical  interest,  but  it  is  dealt  with  at 
length  hereinafter  as  necessary  background. 

The  second  stage,  the  pre-war  period,  during  which  time  Moral  Re- 
Armament  adopted  a political  position  of  appeasement,  distressed  persons 
interested  in  opposing  further  Axis  aggression. 

The  third  stage,  the  present  period  of  re-emergence  in  the  United 
States,  apparently  gives  cause  for  apprehension  among  some  of  our  readers 
because  of  Moral  Re-Armament’s  previous  appeasement  position.  (Editor’s 
Note)

Introduction 

This  movement  is  apparently  emerging  in  the  United  States,  where 
the  idea  was  born,  from  the  shades  of  obscurity  cast  on  it  by  the  war. 

During  this  period,  MRA  was  branded,  on  the  one  hand,  by  various  church 
authorities  and  other  sources  as  ’’fascist",  "anti-Semitic"  and  a "racket", 
and  on  the  other,  "an  instrument  of  Christianity"  and  "dangerous  to  Nazidom" 
As  in  the  early  days  of  its  existence,  this  religious  cult  is  embarking  on 
an  intensive,  well-financed  and  widespread  campaign  to  attract  the  youth  of 
America.  MRA  "teams"  are  now  traveling  about  the  country  trying  to  gain  a 
foothold  in  our  public  sohool  systems. 

Because  of  its  peculiar  reputation,  and  the  record  of  its  leader, 
communities  throughout  the  United  States  wonder  about  MRA’s  political 
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potentialities*  They  recall  the  fact  that  the  movement  * s leader*  Dr.  Frank 
Buchman,  extolled  Hitler  and  the  dictators  in  1936.  They  remember  that, 
during  the  war,  this  international  movement  was  violently  criticized,  espe- 
cially in  Britain,  where  it  was  claimed  that  MRA  tended  to  fascism  and  was 
modeled  on  it,  particularly  in  its  adoration  of  its  "Leader";  that  MRA, 
through  its  enormous  influence,  was  greatly  instrumental  in  Britain* s ap- 
peasement policy  toward  Hitler}  that  when  war  was  declared,  able-bodied 
Englishmen  of  military  age,  who  were  MRA  officials,  decamped  to  America  and 
safety;  that  many  of  those  who  stayed  in  England  sought  exemption  on  the 
grounds  that  they  were  religious  workers.  All  of  which  led  to  a withdrawal 
of  MRA  from  the  spotlight  after  the  outbreak  of  the  world  conflict* 

The  extent  to  which  MRA’s  possibilities  will  be  exploited  now  in 
our  country  is  a matter  of  speculation*  Dr.  Buchman,  the  head  of  Moral  Re- 
Armament,  is  ever  on  the  search  for  "key  people"  who  might  adopt  his  move- 
ment as  their  political  platform,  and  the  ideology  of  the  group  is  widespread.

History 


"I  thank  heaven  for  a man  like  Adolf  Hitler,  who  built  a front 
line  of  defense  against  the  anti-Christ  of  Communism. . .My 
barber  in  London  told  me  Hitler  saved  all  Europe  from  Commu- 
nism. That’s  how  he  felt.  Of  course,  I don’t  condone  every- 
thing the  Nazis  do.  Anti-Semitism?  Bad,  naturally;  I suppose 
Hitler  sees  a Karl  Marx  in  every  Jew.  But  think  what  it  would 
mean  to  the  world  if  Hitler  surrendered  to  the  oontrol  of  God. 
Or  Mussolini.  Or  any  dictator.  Through  such  a man  God  could 
control  a nation  overnight,  and  solve  every  last  bewildering 
problem." 


This  curious  statement  was  given  in  an  interview  in  August  1936, 


(1) 


by  the  founder  and  central  figure  of  Moral  Re-Armament  (formerly  called 


"First  Century  Christian  Fellowship"  and  thereafter  "Oxford  Group  Movement"), 
Frank  Nathan  Daniel  Buchman.  Bom  on  June  4,  1878,  in  Penn|burg,  Pennsylvania, 
of  German-Swiss  ancestry,  Dr.  Buchman  was  educated  for  the  Lutheran  Ministry 
at  Muhlenberg  College  and  Mt.  Airy  Lutheran  Seminary,  For  the  first  forty- 
three  years  of  his  life,  Buchman  led  an  undistinguished  existence  as  a 

small-town  Lutheran  Minister  and  college  YMCA  secretary.  This  period  was 

\ 

illuminated  by  but  one  glowing  experience:  in  1908,  at  the  age  of  thirty, 

he  claimed  a vision  of  Christ  on  the  Cross,  which  produced  in  him,  he  said, 

"a  dazed  sense  of  a great  spiritual  shaking-up". 

By  1915,  Buchman,  seeking  new  pastures,  became  a missionary}  his 
round-the-globe  travels  then  took  him  to  India,  China,  Korea,  Japan,  and  to 
Europe,  In  1921,  he  formulated  his  program.  Fortified  by  faith  and  excel- 
lent introductions,  he  went  to  Oxford  and  gathered  about  him  small  groups  of 
students  in  the  two  aristocratic  colleges  of  Corpus  Christ!  and  Christ's. 

To  them,  at  highly  select  "religious  house  parties",  he  revealed  the  great 
principles  of  "Sharing"  and  "Guidance". 

Religious  Concept  and  Practice 

"Sharing"  is  a religious  oonfession  made  in  the  presence  of  a 
whole  group.  Frequently,  confessions  have  to  do  with  matters  of  sex,  and 
the  sharing  reduoes  itself  to  erotic  excitement.  The  public  "Washout",  as 
Buchman  oalls  it,  is  supposed  to  prevent  any  return  of  sinful  desire, 

After  the  "Washout"  comes  "Guidance"  in  the  "Quiet  Time"  by  "Listening  in 
to  God"  pr  conducting  "Two-Way  Radio  Chats"  with  Him— either  in  private 
sessions  with  Buchman  or  in  larger  group  meetings.  (2)

After  the  exaction  of  these  confessions,  the  convert  is  presumed 
purged  and  ready  to  receive  God's  direct  and  personal  "guidance" # For  this 
purpose,  every  follower  is  expected  to  observe  a "Quiet  Hour"  at  the  start 
of  each  day#  This  is  a period  of  silence  and  of  concentration  upon  receiving 
the  word  of  God*  The  message  he  is  to  jot  down  in  a little  book  and  is  to 
consult  for  "guidance",  which  dictates  the  convert's  decision  in  matters 
large  and  small,  business  and  personal  problems,  choice  of  partners  in 
marriage,  etc#  If  the  word,  of  God  concerns  something  particularly  vital  in 
the  life  of  the  adherent,  the  entire  group  must  pass  upon  the  message  in 
order  to  guard  against  misinterpretation  of  God's  word# 

MRA's  claim  of  "God-Guidance"  is  repeatedly  affirmed  by  followers* 

A woman  member  was  once  "guided"  to  get  off  a street-car  at  a certain  spot 
where  she  discovered  a big  fur  sale  in  progress  and  bought  a $1,000  fur 
coat  for  $300;  a golfer  gave  thanks  publicly  because  God  "guided"  him  to 
play  a better  game;  an  advertising  executive,  "guided"  to  drop  several  ac- 
counts, made  more  profits  than  ever  before,  and  stated,  "I  now  see  that  God 
has  a plan  for  business";  and  a cook  at  an  MRA  conference  announced  "this 
canteen  is  run  by  the  Holy  Spirit",  and  by  "God-Guidance"  we  make  our 
menus"#  (3) 

In  the  early  days  in  Oxford,  Buchman* s followers  were  less  than 
five  percent  of  the  students,  and  in  1924,  he  decided  to  shift  hi6  attack 
to  America.  In  the  United  States,  no  Oxford  sponsorship  was  claimed  for 
the  movement.  Invitations  to  the  Buchmanite  meetings  in  Hew  York  were  given 
simply  in  the  name  of  "The  Groups:  A First  Century  Christian  Fellowship". 

Buchman* s most  devoted  American  follower  at  that  time,  the  Rev.  Samuel 
Shoemaker,  an  Episcopal  clergyman  in  Hew  York  City,  had  formerly  been

The  results  of  Buohman's  first  incursion  were  somewhat  disap- 
pointing; only  a few  students  came  into  the  fold.  But  then  Buchman  launched 
a second  Princeton  campaign  in  1926.  There  were  the  usual  religious  house 
parties  and  confessions*  This  time  the  Buchmanites  were  denounced  in  the 
Princetonian , and  the  students  decided,  by  a large  majority  of  those  voting, 
that  "Buchmanism  in  any  form",  ought  not  to  be  connected  with  any  religious 
organization  in  the  university.  Buchman  and  his  aides  were  charged  with 
fostering  an  unhealthy,  erotic  atmosphere  by  their  alleged  habit  of  high- 
pressuring  confessions  of  sexual  and.  alcoholic  sins  from  frightened  and 
intimidated  undergraduates.  In  defense  of  his  activities,  Buchman  is  said 
to  have  told  President  J.  G.  Hibben  that  ninety-five  per  cent  of  the  students 
were  addicted  to  one  or  another  form  of  sex  perversion.  The  President  or- 
dered an  investigation  and  announced  that  so  long  as  he  was  president  of 
Princeton,  Buchmanism  would  be  banished  from  the  campus.  (Following  this 
action,  Oxford  University,  too,  through  its  undergraduate  publication  The 
Isis , urged  a similar  Course,  calling  Buchmanism  "a  perverted  religious 
mania. . .having  between  giggles  and  fanaticism.") 


Upper  Set  Evangelists 

Thereupon,  Buchman  departed  once  more  for  England  and  shifted  his 
policy  somewhat,  seeking  his  converts  less  among  college  students,  than 
among  persons  prominent  in  "society",  business,  politics,  and  labor.  This 
shift  brought  results.  Friends  in  high  positions  came  out  openly  in  his 
support  and  new  friends  of  still  higher  position  were  won  over:  Dr.  B.  H. 

Streeter,  the  Provost  of  Queens  College  in  Oxford;  Dr.  Geoffrey  Allen, 
Fellow  and  Chaplain  of  Lincoln  College;  Dr.  P.  S.  Allen,  President  of  Corpus

Christi  College;  Julian  Thornton-Duesberry,  its  Chaplain;  Loudon  Hamilton, 
ex-Master  of  Eton;  Howard  Rose,  priest  of  St.  Pet er-le -Bailey;  and 
Dr.  Kenneth  Greensted,  Professor  of  Philosophy  of  the  Christian  Religion. 
With  such  names  enrolled,  the  Buchmanites  apparently  felt  justified  in  re- 
ferring to  themselves  as  the  "Oxford  Group  Movement",  though  legally  they

were  denied  the  right  to  use  the  title.  ' ' 

With  the  prestige  of  Oxford  behind  him.  Dr.  Buchman,  known  in  the 

colleges  as  "Old  Moral  Uplift"  and  hailed  among  his  followers  as  the  great 

"Soul  Surgeon",  became  the  Christian  Apostle  to  sections  of  the  British 

aristocracy.  Howard  Rose  led  a team  of  fifteen  missionaries  to  Holland  in 

1927,  and  another  team  of  seven  to  South  Africa  in  1928,  In  1930,  the 

Rev.  J.  W.  Margetson,  Provost  of  St,  Mary's  Cathedral,  welcomed  a team  of 

fifty  to  Edinburgh,  and  in  1933,  P.  B.  - as  Dr,  Buchman  likes  to  be  called  - 

brought  a team  of  sixty  to  the  United  States  in  one  more  attempt  to  oonquer 

his  native  land.  Two  thousand,  five  hundred  persons  attended  his  spiritual 

mass-meeting  in  the  Waldorf-Astoria,  during  which  Buchman  discussed  the 

depression,  giving  the  following  solution  of  his  owns 

"The  President's  Social  Trend  Report  indicates  there 
will  surely  be  a revolution  in  this  country.  We  are 
going  to  make  it  a spiritual  revolution.  What  hunger 
marchers  need  is  to  be  changed." 

Although  Buchman  obtained  only  a few  prominent  American  sponsors, 
his  welcome  in  England  upon  his  return  to  that  country  w as  almost  a royal 
one;  The  Archbishop  of  Canterbury  and  the  Lord  Mayor  of  London  gave  recep*- 
tions  for  him.  In  the  spiritual  week-end  that  followed  in  London,  more  than 
five  thousand  people  took  part,  with  representatives  from  fourteen  nations 
among  them.

The  slogan,  Moral  Re-Armament,  as  a solution  for  all  the  ills  of 


the  world,  was  presented  by  Buchman  on  May  28,  1938,  in  a London  speech 
which  later  appeared  in  some  twenty-two  manifestoes,  the  essence  of  which  was 

"The  world  condition  cannot  but  cause  disquiet  and 
anxiety#  Hostility  piles  up  between  nation  and  nation; 
labor  and  capital;  class  and  class.*. The  crisis  is 
fundamentally  a moral  one.  The  nations  must  re-arm 
morally. • .imagine  a rising  tide  of  absolute  honesty 
and  absolute  unselfishness  sweeping  across  every 
country. ##a  wave  of  absolute  unselfishness  throughout 
the  nations  would  be  the  end  of  wars." 

These  manifestoes,  which  appeared  in  the  British  press  over  a 
period  of  eight  months  just  prior  to  the  Munich  Pact,  were  combined  in  a 
pamphlet,  entitled  "MRA:  The  Battle  For  Peace",  edited  by  H*  W#  (Bunny) 

Austin,  the  British  tennis  player#  The  first  edition  was  printed  in  England 
in  December,  1938#  The  signatures  on  these  manifestoes  included  twenty- 
five  peers  and  twelve  baronets,  all  in  important  government  positions;  thirty 
three  MPfs;  thirty-seven  champion  athletes;  twenty-one  leading  journalists; 
seventeen  trade  union  heads;  a number  of  industrialists;  and  a few  distin- 
guished academicians#  (5) 

A movement  with  such  influence  upon  the  makers  of  British  public 
opinion  and  policy  must  have  had  in  it  an  appeal  beyond  that  of  the  familiar 
religious  "revival",  with  which  "Buchmanism"  sometimes  has  been  confused# 
(Actually,  it  has  almost  nothing  in  common  with  the  familiar  revivalist 
movements#  A significant  difference  lies  in  the  character  of  the  leader, 
in  the  methods  employed,  and  in  the  social  position  of  the  cultists#) 

During  this  period,  from  1936  to  1939,  Buchman  held  huge  MRA  ral~ 
lies  and  campaigns  in  England,  urging  cooperation  among  all  divergent

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elements  and  nations,  including  the  dictatorships » (The  total  result  of 
this  philosophy  meant  favoring  peace  with  and  appeasement  of  the  dictators 
at  any  price.  It  was  so  persistent  and  widespread  that  the  Oxford  Group 
frequently  has  been  held  largely  responsible  for  the  surrender  of  the  Western 
Democracies  to  Hitler  at  Berchtesgaden.)^ 

While  the  Swastika  flag  was  carried  at  the  MRA  rallies  and  parades 
- on  the  grounds  that  thus  MRA  brought  the  nations  ilogether,  the  Soviet  ban- 
ner was  not  included*  (7)  On  the  other  hand,  although  the  movement  never  had 
any  mass  following  in  Nazi  Germany,  MRA  apparently  enjoyed  the  confidence 
and  the  support  of  a segment  of  the  Nazi  hierarchy  in  Berlin.  Fritz  Thyssen 
once  said: 

’’Despite  consternation  caused  by  Hitler’s  shocking  breach 
of  faith  after  Munich,  some  people  in  England  still  be- 
lieved that  peace  could  be  maintained.  They  placed 
particular  trust,  it  seems, in  Heinrich  Himmler,  head  of 
the  Gestapo,  because  he  was  a member  of  the  Oxford  Group.”'6 7 8 9' 

Another  famous  Buchmanite,  according  to  unconfirmed  reports, was 

Rudolf  Hess,  Deputy  Nazi  Fuehrer,  who  flew  from  Berlin  to  the  estate  of  the 

Duke  of  Hamilton,  also  a member  of  MRA,  with  a proposal  for  a negotiated 

peace  between  Great  Britain  said  Nazi  Germany,  and  a joint  war  against 

Soviet  Russia.  (9) 

Buchman's  close  connection  with  and  generous  support  by  persons 
commonly  associated  with  the  "Cliveden  Set"  led  to  comparative  eolipse  of 
the  movement  in  England  after  the  actual  outbreak  of  the  war*  MRA  felt 
impelled  to  withdraw  from  that  oountry,  because  the  Buchmanites  were  under 
severe  attaok  from  the  press,  which  commented  disparagingly  on  MRA’ s share

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in  England's  unpreparedness.  Critics  charged  that  at  a time  when  the  British 
urgently  needed  to  be  awakened  to  danger,  MRA  had  lulled  them  with  talk  of 
moral,  rather  than  physical  rearmament,  though  never  proposing  thi6  soft 
oourse  to  its  Nazi  friends. 


Strength  and  Structure  of  MRA 

No  figures  on  membership  are  available;  the  strength  of  the  move- 
ment is  a matter  of  speculation.  Indeed,  the  leaders  of  the  group  deny  that 
it  has  "members" ,.  or  that  it  is  an  "organization".  They  claim  to  be  interest- 
ed merely  in  strengthening  existing  institutions.  At  any  rate,  MRA  has 
grown  in  the  last  fifteen  years,  though  not  as  a mass  movement.  True,  at 
the  Stockbridge  (Mass.)  session  in  the  summer  of  1936,  the  attendance  during 
the  week  varied  between  two  thousand  and  five  thousand  people.  Of  these, 
some  1500  were  members  of  teams,  leaders,  and  regular  followers.  More  pros- 
elyting literature  was  sold  at  this  affair  than  ever  before  in  this  country. 

Yet,  in  America,  there  have  been  no  meetings  of  ten  thousand  or  fifteen 
thousand  people  such  as  there  have  been  in  Europe  and  Canada. 

The  financial  resources  of  MRA  have  not  been  disclosed  except  for 
the  vague  statement  that  MRA  "has  formed  in  the  United  States  a non-profit  _ 
corporation  which  receives  voluntary  contributions  and  supervises  its  ex- 
penditures". The  same  statement  also  quotes  unnamed  persons  as  follows*  * 

"A  labor  leader  wrote,  'Since  my  wife  saw  the  MRA  play 
she  has  stopped  nagging  me.  Here's  $10,'  An  Oregon 
storekeeper  enclosed  a letter  from  a school  girl  in 
which  she  said,  "Some  time  ago  I stole  a box  of  oandy 
from  your  store.  I saw  the  'Drugstore  Revolution' 
the  other  night  and  decided  to  be  honest.  Here  is  the

In  1939,  the  Buchmanites  were  attacked  in  the  House  of  Commons  as 

"canting  cheats",  and  --  "Dr*  Buchman  and  his  followers  have  for  ten  years 

been  obtaining  money  under  false  pretenses 

Of  particular  interest  is  the  claim  that  "For  the  past  twenty-five 

years  Dr*  Buchman  and  teams  of  workers  have  traveled  the  world  without  salary*

They  have  proved  that  *Where  God  guides.  He  provides 7 The  Almighty,  how- 
ever, seems  to  "provide"  rather  lavishly,  because  the  movement  is  surrounded 
with  luxury  from  the  beginning:  smart  hotels  and  fashionable  resorts,  such 

as  Stockbridge,  Mass;  Newport,  Rhode  Island;  Mackinac  Island;  the  Waldorf- 
Astoria  in  New  York,  the  Drake  in  Chicago,  and  the  Book-Cadillac  in- Detroit, 

i 

are  chosen  for  MRA  meetings  and  conferences;  top  travel  accommodations  are 

always  enjoyed  by  cultists;  MRA  "teams"  travel  first-class  on  shipboard  to 

meet  more  "key  people";  MRA  is  also  noted  for  expensive  publications*  running 

into  the  millions  of  pieces*  in  addition  to  extravagant  entertainments  and 

performances,  including  privately  produced  movies  and  plays. 

In  August,  1946,  it  was  reported  that  MRA  bought  the  biggest  luxury 

hotel  in  the  winter  sports  paradise  of  Caux  on  Lao  Leman  in  the  Swiss  Alps, 

where  Dr.  Buchman  established  his  permanent  European  headquarters.  Here, MRA 

proposes  to  have  a training  school  which  is  to  embrace  many  activities.  A 

grouper  is  said  to  have  stated  that 

"We  already  have  600  people  here  and  today  a party  of  thirty-two 
arrived,  including  several  British  members  of  Parliament,  and  we 
expect  hundreds  more.  The  people  of  the  neighborhood  seem 
pleased  and  will  benefit  from  the  establishment  of  our  head- 
quarters." (13)

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The  structure  of  MRA  tends  toward  a strongly  centralized  organi- 
zation with  nuclei  of  faithful  and  dependable  "teams"  throughout  the  oountry. 
David  Lawrence  once  suggested  that  MRA  should  follow  the  methods  of  American 
political  parties  and  "mobilize"  the  country  against  class  warfare  by  the 
technique  used  to  "mobilize"  it  for  President  Roosevelt* 

Basio  to  the  Buohmanites’  faith  is  the  emphasis  on  "personal  con- 
version". MRA,  therefore,  requires  neither  clergy  nor  church,  although 
there  are  an  indeterminate  number  of  persons  who  devote  their  full  time  to 
the  movement.  The  unit  of  administration  is  the  "group"  which  oan  be  of  any 
size,  but  preferably  one  small  enough  to  meet  in  someone’ s home*  These  "house 
parties"  are  held  at  frequent  intervals,  according  to  need  and  sometimes  the 
neec  .flakes  weekly  meetings  necessary.  (The  "house  party"  is  exactly  what 
the  name  implies j little  or  no  ascetism,  but  an  amalgam  of  recreation,  enter- 
tainment and  "religion",)  The  group  is  implicitly  responsible  to  the  "Inner 
Group"  headed  by  Dr.  Buchman. 

True,  there  are  genuine  religious  elements  in  MRA,  and  an  indica- 
tion of  its  appeal  is  the  affiliation  with  the  movement  of  the  following

MRA’ s War  Effort 

A.  In  England:  The  officials  of  MRA  are  oalled  "evangelists"* 

they  appealed  for  those  amongst  them  of  military  age,  eleven  in  number, 
to  be  exempted  from  military  service.  Ernest  Bevin,  then  Minister  of  Labor

in  charge  of  mobilization,  declined  to  give  the  leaders  privileges  not  given 
to  heads  of  other  bodies  of  quasi-religious  background*  The  Buehmanites 
refused  to  accept  this  verdict j they  were  powerful  enough  (190  MP's  signed 
the  petition  in  their  behalf)  to  bring  the  matter  before  both  Houses  of 
Parliament.  On  October  7th  and  9th,  1941,  their  Parliamentary  advocates  appealed 
for  special  treatment  for  Bushman* s adherents.  In  the  course  of  the  dis- 
cussion, during  which  Bevin  was  oharged  with  attacking  religion,  he  deolared 
that 

••Under  the  Act,  every  person  between  the  ages  of  eighteen 
and  forty-one  is  liable  to  serve  in  the  Forces,  except 
those  who  are  expressly  exempted  under  the  Act ... My  own 
view,  and  the  view  of  my  advisors  is  that  by  no  stretch  of 
the  imagination  can  these  men  (the  Buehmanites)  be  brought 
within  the  terms  of  the  expressed  exemptions  of  the  Aot." 

Mr.  A.  P.  Herbert,  who  spoke  after  Mr.  Bevin,  oharged  that  he  knew 

that  in  opposing  the  Buehmanites  he  was 

••*..up  against  this  vast  and  ruthless  organization. . .the 
language  and  technique  of  the  Oxford  Group  company  is 
strikingly  and  sadly  similar  to  that  of  the  Nazis  (16) 

B*  In  America?  After  the  House  of  Commons  action  on  November  9, 

1941,  Buohman*s  leading  American  disciple.  Or.  Shoemaker,  dosed  the  doors 

of  his  Calvary  Episcopal  Church  (81  Grameroy  Park  North,  New  York  City)  to 

MRA.  In  a letter  to  his  parish,  announcing  that  the  group  had  been  ejected 

from  its  national  headquarters,  Rev.  Shoemaker  stated  that 

I 

•'Certain  policies  and  points  of  view  have  arisen  in  the 
development  of  Moral  Re-armament  about  which  we  have  had 
increasing  misgivings.. .It  has  seemed  advisable  to  us, 
after  careful  thought  and  prayer,  that  this  house  should 
cease  to  be  used  in  this  way,  as  of  this  date." 

Although  Rev.  Shoemaker  deolined  to  amplify  the  statement,  it  was

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generally  presumed , at  that  time,  that  attacks  on  the  seot  made  in  the  House 
of  Commons  contributed  to  the  break* 

In  January,  1943,  an  outcry  similar  to  that  in  England  arose  in 
the  United  States  over  the  discovery  that  twenty-eight  Buohmanites,  forming 
one  of  the  roving  "teams",  had  been  draft -deferred.  New  York  State  Draft 
Direotor,  Brig.  General  Ames  T.  Brown,  ordered  the  oase  re-opened  and  members 
of  the  local  draft  board  said  the  groupers  had  been  deferred  because  of 
political  pressure  from  "high  places".  All  but  one  of  the  twenty-eight 
were  inducted. 

The  Appeal  Board,  headed  by  Charles  H.  Tuttle,  reoalled  Dr. 

Buchman’ s statement  (^regarding  Hitler,  and  noting  that  it  had  been  published 
in  1936,  added:  "Careful  research  has  established  that  the  authenticity  of 

these  statements  has  never  been  repudiated  nor  their  contents  retracted  by 
Dr.  Buchman."  The  Board  opinion,  dated  February  5,  1942,  added  that 

"At  the  time  when  these  statements  were  made  by  Dr.  Buchman, 

Hitler’s  whole  philosophy  of  the  divine  right  of  might  and 
of  Germany  and  .of  Germaps  as  the  super  race,  his  purpose  to 
overthrow  democracy  in  Germany  and  elsewhere  and  his  inhuman 
and  un-Christian  call  for  persecution  and  destruction  of  the 
Jews  had  been  fully  proclaimed  to  the  world  in  Mein  Kampf 
and  in  the  decrees  which  he  had  already  issued  as  the 
German  dictator," 

To  grant  MRA’ s claim,  Mr.  Tuttle  wrote,  would  "jeopardize  national 
unity  sind  morale"  and,  "in  my  judgment,  be  not  Moral  Re-armament  but  moral 
disarmament.  Its  high-pressure  methods  to  attain  this  special  status,  as 
directed  at  army-building  officials,  have  recently  met  stern  rebuke  by  the 
British  Cabinet  and  by  the  House  of  Commons."  Mr.  Tuttle  declared  furthers 

"One  has  difficulty  in  believing  that  an  organization  which 
has  been  denied  special  immunity  in  the  land  of  its  birth

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should  secure  such  an  immunity  in  an  America  at  war  - an 
immunity  not  aBked  by  or  accorded  to  any  other  lay 
religious  organizations,  be  it  the  Knights  of  Columbus, 
other  Catholic  laymen's  societies,  YMCA,  YMHA,  B'nai 
B'rith,  Christian  Endeavor  Society,  evangelistic  organi- 
zations, the  Masonic  order,  etc." 

No  other  of  these  organizations,  Mr,  Tuttle  wrote,  has  "brought 

j- 

to  bear  upon  the  army -building  authorities  communications  by  telegrams  and 
letters  from  holders  of  high  Public  office  urging  the  deferment  or  exemption 
of  its  active  workers." 

During  the  hearings,  letters  of  general  commendation  about  MRA, 
written  by  important  public  figures,  were  submitted  to  support  requests  for 
draft  deferments. (*®) 


Again  in  March,  1944,  MRA  was  the  subject  of  public  conoem  when 
seventeen  legislators  of  the  State  of  Washington  wired  the  House  Naval  Affairs 
Committee  to  investigate  MRA  in  that  state,  which,  they  insisted,  was  im- 
peding the  war  effort.  However,  it  should  be  stated,  in  fairness  to  those 
men  of  the  movement  who  did  contribute  their  full  share  to  victory,  that 
thousands  of  MRA  members  were  active  participants  in  the  war* 


MRA  in  the  Post-War  Period 

The  United  States  is  the  most  recent  of  the  English-speaking 
countries  to  reoeive  Buchman's  special  attention.  Again  making  a strong 
appeal  for  youth  sponsorship  and  participation,  highly  concentrated  pressure 
is  exerted  on  public  schools  to  accept  MRA  programs,  activities  and  publica- 
tions.

During  the  early  summer  of  1945,  MRA  gave  a large  number  of  copies 
of  the  MRA  pamphlet,  "You  Can  Defend  America”,  together  with  a questionnaire, 
to  the  Detroit  (Mich.)  publio  schools  to  be  used  in  English  classes  where 
instruction  in  theme  writing  and  public  speaking  lends  itself  admirably  to 
the  confession-discussion  technique.  In  fact,  this  material,  (originally 
supplied  free  of  charge  and  later  boughtby  the  children  at  the  price  of  ten 
cents  per  copy)  was  indorsed  by  Marquis  Shattook,  Supervisor  of  Languages  of 
the  Detroit  Board  of  Education,  Shattock  stated  that  he  had  participated  at 
an  MRA  conference  at  Mackinac  Island,  where  he  learned  of  its  fight  against 
communism.  He  maintained  that  MRA  had  reduced  the  tension  in  one  school. 

.He  denied,  however,  that  he  had  ever  given  the  movement  a blanket  endorsement, 
as  claimed  by  MRA* 

In  August,  1945,  the  Commissioner  of  Education  in  St.  Paul,  jrnd 
the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  together  with  twelve  school  children,  went  to 
Mackinac  Island  to  attend  an  MRA  conference*  All  expenses  of  the  partici- 
pants were  paid  and  they  returned  professing  enthusiastic  interest  in  the 
movement. 

In  the  succeeding  months,  with  undetermined  results,  MRA  sought  to 
become  active  in  the  schools  of  Minneapolis,  Newark  (New  Jersey)  and  Philadel- 
phia* At  the. beginning  of  1946,  it  conducted  an  all-out  campaign  for  public 
school  participation  and  cooperation  on  the  West  Coast.  On  January  17,  1946, 
Mrs.  Eleanor  Ballen,  member  of  the  Los  Angeles  Board  of  Education,  introduced 
a large  MRA  delegation,  including  Dr,  Buohman,  to  a Board  of  Education 
meeting,  where  the  MRA  representatives,  delivered  speeches  and  presented  a 
series  of  playlets.  This  moved  the  Citizens  Committee  for  Better  Education 
of  Los  Angeles  to  intercede  with  Superintendent  Kersey,  who  assured  the 
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Committee  that  MRA  has  received  no  official  recommendation  by  the  Board  thus 
far,  but  that  permission  had  been  granted  the  group  to  make  appearances  at 
some  city  schools.  There  have  also  been  reports  of  MRA  announcements  on  some 
city  school  bulletin  boards,  and  of  MRA  pronouncements  being  circulated  in 
some  classrooms. 

The  intercession  of  the  Citizens  Committee  for  Better  Education 
was  accompanied  by  a formal  statement,  dated  June  6th,  to  the  Board,  protest- 
ing the  granting  of  free  access  to  the  city  schools  to  the  MRA.  Six  months 
later,  on  December  19,  1946,  the  Board  of  Education  issued  a statement  de- 
claring that  the  programs  and  materials  presented  in  the  schools  by’ MRA  were 
within  the  prescribed  curriculum,  and  that,  in  effect,  the  Citizens  Com- 
mittee objections  were  unfounded. 

As  recently  as  March,  1947,  an  MRA  "task  force”  consisting  of  about 
35  teen-agers,  35  veterans,  and  about  15  adults,  representing  a cross-section 
of  Amerioan  life,  including  business  men,  educators,  and  housewives,  con- 
verged on  Grand  Rapids,  Michigan,  and  opened  a campaign  to  put  across  its 
program.  They  there  presented  the  local  premiere  of  the  MRA  playlet,  "Drug- 
store Revolution",  and  gave  a number  of  performances  at  various  high  schools 
and  junior  colleges.  The  group  made  a very  definite  impact  on  the  community 
and  received  much  favorable  publicity.  Mary  municipal  officials  and  impor- 
tant lay-leaders  extended  support  to  the  movement.  It  was  claimed  that  the 
group  reoeived  #5,000  of  "unsolicited"  contributions. 

Encouraged  by. the  success  in  Grand  Rapids,  the  group  then  proceeded 
to  Lansing,  Michigan,  and  scheduled  for  April  10th,  a presentation  of  "Ideas 
Have  Legs",  MRA’s  current  musioal  review. 

At  the  beginning  of  1945,  MRA  started  to  publish  an  eight-page 


monthly  bulletin.  New  World  Hews,  at  a subscription  rate  of  $1,00  per  year 


The  masthead  lists  as  editors:  John  U.  Sturdevant,  DuBois  Morris,  Jr., 

Arthur  Baker,  and  Peter  Howard.  Address:  Post  Offioe  Box  1516,  Washington, 

D.  C.  Post  Offioe  Box  17,  Station  Y,  New  York  21,  New  York,  is  given  in 
MRA’s  recently  started  New  World  News  Press  Service. 

In  a circular  letter  of  solicitation,  a Dr.  J.  B.  Colwell,  920 
Tendilla  Avenue,  Coral  Gables,  Florida,  offers  this  news  servioe  free  of 
oharge  to  all  editors  desirous  of  reprinting  its  oontent.  Dr.  Colwell  adds 
that  "The  eost  has  been  underwritten  by  business  men  of  vision  who  believe  in 
the  demooratie  way  of  life,  and  choose  this  means  to  oppose  the  inroads  of 
materialism."

Opposition  to  MRA 

Buchmanism  is  today  under  the  same  attack  on  the  political,  eoonom- 
io,  psychological  and  theological  fronts  as  it  was  previously  on  the  sexual. 
Many  prominent  churchmen,  including  such  men  as  Dr.  Brdman  Harris  and  Dean 
Van  Dusen  of  Union  Theological  Seminary,  New  York,  scathingly  rebuked  the 
movement  for  its  alleged  use  of  phony  psychology,  its  olaim  of  receiving  in- 
fallible messages  from  God,  and  its  ignorance  of  social  dynamics. 

The  Bishop  of  Durham,  of  the  High  Church  of  England,  inveighed 
against  Buchmanism  for  "its  naivete,  adolescence,  its  meager  and  limited  oon- 
c option  of  Christianity,  its  tendency  toward  mysticism  and  its  Biblical 
literalness".  H.  R.  S.  Phillpot,  a British  writer,  maintains  that  the 
"Scandals  in  the  movement  are  hushed  up... the  darkest  shadow  is  the  trail  of 
moral  and  intellectual  wrecks  that  its  progress  leaves  behind". 


Halford  E.  Luccock,  a British  author,  described  the  movement  as 
"extremely  partial,  fragmentary  and  a superficial  presentation  of  Christiani- 
ty", and  its  "picture  of  God,  presented  again  and  again..* is  not  so  much  of  a 
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Father  as  a solioitous  grandfather."  ' 

Dr.  Reinhold  Niebuhr,  professor  of  Applied  Christianity  at  the 
Union  Theological  Seminary  in  New  York,  denounced  MRA  in  no  uncertain  terms  s 

"The  increasingly  obvious  fascist  philosophy  which  informs 
the  group  movement  is  in  other  words  not  only  socially 
vicious  but  religiously  vapid.  The  slightest  acquaintance 
with  the  history  of  Christian  thought  on  the  problem  of  the 
relation  of  the  absolute  demands  of  the  gospel  to  the  rela- 
tivities of  politics  and  economics  would  prove  its  ohildi6hness. 

A oareful  study  of  the  gospel  its&lf,  particularly  its  abhor- 
rence of  the  self-righteousness  of  the  righteous  would  reveal 
the  danger  of  any  doetrine  which  promises  powerful  men  the 
possibility  of  fully  doing  the  will  of  God.  They,  had  better 
be  admonished  that  after  they  have  done  what  they  think  right 
they  will  remain  unprofitable  servants. 

"The  Oxford  Group  movement,  imagining  itself  the  mediator  of 
Christ’s  salvation  in  a. catastrophic  age,  is  really  an  ad- 
ditional evidence  of  the  decay  in  which  we  stand.  Its 
religion  manages  to  eombine  bourgeois  complacency  with 
Christian  contrition  in  a manner  which  makes  the  former 
dominant.  Its  morality  is  a religious  expression  of  a 
decadent  individualism.  Far  from  offering  us  a way  out  of 
our  difficulties  it  adds  to  the  general  confusion.  This 
is  not  the  gospel’s  message  of  judgment  and  hope  to  the 
world.  It  is  bourgeois  optimism,  individualism  and  moral- 
ism  expressing  itself  in  the  guise  of  religion.  No  wonder 
the  rather  jittery  plutocrats  of  our  day  open  their  spa- 
cious summer  homes  to  its  message! "(20) 

Host  reoently.  The  Churchman  of  May  1,  1947,  in  an  editorial  headed 
"Buchmanites  Castigated",  vigorously  denounced  MRA.  . Referring  to  a pamphlet 
by  Dean  Higgins  of  St.  Mark's  Cathedral,  Grand  Rapids;  by  Bishop  Whitemore  of 
the  diocese  of  Western  Michigan;  and  by  John  R.  Bratt,  professor  of  Calvin. 
Xollege  of  the  Christian  Reformed  Churoh,  The  Churchman  quotes  Dean  Higgins'

"their  organizing  propaganda  into  parish  life.. .One  sees  in  the 
ideological  structure  of  MRA  its  ’new  social  order  under  the 
^dictatorship  of  God’,  the  raw  materials  of  what  could  become 
a highly  dangerous  and  powerful  threat  to  the  very  social 
virtues  MRA  professes  to  serve— individual  liberty  and 
democratic  institutions."

The  Dean  touched  a tender  spot  when  he  mentioned  "the  marked 
preference  of  MRA  for  people  of  publicity  or  promotional  value.  The  MRA  is 
little  interested  in  the  little  fellow,  although  the  movement  is  not  necessari- 
ly after  the  money;  the  primary  consideration  seems  to  be  the  news  value  of 
the  conver."  The  Churchman  concludess 

"The  Churchman,  almost  from  the  inception  of  the  Buchmanite 
movement,  has  underscored  the  hokum  that  the  movement  has 
always  represented.  During  the  war  days,  when  Buchman  was 
saying  complimentary  things  about  Hitler,  the  movement  was 
perhaps  more  dangerous  than  at  present.  But  it  has  always 
been  a pity  that  so  many  church  people  fell  for  the  racket." 


Cone luslon 

Since  the  movement  has  not  been  organized  as  a separate  sect,  but 
represents  itself  to  be  an  interdenominational  revival  of  spiritual  energy 
throughout  the  Protestant  Church,  accurate  statistics  as  to  the  number  of 
Buchmanites  in  the  world  are  unavailable.  The  center  of  their  strength  is 
in  England;  they  have  made  some  headway  in  South  Afrioa  and  in  Canada;  their 
"teams"  have  been  enthusiastically  received  in  Norway,  Denmark  and  Holland, 
and  they  claim  missionaries  in  sixty  countries;  the  only  large  nations  left 
"uninvaded"  are  Russia,  Germany  and  Italy.  The  Buchmanites  themselves  have 
refrained  from  compiling  lists  of  conversions,  relapses  or  reconversions. 

In  view  of  the  Movement’s  secular  activities  prior  to  World  War  II, 
the  current  course  of  Buohmanism  deserves  attention  until  its  future  objec- 
tives are  clearly  delineated. 
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INTRODUCTION 

In.  the  constant  stream  of  anti-Semitic  and  other  anti-democratic 
publications,  there  are  some  which  are  worthy  of  special  attention  because 

1.  They  create  the  issues  of  the  day  for  the  general  hate 
movement,  or 

2.  They  are  more  skillful  in  their  use  of  language,  giving  their 
arguments  and  statements  an  appearance  of  plausibility,  or 

3.  They  have  a relatively  wider  circulation  than  the  average 
hate  sheet. 

Although  frequently  there  is  little  evidence  to  show  prior  consul- 
tation among  the  publishers  of  these  particular  periodicals,  their  combined 
content  sets  the  general  pattern  for  the  remainder  of  the  hate  m ovement’ s 
propaganda  activity*  When  the  significant  few  increase  the  virulence  of 
their  attacks  upon  the  Jews,  it  is  a signal  for  others  of  lesser  importance, 
influence  and  subtlety  to  intensify  their  assaults  upon  the  Jewish  communi- 
ty and  upon  American  democracy  as  a whole* 

This  issue  of  The  Facts  deals  with  several  of  these  more  signifi- 
cant hate  periodicals.

UPTON  CLOSE  AND  R.  H.  WILLIAMS 


At  the  beginning  of  this  year,  Upton  Close  issued  a 44-page 
anti-Semitic  pamphlet  entitled  "The  Anti -Defamation  League  and  Its  Use 
in  the  World  Communist  Offensive",  purportedly  authored  by  a former  army 
major,  Robert  II.  Williams,  (333  McHenry  Road,  Glendale,  California)  a 
staff  member  of  Close1 s publication,  Closer-Ups. 

The  essence  of  Williams1  booklet,  the  style  of  which  bears  a 
marked  resemblance  to  Close's  writings,  is  that  the  majority  of  Jews  are 
communists ; that  the  Jews  participated  prominently,  and  out  of  their 
proportion  to  the  total  population,  in  the  Russian  Revolution;  that  the  , 
Anti-Defamation  League  was  largely  instrumental  in  the  rise  and  continued 
growth  of  communism,  etc# 

* 

In  order  to  lend  his  falsehoods,  distortions  and  fabrications  an 
air  of  objectivity,  and  in  an  attempt  to  avoid  revealing  himself  as  anti- 
Semitic,  Williams  profusely  praises  the  American  Council  for  Judaism,  while 
at  the  same  time,  holding  Jews  responsible  for  almost  all  conceivable  evils 
that  have  beset  the  world  for  the  last  century,  and  particularly  during  the 
last  two  or  three  decades, 

Mr#  Williams,  in  his  essay,  resorts  to  the  overworked  propaganda 
device  of  attributing  his  information  to  such  unidentifiable  sources  as 
"it  was  a common  saying",  "so  many  of  our  neighbors",  "I  have  statements 
from  trusted  sources",  "another  observer  writes",  "some  authorities  insist". 


"it  is  reported  in  numerous  references",  "some  pamphlets  issued  by  large 


influential  Marxist-Jewish  groups  in  America'1,  ete»  In  those  instances 
where  he  identifies  a source  or  quotes  from  a purported  authority,  to 
give  the  impression  of  authenticity,  investigation  reveals  that  some  of 
Williams'  authorities  are  non-existent,  others  are  either  misquoted  or 
distorted,  and  still  others  are  in  fact  brazen  anti-Semites. 

In  one  of  his  libelous  statements,  Mr.  Williams  uses  the  Army*s 
name  in  support  of  the  following* 

"In  my  own  experience  in  Intelligence  I found  Jewish 
officers  and  soldiers  whose  Americanism  could  not  be 
questioned*  But  I am  foroed  to  admit,  not  without 
foreboding,  that  those  Jewish  officers  and  soldiers 
who  did  not  show  a preference  for  Communism  and  who 
were  not  fanatically  pro-Soviet  were  the  fewer  in 
number#  Among  Intelligence  officers  and  CIC  in- 
vestigators, it  was  a common  saying  - and  I know 
Communist-fronts  will  denounce  me  as  anti-Semitio 
and  a Fascist  for  reporting  this  - that  'seventy- 
five  percent  of  the  Jews  in  the  army  are  pro- 
Comunist.'"  (P.  18)

In  order  to  give  Mr.  Williams  the  appearance  of  a man  of  integri- 
ty and  undeniable  credibility,  Mr.  Close  presents  him,  in  the  "Editor's 
Note",  as  "Major  Robert  H.  Williams  (Air  Reserve)  Counter-Intelligence, 
as  conscientious  an  officer  as  our  Military  Intelligence  ever  had.*."* 
However,  inquiry  revealed  that  Mr.  Williams  is  not  and  never  was  in 
Military  Intelligence,  nor  Military  Intelligence  Reserve.  During  the  war 
he  was  apparently  engaged  in  local  combat  intelligence  for  the  314  Bomb 
Wing  Squadron,  as  a seourity  and  counter-intelligence  officer  for  that 
squadron. 

Further  evidence  of  Mr.  Williams'  misrepresentation  was  contained 
in  a letter  by  the  Secretary  of  War  Robert  P.  Patterson,  dated  May  28,  1947, 


and  addressed  to  Judge  Meier  St e inbrink.  National  Chairman  of  the  Anti 
Defamation  League*  Sections  of  the  letter  read  as  follows:

I have  had  "Closer-Ups  Supplement  No.  1 
— The  Anti-Defamation  League"  by  Robert  H. 
Williams,  carefully  checked  as  a result  of  your 
letter  of  May  1,  1947,  I assure  you  that  nothing 
contained  within  that  pamphlet  referring  to  the 
character  of  Jews  in  the  Army  had  been  prepared 
as  the  result  of  any  information  gathered  by  Mr. 
Williams  from  any  official  records  within  the 
War  Department  while  he  was  in  the  military 
service.  His  statements  reflect  the  thinking 
of  one  individual  and  do  not  express  any  opinion 
or  statement  of  the  War  Department. 

Mr.  Williams  served  as  a major  in  the 
Army  of  the  United  States  (Air  Corps)  during 
World  War  II.  He  was  for  a time  an  intelligence 
officer  in  an  air  squadron  overseas,  but  he  was  not 
concerned,  in  that  capacity,  with  the  investigation 
of  Communists  or  any  subversives.  His  work  had  to 
do  with  weather  and  air  intelligence.  He  is  not 
now  a member  of  the  Air  Reserve  and  is  no  longer 
connected  with  the  military  service. 

Any  statement  made  by  Mr.  Williams  was 
not  made  as  an  agent  of  the  War  Department,  but 
was  made  as  a civilian  without  the  consent  of  or 
prior  approval  of  the  War  Department,  His  state- 
ments cannot  be  considered  as  reflecting  the  atti- 
tude of  the  War  Department. 
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Our  army*  made  up  of  Catholios,  Protestants* 
and  Jews,  brought  us  the  greatest  victory  in  our 
history  and  any  statement  which  would  reflect  un- 
favorably on  the  loyalty  of  any  racial  or  religious 
group  among  them  is  utterly  without  foundation. 

Contrary  to  the  statement  in  the  pamphlet, 
B'nai  B'rith  has  a record  for  patriotic  service 
which  was  recognized  by  both  Army  and  Navy  citations.

Williams’  defamatory  pamphlet,  the  first  two  editions  of  which 
numbered  20,000  copies,  was  printed  by  Powers  and  Company  in  Detroit, 
Michigan.  It  has  been  receiving  wide  distribution  at  meetings  and  by  mail 
throughout  the  country;  Senators  and  Congressmen  in  particular  have  been 
circularized*  But  most  revealing  are  the  individuals,  organizations  and 
publications  which  have  made  great  efforts  to  promote  the  distribution  of 
this  scurrilous  pamphlet.  Among  these  were  a number  of  former  defendants 
in  the  Washington  sedition  trial.  For  example,  Ellis  0.  JONES  distributed 
it  in  front  of  the  offices  of  the  Congressional  Committee  on  Un-American 
Activities;  it  was  sold  by  Salem  BADER  at  the  April  8th,  1947  meeting  of 
the  Public  Affairs  Forum,  a strongly  anti-Semitic  organization  in  Los 
Angeles,  California,  headed  by  Earl  C.  CRAIG;  at  the  Gerald  L.K.  SMITH  meet- 
ing on  April  21,  1947,  in  Detroit,  Michigan,  it  was  recommended  and  sold  by 
Smith's  lieutenants;  it  was  peddled  by  Conrad  GRIEBE  at  the  April  25,  1947 
meeting  of  the  Women  for  the  USA*;  and  the  anti-Semitic  National  Blue  Star 


* This  recently  established  organization  is  headed  by  Mrs.  Catherine  P. 
Baldwin,  who  was  a close  associate  of  Elizabeth  Dilling  and  a prot^on-lat 
of  Father  Coughlin.

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Mothers  sold  it  at  their  meeting  in  Philadelphia  on  May  2,  1947. 

Furthermore,  it  was  offered  by  post-cards  dated  March  29,  1947, 
by  Earl  SOUTHARD* S distribution  agency  for  anti-Semitic  literature,  the 
Citizen’s  Press,  in  Chicago,  Also,  others  of  the  obstructionist  press 
throughout  the  country  carried  articles  urging  the  reading  of  Williams' 
pamphlet.  Among  these  were  C,  Leon  de  ARYAN'S  The  Broom,  of  San  Diego, 
California,  in  its  issue  of  April  21,  1947;  Eugene  FLITCRAFT's  Gentile  News, 
Chioago,  in  its  April,  1947  issue;  Gerald  B,  WINROD's  Prayer  Circle  Letter 
of  April  30,  1947;  Charles  B.  HUDSON'S  America  In  Danger,  of  Omaha, 

Nebraska,  in  the  issue  of  May  23,  1947;  the  Anglo-Saxon  Federation's  Destiny 
magazine  of  May,  1947;  and  the  Christian  Veterans  Political  Counsel  bulletin, 
Chioago,  in  its  issue  of  May  2,  1947;  and  Court  ASHER's  X-Ray,  of  Muncie, 
Indiana,  in  the  issue  of  June  20,  1947. 

Williams'  document  was  not  only  endorsed  by  various  pro-fascist 
elements,  but  was  also  utilized  by  some  as  a fund-raising  medium.  Thus, 
Harvey  H.  SPRINGER,  the  "Cowboy  Evangelist",  of  Englewood,  Colorado,  prom- 
ised in  a circular  letter  a free  copy  upon  receipt  of  a financial  contribu- 
tion to  his  work.  And  Gerald  L.K.  Smith,  in  his  News  Letter  of  April-May, 
1947,  informed  his  readers  that  those  who  respond  to  the  financial  appeal 
of  Smith's  publication  would  receive  a copy  of  Williams’  pamphlet,  adding 
that  all  those  who  contribute  more  than  $10.00  would  receive  a copy  of 
Theodore  G.  BILBO's  book,  "Take  Your  Choice". 

In  other  words,  Williams*  pamphlet  has  become  the  foremost  current 
textbook  for  the  hate  movement.

This  publishing  firm,  run  by  Edward  K.  Meador,  recently  published 
a book,  entitled  "Rise,  America"  by  Peter  L*  Xavier#  The  author,  a 46- 
year-old  son  of  a Norwegian -born  Nebraska  minister,  and  an  ostensible  World 
War  II  veteran  of  the  United  States  Army,  devotes  part  of  his  dedication  to 
the  America  First  movement:  "To  all  Americans  who  fought  and  worked  to 
keep  their  country  out  of  World  War  II,  who  so  bravely  lost.”  He  lists  for 
special  mention  Charles  A.  Lindbergh  and  his  wife  Ann;  ex-Senator  Burton  K. 
Wheeler;  William  R.  Castle,  Assistant  Secretary  of  State  in  the  Hoover 
Administration;  and  General  Robert  E.  Wood. 

In  the  volume.  President  Roosevelt  is  described  as  a "cagey 
politician"  and  as  the  "arch  traitor  of  the  20th  century”  who  perpetrated 
a "monstrous  betrayal  of  the  American  people."  On  the  other  hand,  Xavier 
indorses  the  fascist  cause  and  its  defeated  leaders  in  Europe.  Hitler  is 
praised  as 


"a  magnetic  orator,  a capable  organizer,  a man  of 
deep  spiritual  conviction  (who)  gathered  about  him 
men  of  a like  stamp#. .Their  Storm  Troopers  have  been 
pictured  as  an  unmixed  evil,  a band  of  ruffians  who 
terrorized  all  opposition  to  Hitler  into  submission* 

"The  record  shows  that  much  of  this  violence  was  used 
to  defend 'National  Socialist  meetings  against  the 
attack  of  Communists  who  tried  to  break  them  up  by 
force.  Was  that  a crime?"  (P#  40) 

Coupled  with  this  defense  of  Nazi  brutality  is  another  description 


of  the  Nazis,  whom  Xavier  defines  as 


"... strong  self-made  men,  who  fought  their  way  to  power 
in  the  midst  of  a popular  revolt#  Harsh  and  often  unjust 
they  may  have  been,  but  we  have  been  given  no  adequate 
view  of  the  other  side  of  the  story.  We  forget  that  the 
so-called  persecuted  minorities  did  not  always  have  clean 
hands#” 

Grinding  out  this  pro-Nazi  propaganda,  Xavier  remarks  that 

"Propagandists  have  tried,  only  with  too  much  success,  to  make  Hitler  out 

as  a menace  to  the  world#"  Mussolini  is  also  eulogized  as 

"•#.the  man  who  fiercely  fought  the  Communists  and 
on  October  30,  1923,  ordered  the  ♦March  on  Rome1, 
where  he  was  named  premier,  continuing  in  that 
capacity  for  two  decades  to  combat  the  Red  Peril. 

Certainly,  the  rule  of  this  once  powerful  man  was 
far  from  being  the  unmixed  evil  that  latter  years 
propaganda  has  portrayed#  Order,  efficiency  and 
food  meant  something  to  the  distressed  and  im- 
perilled people*" 

* 

Understandably,  Xavier's  volume  is  recommended  by  Frederick  Kister 
of  the  Christian  Veterans  of  America,  an  anti-Semitic,  nationalist  group 
supported  by  Gerald  L.K*  Smith#  In  its  regular  column  in  the  National 
Progress,  W.  Henry  MacFarland^  anti-Semitic  publication,  the  CVA  wrote  on 
March  15,  1947,  about  "Rise,  America",  as  follows: 

"This  book  is  written  by  a veteran  who  is  also  a member 
of  CVA.  The  book  deals  with  the  scheming  and  treacherous 
forces  of  Internationalism.  The  author  sounds  a politi- 
cal call-to-arms  to  all  true  Americans,  urging  them  to 
rise  against  their  international  oppressors  and  restore 
the  independence  of  America#" 

Purchasers  of  "Rise,  America"  receive  a free  copy  of  John  Hawland 
Snow's  "Government  by  Treason",  a pamphlet  which  describes  the  United 
Nations  as  a "fabulous  fake",  and  frowns  on  international  trade  and  monetary 
agreements#  Snow,  who  is  also  the  author  of  an  apology  for  Tyler  Kent  - the 
code  clerk  in  the  American  Embassy  in  England,  who  spend  five  years  in  a 
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British  prison  for  violating  the  War  Secrets  Act  - also  attacks  the  PEPC 
as  a "heinous”  bill. 

The  Meador  Publishing  Company,  with  a long  record  of  similar  pub- 
lications to  its  credit,  published  the  writings  of  America  Pirsters  and 
individuals  of  similar  orientation.  The  catalogue  of  Meador  contains  about 
350  titles,  among  which  is,  for  example,  L.  I.  Schrader’s  "Expose  of 
Religious  Fraud",  which  refers  to  the  Jews  as  follows: 

"Whether  the  Jews  wrote  the  bible  or  whoever  did, 
it  was  to  suit  themselves  and  they  somewhat  exceed.- 
other  races  and  Gentiles  in  chicanery,  scheming 
and  plunder." 

Also  widely  publicized  by  Meador  are  the  three  volumes  of  "Memoirs 
and  True  History  of  Oklahoma"  by  ex-Govemor  William  "Alfalfa  Bill"  H. 
Murray.  Recently,  Murray  wrote  a booklet  entitled  "Palestine  - Shall  Arabs 
or  Jews  Control  it  or  Americans  Admit  100,000  Communist  Jews  from  Behind 
the  Iron  Curtain?"  In  this  document,  Murray  demands  that,  while  the  control 
over  Palestine  be  given  to  the  Arabs,  all  .Jews  be  shipped  to  Madagascar, 
British  Guiana  or  Africa,  except  those  Jews  whose  families  came  to  America 
before  the  turn  of  the  century. 

The  July  25,  1946,  issue  of  Women’s  Voice,  edited  by  Lyrl  Clark 
Van  Hyning  in  Chicago,  Illinois,  contained  a three-quarter  page  advertise- 
ment offering  for  sale  two  Meador  published  books  on  the  subject  of  Money: 
"Lightening  Over  the  Treasury  Building"  by  John  R.  Elson  and  "The  Story 
of  Our  Money"  by  Olive  Cushing  Dwindell.

. KAMP'S  NEWEST  LITERARY  OUTPUT

While  illiteracy  is  a curse,  it  does  not  follow  necessarily  that 
literacy  is  a blessing.  This  old  truth  was  reaffirmed  by  the  newest  two 
booklets  authored  by  the  executive  vice-chairman  of  this  so-called 
"Educational  League”,  with  New  York  headquarters  at  342  Madison  Avenue. 

The  first  pamphlet  outlines  in  detail  the  methods  to  be  followed 
in  organizing  a "Patriotic  Action  Committee",  allegedly  to  fight  communism. 
The  proposed  program  of  this  Committee,  according  to  "How",  is  the  formation 
of  local  groups  throughout  the  country  for  the  purpose  of  influencing 
Congressional  action,  as  well  as  the  distribution  of  literature.  To  this 
end,  Kamp’s  "PAC"  must  fight  "alienism"  and  "alien-thought"  by  being  "loyal 
to  AMERICA  FIRST,  last  and  always".  But  "to  be  an  American",  Mr.  Kamp 
insists,  "you  must  be  a Nationalist",  And  strangely  enough,  he  admonishes 
his  readers  "not  to  select  the  individual  who  believes  everything  hinges  on 
the  Jewish  question".  He  calls  upon  his  followers  to  "Guard  against  those 
who  resort  to  prejudice,  hate  or  bigotry". 

But  in  the  second  pamphlet  this  praiseworthy  stand  is  vitiated  on 
the  second  page,  where  Kamp  derides  "Stetson  Kennedy  of  the  Southern  Con- 
ference for  Human  Welfare  (who)  with  the  help  of  the  New  York  agents  of  a 


Semitic  smear  bund  presumes  to  Expose1  the  South”  * 

This  labor-baiting  pamphlet,  which  attacks  the  C10*s  attempt  to 
organize  the  South,  takes  refuge  in  the  old  device  of  adding  to  every  name 
mentioned,  the  ostensibly  real  name  (and  the  place  of  birth,  where  the 
person  in  question  is  f oreign-born) ; ” Joseph  Gaer,  whose  real  name  is 

Fishman,  was  born  in  Russia”;  ”Clarence  Low  (Lowenthal)”;  ”IIerrill  nee 
Cohen”*  Another  way  Kamp  expresses  his  anti-Semitic  sentiment  is  to  cite 
repeatedly  Jewish  personalities  associated  with  allegedly  un-American 
organizations  and  causes*  For  example,  he  states  that: 

”Rabbi  Wise*#* .helped  his  daughter  Justine  organize  the 
first  Communist  1 lesson  in  revolution1  in  America  -• 
the  Passaic  strike*” 

He  also  assails  Arthur  Goldsmith  as  ”the  behind-the-scene  contact 
man  for  the  Jewish  Gestapo  and  Semitic  smear-bund”.  While  minimizing  the 
cross  burnings  and  other  manifestations  of  the  KKK,  he  returns  to  his  sub- 
ject by  blaming  the  CIO  for  brewing  race  hatred  with  its  subsequent  lynch- 
ings  and  race  riots. 

These  most  recent  propaganda  publications  by  Kamp,  expensively 
printed,  are  but  two  of  a very  large  number  of  leaflets  and  booklets  dis- 
tributed by  Kamp  and  his  organization  over  a period  of  a decade.  Kamp  has 
had  a long  association  with  such  leading  native  American  Fascists  as  Lawrence 
Dennis,  Hudson  de  Priest,  Elizabeth  Dilling  and  Allen  Zoll.  In  1938,  Kamp  was 
one  of  the  sponsors  at  a dinner  given  General  Van  Horn  Moseley,  who  was  shortly 
afterwards  exposed  as  the  front  for  a number  of  notorious  subversive  groups* 

From  1935  to  1937  Kamp  was  editor  of  the  Awakener  of  which  Lawrence 
Dennis  was  co-editor,  and  Jung  and  Kelly  contributors.  So  well  did  it 
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represent  Fascist  thought,  that  it  was  recommended  by  "World  Service",  the 
official  Nazi  propaganda  agency  operating  from  Erfurt,  Germany.  In  1938, 

Kamp  discontinued  the  Awake ner  and  began  to  operate  through  the  Constitutional 
Educational  League.  Under  its  auspices  Kamp  published  "Join  the  CIO  and  Help 
Build  a Soviet  America"  and  won  the  undying  praise  of  "World  Service".  Kamp 
claimed  to  have  distributed  over  two  million  copies  of  this  misleading 
pamphlet. 

In  January,  1942,  after  Pearl  Harbor,  the  League  circulated  a book 
by  Kamp,  titled,  "Why  Win  the  War. ..and  Lose  What  We’re  Fighting  For?",  the 
theme  of  which  was  why  avenge  Pearl  Harbor  when  enemies  within  the  Govern- 
ment would  destroy  the  Constitution,  etc. 

At  present,  Kamp  continues  to  cloak  his  real  purpose  in  an  anti- 
oommunist  camouflage,  and  the  current  two  pamphlets  are  worthy  products  of 
the  League's  mischievous  existence.

OTHER  PUBLICATIONS  IN  THE  FIRST  HALF  OF  1947 


The  tempo  of  attack  against  democracy  was  stepped  up  considerably 
not  only  in  the  patently  anti-Semitic  periodicals,  but  also  in  those  which 
have  been  subtly  unfriendly*  Apparently  the  editors  act  on  the  assumption 
that  the  American  electorate,  in  allegedly  repudiating  New  Dealism,  registered 
its  specific  endorsement  of  a narrow  and  aggressive  Nationalism*  Accordingly, 
these  periodicals,  with  growing  intensity  since  November,  1946,  have  devoted 
their  efforts  to  the  espousal  of  a Republican”  representative  fom  of 
government,  as  against  the  "democratic”  form* 

Derogatory  and  inflammatory  accusations  have  been  levelled  against 
liberal  organizations  dedicated  to  the  protection  of  democratic  rights;  the 
validity  of  democratic  institutions  (more  particularly  the  educational 
system)  has  been  questioned  or  indicted;  dews  are  closely  linked  with  com- 
munism, and  are  charged  with  undermining  the  very  foundations  of  the  United 
States*

The  Economic  Council  Letter 


This  semi-monthly  organ  of  the  National  Economic  Council  has  a 
five-fold  policy: 

1)  It  comes  to  the  aid  of  organizations  and  individuals  whose 
avowed  purpose  is  the  establishment  of  a totalitarian  form  of  government  by 
defending  the  Christian  Front,  the  indicted  seditionists  and  The  Columbians, 
attributing  the  charges  against  them  to  "Anti-Gentilism"#  While  accusing 
some  of  the  daily  press  of  bias  in  reporting  the  news  concerning  these  groups, 
the  Council  Letter  arrives  at  the  following  noteworthy  conclusion* 

nA  few  days  ago  certain  newspapers,  notably  the  New  York  Post, 
the  New  York  Times,  the  New  York  Herald-Tribune,  and  Hors  hail 
Field’s  thing  called  PM,  all  of  which  in  varying  degrees  seem 
to  be  furthering  the  Communist  front  program,  broke  into 
hysterical  accounts  about  accusations  brought# . .against  a 
group  of  veterans  in  Atlanta  known  as  fThe  Columbians1  .Some 
inquiry  among  informed  people  leads  us  to  believe  that  this 
attack  is  likely  to  prove  a repetition  of  the  instance  six 
or  seven  years  ago  when  New  York  City  was  startled  by  the 
sudden  arrest  of  seventeen  or  eighteen  so-called  Christian 
Fronters  who  were  accused  of  the  most  heinous  crimes  against 
the  safety  of  the  American  people#  The  charges* . .boiled  down 
to  just  exactly  nothing  at  all#**It  was  a pure  case  of  anti- 
Gentile  persecution# 

"In  the  same  class  has  been  the  frantic  efforts* #*to  convict  from 
28  to  30  alleged  seditionists  for  conspiracy#* .The  Constitutional 
rights  of  nearly  all  of  the  accused  were  flagrantly  violated#.# 

And  this,  too,  was  without  question  another  flagrant  instance  of 
anti-Gentile  persecution."  (Jan.  1,  1947) 

After  "linking"  reputable  newspapers  with  communism,  the  March  15 
issue  continued  its  defense  of  the  indicted  seditionists,  charging  the 
Department  of  Justice  with  violation  of  "some  of  the  most  precious  rights 
guaranteed  to  citizens".  It  then  compared  the  "same  alien-minded  forces 
that  had  all  along  been  fomenting  this  persecution"  with  the  defendants  who 
"had  the  guts  to  fight". 
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2)  The  Economic  Council  Letter,  in  its  intensified  attack  upon 
organizations  active  in  exposing  and  combatting  anti -democratic  forces, 
seeks  to  discredit  the  Anti-Defamation  League  and  the  Friends  of  Democracy 
by  falsely  linking  them  with  communism: 

"(They  are)  extremely  left-wing*  All  of  them  have  been  ready 
to  attack  any  individual  who  has  spoken  up  against  Communism# 

All  of  them  represent  an  alien-minded,  if  not  an  alien,  in- 
fluence that  we  strongly  suspect  is  at  the  bottom  of  all  the 
persecution  and  hamstringing  of  American  citizens  in  recent 
years/1  (January  1,  1947) 

On  the  basis  of  these  "accusations’* , the  Council  Letter  demands  a 
Congressional  investigation  of  both  the  ADL  and  FOD#  This  demand  for  Con- 
gressional investigation  had  previously  been  voiced  by  the  Economic  Council's 
Letter,  in  its  issues  of  November  1st  and  December  1st,  1946: 

"The  vital  facts  about  all  this  can  be  obtained  by  adequate 
Congressional  investigations* . .we  have  strongly  urged  in- 
vestigation of  both  the  f Anti -Defamation  League1  and  'Friends 
of  Democracy' # 

"Let  the  Congress,  through  an  appropriate  committee,  pitch  in 
here  and  ferret  out  the  truth.  Let  them  publicly  expose  the 

dirt  they  find#  No  more  wholesome  thing  could  happen  in  the 

United  States/*  (January  1,  1947) 

S)  The  Letter  indulges  in  a sustained  effort  to  discredit  a large 
national  religious  body  concerned  with  interfaith  and  interracial  good  will 
- the  Federal  Council  of  the  Churches  of  Christ  in  America  - charging  that 

it  is  infested  with  Reds  and  fellow-travelers#  In  the  issue  of  January  1, 

1947,  it  states: 


"In  no  field  has  there  been  more  subtle  undermining  of  faith 
and  confidence  in  the  American  way  of  life  than  through  the 
Protestant  churches.  We  mentioned  in  an  earlier  Letter  the 
work  of  the  Church  League  for  Industrial  Democracy,  the  ex- 
tremely left-wing  organization  in  the  Episcopal  church. 
Nearly  all  the  Protestant  churches  have  corresponding  left- 
wing  groups*  Nearly  all  of  them  are  connected  with  the 
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Federal  Council  of  Churches  of  Christ  in  America#  We 
have  said  before  that  in  our  opinion  the  Federal  Council 
is  one  of  the  most  useful  allies  of  Communism  in  the 
United  States," 

The  Southern  Conference  for  Human  Welfare,  "known  as  a Communist 
front",  was  injected  into  the  discussion  over  the  fitness  of  David  Lilienthal, 
who  "has  long  been  in  sympathy  with  ideas  and  ideologies  that  add  up  to 
Communism".  (February  15,  1947). 

4)  The  Letter  conducts  a constant  campaign  against  our  educational 
system.  It  charges  that  communism  is  rampant  in  our  schools  and  colleges 
and  continuously  upbraids  parents  for  sloughing  off  their  obligations  and 
duties  to  their  children  by  permitting  educational  institutions  to  oarry  on 
campaigns  of  alleged  communist  indoctrination. 

"Anti-American  propaganda. ..is  now  penetrating  our  schools 
and  colleges  harder  than  ever, . .(they)  literally  swarm  today 
with  teachers  who  first  question  the  American  way  of  life 
and  then  openly  denounce  it."  (January  1,  1947) 

The  Letter  links  its  attack  on  "alien"  influences  with  its  consist- 
ent onslaughts  on  "democracy"  and  its  pleas  for  a "Republic"  as  the  basic 
concept  of  our  form  of  government. 

"...a  growing  number  of  people  are  recalling,  in  spite  of  the 
aliens  who  tell  us  to  the  contrary,  that  the  United  States  is 
not  - and  never  was  intended  to  be  - a democracy. . .We  are  a 
REPUBLIC."  (January  1,  1947) 

Rose  Wilder  Lane,  editor  of  the  monthly  Economic  Council  Review  of 
Hooks,  elaborated  upon  this  points 

"It  is  necessary  only  to  read  the  Federal  Constitution  to  see 
how  carefully  the  founders  of  this  Union  guarded  against  two 
forms  of  tyranny:  monarchy  and  democracy.  Democracy  is 

majority  control  of  the  political  power;  it  is  majority  rule... 
today  anyone  who  reads  a newspaper  should  know  that  democracy 
created  Hitler  and  wrecked  Europe.  Of  all  the  lies  that  corrupt 
American  thinking,  weaken  the  Constitution  and  threaten  to 
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destroy  this  government  of  Law  protecting  human  rights, 
the  most  insidiously  corrupting  and  destructive  is  the 
approving  use  of  the  word  ’democracy’ it  is  a 
Communist  tactic.”  (February,  1947) 

5)  A new  wrinkle  has  appeared  in  the  Letter,  which  for  many  years 
has  been  a consistent  opponent  of  the  Democratic  Party.  Though  it  had  urged 
defeat  of  the  allegedly  Communist  New  Deal  in  the  November,  1946  elections, 
the  Economic  Council  Letter  soon  revealed  serious  doubt  as  to  the  integrity 
and  patriotism  of  some  Republicans.  On  June  1st,  it  declared* 

"...it  is  a weird,  conglomerate  makeshift,  devised  by  impractical 
enthusiasts,  shrewd  politicians  with  eyes  glued' on  vooiferous 
domestic  minorities,  and  a vindictive,  resourceful  coterie 
whose  heart  is  in  Moscow.  It  is  to  this  un-American  course 
that  Senator  Vandenberg  and  other  Republican  hopefuls  have 
been  saying  ’me,  too* i” •

Destiny 

This  monthly,  published  by  the  Anglo-Saxon  Federation,  and  allegedly 
concerned  only  with  religious  matters,  strangely  enough,  emphasizes  economic 
and  international  affairs.  Its  anti-Semitism  lies  in  the  fact  that  frequent- 
ly it  attributes  marry  of  the  world’s  ills  to  the  Jews.  Destiny  insists  that 
it  represents  the  ’’true”  Jews,  the  real  descendants  of  Isaac  (”l-Saao-Sons”) 
"who  was  not  a Jew".  It  vigorously  resents  any  criticism  or  condemnation 
of  its  viewpoint,  despite  its  admission  that  organized  Christianity  does  not 
support  its  contentions.  Referring  to  a list  compiled  by  Religious  Analysis 
Service,  Inc.,  an  inter-denominational  agency  designed  to  combat  many  of  the 
false  "isms"  that  claim  to  be  founded  on  the  Bible,  Destiny  reaots  violently 
to  its  number  one  position  on  this  lists 
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"We  have  listened  to  our  opponents  present  their  arguments... 
we  have  been  challenged  to  prove  that  organized  Christianity 
upholds  our  stand  and,  because  it  does  not,  this  has  been 
used  as  evidence  against  our  position."  (February,  1947) 

Destiny's  anti-Zionist  sentiments  serve  merely  as  a pretext  to 

launch  its  general  attacks  upon  the  Jews,  It  fails  to  distinguish  between 

the  general  Jewish  population  and  the  underground  activities  of  special 

Jewish  groups.  In  connection  with  the  Palestinian  problem,  President 

Truman  is  also  assailed  as  a "politician,  not  a statesman",  who  was  seeking 

the  vote  of  the  so-called  "Jewish  bloc"s 

"Mr.  Truman. . .like  many  others,  is  accepting  the  Zionist 
program  either  through  ignorance  or  because  of  political 
expediency  that  he  may  win  a few  Jewish  votes.  It  will 
not  avail  nor  help  the  Jews  to  try  to  give  them  what  God 
has  already  decreed  is  not  theirs  to  possess. . .this  entire 
question  may  plunge  the  world  into  a third  and  completely 
disastrous  armed  conflict.  (December,  1946). 

Contrary  to  fact,  Kenneth  de  Courcy,  in  his  column,  "Review  of 

World  Affairs"  originating  in  London,  maintains  that  "Russia  is. . .encouraging 

and  partly  transporting  European  Jews  upon  their  illegal  journeys  toward 

Palestine. . . " 

Expressing  deep  concern  for  the  future  of  the  United  States,  Destiny 
warns  the  members  of  Congress  about  "pressure  groups",  and  charged  in  its 
June  issue: 

"There  has  come  into  being  in  America  an  organization  known  as 
the  Anti-Defamation  League,  whose  definite  purpose  is  to  destroy 
the  one  means  by  which  America  has  been  able  to  retain  her 
freedom. ..This  is  the  right  of  every  American  to  express  his 
views .. .without  being  labeled  or  intimidated  by  pressure  groups. 

That  day  is  now  past,  for  under  the  guise  of  pretending  to 
fight  intolerance  certain  organizations  are  endeavoring  through 
obnoxious  labels  to  suppress  facts  and  confuse  the  public  while 
at  the  same  time  they  are  hastening  the  communization  of  the 
United  States  of  America." 


Robert  H.  Williams1  pamphlet,  "The  Anti-Defamation  League  and  Its 
Use  in  the  World  Communist  Offensive”  is  cited  as  proof  of  the  charge  that 
the  ADL  is  communist: 

"Sinister  forces  in  our  midst  have  done  their  work  well... It 
would  be  impossible  to  print  all  the  facts  here,  nor  will 
space  permit,  but  with  painstaking  care  Major  Williams.*, 
has  prepared  a report  which. .# is  purely  an  investigation 
into  a specific  organization  and  its  relationship  to  human 
rights  and  American  procedures#., 

(Order  from  Destiny  Publishers,  Haverhill,  Mass#)”

National  Progress 

The  declared  purpose  of  this  semi-monthly  mimeographed  sheet, 
issued  by  W#  Henry  MacFarland,  Jr.,  is  to  wage  "unremitting  war  with  any 
and  all  foreign  doctrines  or  teachings"  and  which  "stands  in  solid  support 
behind  the  Nationalist  Movement  in  this  country". 

Editor  MacParland  devotes  considerable  space  to  the  activities  of 
Gerald  L.K#  Smith  and  F.  Kister’s  Christian  Veterans  of  America  and  to 
advertisements  and  endorsements  of  such  people  as  William  Kullgren^,  editor 
of  America  Speaks  and  Beacon  Light  Herald;  Austin  J.  App*  author  of  "Ravishing 
the  Conquered  Women  of  Germany";  Gerald  Winrod,  editor  of  the  Defender; 

Marilyn  R.  Allen,  author  of  "Judaic -Communism  Vs#  Christian-Americanism"; 
and  Charles  Shelton  and  Conde  McGinley,  editors  of  Think  Weekly,  and  others# 
The  attitude  of  the  "Nationalist"  tnovement  toward  Negroes  and  Jews 
is  made  clear  in  the  following  excerpts  from  the  December  15,  1946,  issue: 

"The  two  minority  groups  which  first  acted  to  identify  their 
own  special  requirements  were  the  Jewish,  through  the  medium 
of  their  Anti-Defamation  League  and  t.he  Negro,  using  the  now 
powerful  National  Association  for  the  Advancement  of  Colored 
People  as  their  spokesman#" 
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In  its  issue  of  February  15,  1947,  National  Progress  maintains 
that  "The  Jewish  Problem  in  the  United  States  is  worsening  daily"  as  a re- 
sult of  the  "troublesome  demands"  of  the  Jews  and  their  "insufferable 
arroganoe".  "Suoh  a situation  cannot  long  endure"  because  "of  our  desire  i 

'i'f 

to  keep  inviolate  the  White-Western-Ohristian  identity  of  our  Amerioan 
republic". 

In  order  to  obtain  this  goal.  National  Progress  advocates  the 
"promulgation  of  a Constitutional  Amendment  which  would  ban  from  further 
immigration  all  persons  of  Oriental,  Negroid  or  Eurasian  raoial  desbent, 
and  all  others  who  are  not  of  the  Christian  faith". 

Concluding  its  vilification  of  the  Jews,  National  Progress  lambastes 
the  B'nai  B* rith  which 

"...has  clearly  d emonstrated  that  it  does  not  dare  meet  any 
Amerioan  in  public  discussion  of  the  root  causes  of  anti- 
Jewish  feeling  in  this  country.  Of  course,  had  we  a record 
as  infamous  as  that  * enjoyed*  by  the  B*nai  B'rith  we  too 
would  shrink  from  entering  in  public  debate  whieh  would 
bring  the  record  to  light l"  (May  15,  1947) 

MacFarland  abandoned  the  publication  of  his  Philadelphia  Nationalist 
after  the  May  1 issue,  but  enlarged  the  scope  of  his  activities  by  under- 
taking the  mimeographing  and  mailing  of  IMP’S  Bulletin  (see  The  Facts, 
September,  1946)  beginning  with  the  March-April  number.  This  magazine  has 
undergone  a change  in  editors.  Victor  H,  Lindstrom,  Sr.’s  place  has  been 
taken  by  Clinton  F.  Mallin,  former  assistant  editor,  and  by  Ralph  and 
Edward  Norris.  Although  the  new  editors  announced  that  the  publication  will 
change  from  a quarterly  to  a semi-monthly,  it  has  appeared  only  irregularly.. 
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IMP'S  has  not  changed  its  anti-Semitic  policy#  The  most  recent 
issue  contains  Lindstrom'  s response  to  the  Anti-Defamation  League  press 
release,  ”Hate  Set  to  Music”: 


"I  defy  anyone  to  select  a single  composition  from  the  catalogue 
as  having  any  anti-Semitic  or  'hate1  propaganda  therein. 

"The  Jew  is  an  entirely  different  character  from  the  Israelite. 
Judaism  is  the  very  antithesis  to  Gentilism;  clearly  stated 
in  the  Jewish  Talmud  as  follows:  fTHE  BEST  OF  THE  GENTILES— 

KILL*#  Since  ASCAP— BMI — SPA  are  predominantly  Jews,  it 
follows  as  the  reason  why  thousands  of  American  writers  have 
been  swindled  out  of  both  copyrights  and  money  ever  since 
these  groups  were  organized#

American  life.  Noteworthy  is  the  rising  tempo  of  their  attacks  upon  Jews 
and  their  persistent  efforts  to  identify  Jews  with  Communism#

In  the  past  six  weeks,  the  Anti-Defamation  League  has 
received  from  many  different  quarters  numerous  inquiries 
concerning  Walter  S.  Stedle,  his  background  and  record  of 
activities.  This  interest  arises  undoubtedly  because  of 
news  stories  concerning  Steele's  recent  appearance  before 
a Congressional  Committee.  We  have  delayed  presenting 
this  report  until  it  could  no  longer  be  construed  as  an 
answer  to  that  Congressional  appearance.  It  should  be 
borne  in  mind  while  reading  this  memorandum,  that  the  ADL 
is  not  concerned  with  Steele's  anti -Communism  per  se. 
Rather  is  it  interested  in  the  total  effect  of  his  activi- 
ties upon  the  American  public  mind.

PREFACE 

Walter  Steele  has  been  on  the  fringe  of  American  politics  for  more 
than  twenty-five  years.  Some  paint  him  in  the  image  of  the  National  Republic 
Organization  which,  in  1942,  was  characterized  by  the  United  States  Army 
Intelligence  Service  as  ffa  Fascist  organisation  which  should  not  be  allowed 
in  the  public  schools  of  Puerto  Rico.,r 

As  his  organizations  nace  investigator  of  communist  activities  for 
a quarter  of  a century”  Steele  has  established  a clear  record  of  his  political 
attitudes,  A careful  review  and  analysis  of  the  accumulated  facts  concerning 
him  reveals  that  he  is  an  anti -Communist  extremist;  that  his  extremism  has  led 
him  to: 

A.  Support  of  Nazi  propaganda  from  Germany  prior  to  the 
collapse  of  the  Third  Reich  by  his  endorsement  of  a 
Nazi  propaganda  book. 

B.  Approval  and  support  of  many  of  the  defendants  in  the 
so-called  Washington,  D C.  mass  sedition  case. 


C.  Attacks  upon  Americans  prominent  for  their  anti-Nazi 
activities . 

D*  Indulgence  in  covert  anti-Semitism. 

E.  Stigmatization  as  virtual  Communists  of  many  prominent 
persons  who  are  loyal  Americans;  placing  his  emphasis 
on  New  Dealers  and  Jews, 

F.  Attacks  upon  the  American  trade  union  movement 

G.  Demands  for  almost  complete  economic  and  political 
ostracism  for  those  with  whom  he  disagrees. 

H.  Die-hard  isolationism. 

I.  Wholesale  alien-baiting;  accusing  every  prospective 
immigrant  of  being  a Communist, 

The  ensuing  survey  deals  in  detail  with  the  foregoing,  and  presents 
the  material  on  which  it  is  based.

Introduction 

On  July  21,  1947,  speaking  in  behalf  of  the  National  Security  Com- 

(i) 

mittee  of  the  American  Coalition  of  Patriotio,  Civic,  and  Fraternal  Societies, 
Walter  S.  Steele  testified  before  the  House  Committee  on  Un-American  Activities 
concerning  Communism  in  the  United  States.  Never  during  his  presentation  of 
300  pages  of  truth,  half-truth  and  nonsense,  was  it  pointed  out  to  the  Committee 
that  Steele  was  there  speaking  for  an  organization  (the  American  Coalition) 
which  had  been  named  in  the  1942  mass  sedition  indictment  as  a tool  of  the 
defendants.  The  Committee  did  not  even  find  it  necessary  to  interrogate 
Mr.  Steele  about  his  own  record  in  the  past.  Here  are  the  facts: 
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Steele* s Political  Background 

Steele,  a former  alderman  of  the  city  of  Muncie,  Indiana,  began  his 
career  as  a newspaperman  in  that  city.  He  came  to  Washington,  D.  C.,  in  1924, 
to  join  the  staff  of  The  National  Republic  Organization,  which,  he  has 
deolared,  is  devoted  to  research  into  and  exposure  of  the  evils  and  dangers  of 
Communism. 

Ever  since  then,  Steele  has  been  concerned  with  the  Communist  move- 
ment. He  appeared  as  a star  witness  in  1934  before  a House  Committee  on 
Un-American  Activities,  headed  at  the  time  by  Congressman  John  McCormack  (Dem. , 
Mass.),  and,  in  1938,  before  another  suoh  committee,  headed  by  Congressman 
Martin  Dies  (Dem.,  Tex.).  His  testimony  and  the  exhibits  submitted  at  the 
latter  hearing  totaled  402  pages,  nine  of  which  were  devoted  to  Nazis  and 
Fascism,  the  rest  dealing  with  what  Steele  called  "Communism".  Of  these  393 
pages,  twenty  were  devoted  to  "proving"  that  the  American  Civil  Liberties  Union 
was  a "Moscow  Front".  A major  part  of  his  testimony  was  designed  to  demonstrate 
that  Communists  had  already  undermined  our  cultural  activities,  our  schools, 
and  institutions  of  higher  learning,  Steele,  at  great  length,  presented  the 
entire  trade  union  movement  in  the  United  States  as  "Communist  controlled"  and 
un-American.  Analyzing  the  "control"  of  the  press,  Steele  asserted  that  the 
Communists  possessed  the  largest  "monopolistic  press"  in  the  United  States.  He 
offered  as  proof  a list  of  approximately  1,000  publications,  which  he  described 
as  anti -democratic  and  subversive,  including  such  organs  as  the  Farmer*  s 
National  News,  the  publication  of  the  National  Dairymen's  Association;  limping 
mild  socialist  journals  with  completely  insignificant,  crackpot  periodicals  of 
religious  nature.  Regarding  fascism  in  the  American  Press,  Steele  named  about 
ten  publications  he  alleged  were  controlled  by  Nazis.  A very  large  number  in 
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his  Subversive”  list  were  legitimate  labor  publications  and  periodicals  known 
for  their  progressive  and  anti-Nazi  policy. 

Steele’s  minimization  of  the  Nazi  menace  was  repeatedly  pointed  out 
by  some  of  his  political  adversaries.  Steele  responded  to* this  charge  in  an 
article,  entitled  "The  Dies  Report — What  It  Means",  which  appeared  in  the 
February,  1940,  issue  of  the  National  Republic  magazine  (edited  by  Steele^  and 
discussed  later).  In  it,  Mr.  Steele  gives  the  following  explanation; 

"To  show  that  the  committee  made  no  distinction  between 
subversive  groups  it  also  mentioned  the  Nazi  bodies  in 
its  report.  True,  such  did  not  occupy  the  large  space 
many  anti-Nazis  considered  necessary,  but  that  was 
because  it  was  not  so  strong  as  Communism  nor  had  like 
ramifications;  then  its  activities  were  in  such  clumsy 
form  as  to  defeat  its  evil  purposes  and  certainly 
hastened  the  decline  instead  of  building  up  such  anti- 
American  bodies." 

(While  this  report  is  not  concerned  with  the  Communist  issue,  it  is, 
nevertheless,  worth-while  to  refer  to  Steele’s  recent  testimony  on  Communism 
before  the  House  Committee  to  Investigate  Un-American  Activities.  In  it  is 
revealed  his  lack  of  credibility,  his  tendency  to  exaggerate,  and  to  smear 
people  to  whom  he  is  opposed.  Certainly  some  of  the  facts  sworn  to  by  Steele 
are  true,  but  his  testimony  as  a whole  was  marked  by  ignorance  and  irresponsi- 


bility. For  example: 

(He  spent  a good  deal  of  time  "revealing"  that  a man  named  Lewis 
Corey  is  listed  in  the  Antioch  College  catalogue  as  an  instructor  at  that  in- 
stitution. Corey,  said  Steele,  is  really  Lewis  Fraini,  a charter  member  of  the 
Communist  Party.  What  Steele  did  not  know  or  tell  is  that  Lewis  Corey,  whose 
name  was  fomerly  Fraina,  broke  with  the  Communists  more  than  twenty  years  ago, 
and  has  been  bitterly  fighting  them  ever  since.) 

(in  connection  with  the  penetration  of  Communists  into  the  colleges 


and  universities,  Mr.  Steele  charged  that  subverters  at  some  of  these  institu- 
tions have  already  embarked  on  research  studies  in  nuclear  physics.  For 
instance,  he  said  that  Dr.  Frank  Oppenheimer,  who  now  teaches  atomic  energy  at 
the  University  of  Minnesota,  is  a Communist  who  taught  physics  until  April, 

1947,  at  the  California  Labor  College.  This  is  particularly  noteworthy, 

Mr.  Steele  pointed  out,  because  this  San  Francisco  college  is  accredited  for 
G.  I.  training  and  the  propaganda  of  Dr.  Oppenheimer  caused  a row  in  college 
circles  there.  Mr.  Steele  ignored  the  fact  that  Dr.  Oppenheimer,  whose  brother, 
Robert,  is  one  of  the  nation’s  chief  wartime  atomic  scientists,  categorically 
denied,  in  a statement  of  June  12,  1947,  that  he  ever  had  been  a member  of  the 
Communist  Party.) 

(Mr.  Steele  then  continued  that,  for  one  reason  or  another,  several 

radio  commentators,  whom  he  describes  as  ”Red-Fronters” , have  left  the  air,  and 

included  in  this  list  Dr.  Frank  Kingdon.  The  fact  is  that  Dr.  Kingdon  is  still 

broadcasting  each  night  at  10:30  over  Radio  Station  WINS,  and  each  Sunday 

morning  at  10:15  over  Station  WOR.) 

In  1933,  a Nazi  propaganda  book  entitled  ^Communism  in  Germany”, 

which  was  originally  published  by  the  Eckart  Verlag  (Eckart  Publishers)  in 

(2) 

Berlin,  was  widely  distributed  in  the  United  States.  The  volume  had  a frontis- 
piece with  quotations  from  Hitler.  The  introductory  note,  headed  f,Why  Americans 

(3) 

Should  Read  This  Book”,  was  signed  by  Steele,  Hamilton  FISH,  Harry  A.  JUNG, 

(4) 

John  B.  TREVOR,  and  others.  In  recommending  the  book,  the  signers  of  the 
Foreword  state: 


”Here  is  a challenging  book*  It  should  be  read  by  every 
citizen  because  it  presents  the  history  of  the  life  and 
death  struggle  Germany  has  been  waging  against  Communism 
...The  value  of  this  German  expose  as  an  object  lesson 
to  other  countries  has  led  our  committee  to  place  it  in 
the  hands  of  leaders  of  public  opinion  throughout  the 
United  States.” 
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"This  book  is  not  a defense  of  anti-semitism  nor  is  it 
a defense  of  the  principles  or  measures  of  the  Eitler 
Government.  The  bitter  opposition  of  many  to  some 
phases  of  the  Nazi  domestic  program  should  not  blind 
us  to  the  reality  of  the  Communistic  threat." 

In  this  paragraph,  Mr.  Steele  and  his  associates  were  cautious  enough 
to  disassociate  themselves  from  anti-Semitism.  However,  the  volume  itself, 
which  they  thought  should  serve  "as  an  object  lesson"  to  our  leading  citizens. 


contains  the  following  anti- Jewish  attacks: 


"The  total  contrast  to  Jewish-Marxist-Bolshevism  is 
exclusively  represented  by  German  National  Socialism."  (p.  178) 


"Nobody  could  dare  seriously  to  attack  Bolshevism  who 
did  not  know  the  way  out  of  the  social  misery,  disinte- 
gration and  slavery.  That  is  why  all  other  aims  and 
movements  were  bound  to  fail,  and  that  is  why  National 
Socialism  was  bound  to  conquer."

No  other  nation  can  be  disinterested  in  whether  the 
heart  of  Europe  sinks  into  Bolshevism  or  sets  about  an 
internal  and  external  healing  process  in  an  honest  and 
inspired  manner.  Germany  has  taken  the  lead  in  the 
fight  against  the  universal  enemy  and  has  thus  under- 
taken a mission  which  it  will  not  abandon  until  it  has 
been  accomplished.  Many  other  nations  and  states  have 
sufficient  insight  and  good  will  to  recognize  this  and 
follow  the  German  example."  (p.  179) 


Steele  was  one  of  the  participants  in  the  1936  "Ashville  Conference" 


ostensibly  called  to  consolidate  the  opposition  to  Communism  in  the  United 

States.  In  attendance  were  many  of  America’s  leading  professional  anti-Semites. 

It  has  been  charged  that  this  conference  was  actually  called  to  consolidate 

nationally  the  anti-Semitic  movement.  Participating,  for  example,  in  this

notorious  conference  were  James  TRUE,  Harry  Jung,  Gerald  B.  WINROD,

Col.  Eugene  N.  SANCTUARY,  Robert  E.  EDMONDSON,  Royal.  Scott  GULDEN  and  others, 

who  are  widely  known  for  their  activities  in  the  dissemination  and  exploitation 
of  anti-Semitic  propaganda,  and  in  the  publication  and  circulation  of  slander- 
ous fabrications,  legends  and  rumors  regarding  the  activities,  religion  and 
history  of  the  Jews. 
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Steele's  Associations 

The  February,  1936,  issue  of  The  National  Republic  magazine  proudly 
displayed  on  its  inside  front  cover  a letter  of  approval  from  Col.  Eugene 
Nelson  Sanctuary,  a defendant  in  the  Washington  sedition  trial.  Sanctuary 
wrote : 


"It  is  with  regret  that  I have  not  found  time  to  tell 
you  how  much  I appreciate  the  splendid  work  you  are 
doing." 

(10) 

When  Mrs,  Elizabeth  DILLING,  another  defendant,  staged  her  "Mothers 
March  on  Washington",  and  created  such  a disturbance  in  the  Capitol  building 
that  she  was  arrested,  Steele  mildly  protested  her  manners,  but  approved  her 
objectives*  Thus,  The  National  Republic  of  March,  1941,  had  a photograph  of 
Mrs*  Dilling  with  the  following  caption: 


"Mrs*  Albert  Dilling,  better  known  as  author  of  ’Red 
Network1  and  Roosevelt  Red  Record*,  led  a group  of 
mothers  to  the  capitol.  They  wanted  to  see  Senator 
Pepper  of  Florida  and  Senator  Glass  of  Virginia*  Both 
refused  to  see  the  group.  They  protested.  Mrs.  Dilling 
and  another  mother  were  arrested.  The  Senators,  as 
public  servants,  should  have  received  the  mothers. 

Mothers  are  right  in  protesting  against  giving  their 
sons  to  wars  that  are  foreign  to  our  interests,  but  the 
women  should  have  made  their  protest  more  in  keeping 
with  their  station  in  life..."  (p.  24) 

The  attitude  of  Steele  toward  the  sedition  case  was  extremely  signif- 


icant. He  demonstrated  his  disapproval  of  the  Governments  position,  even 


before  the  evidence  was  fully  presented,  as  illustrated  in  the  pages  of  the 


February,  March,  April  and  May,  1944  issues  of  his  The  National  Republic; 


"Under  a new  Government  Prosecuting  Attorney  in  the 
person  of  John  Rogge,  the  ’sedition  case  against  the 
33’  was  revamped,  indicating  insufficient  evidence 
to  sustain  the  Government’s  original  case."  (Feb.,  pf  9) 


It  is  the  business  of  the  Government  to  run  down  and 
prosecute  all  subversive  activities,  but  there  should 
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be  discernment  shown  in  accepting  the  charges  of  pro- 
Communists  and  Communists  against  a group  of  alleged 
pro-Fascists  and  vice  versa  to  the  end  that  all  dan- 
gerous, as  well  as  crackpot  subversives  receive  like 
treatment  before  the  bar  of  justice.  The  National 
Republic  stands  for  prosecution  under  law  of  all 
offenders,  be  they  subversives  of  any  stripe,  with 
partisan  favoritism  to  none  who  would  overturn  our 
Government,  or  the  republican  form  under  which  it 
operates."  (p.  24)

Lawrence  DENNIS  was  described  in  this  feature  article  as  an  "erudite 
former  diplomat  and  author  who  was  routed  out  of  bed  at  4 a.m.  of  Joseph 

E.  MCWILLIAMS  it  was  reported  that  !the  will  subpoena  as  his  first  witness  none 
other  than  Judge  Samuel  Rosenman,  one  of  President  Roosevelt* s closest 
advisers.” 


Of  all  the  defendants,  Mrs.  Dilling,  characterized  by  Steele  as  "The 
firey  (sic)  little  author  of  "The  Red  Network",  which  aroused  the  enmity  of  the 
New  Dealers...",  was  regarded  apparently  with  special  sympathy  by  him;  consid- 


erable attention  and  space  was  devoted  to  her*  She  was  quoted  at  length 
without  editorial  comment  from  Steele: 

"This  is  my  third  annual  indictment,  and  if  the  New 
Deal  does  not  resort  to  perjured  testimony  there  is 
nothing  for  me  to  fear.  The  important  thing  about 
these  indictments  and  the  trial  to  come  is  that  all 
are  proof  of  the  one-man  government  that  now  confronts 
the  citizens  of  the  United  States.  It  is  here,  one- 
man  or  dictator  government,  the  thing  we  are  fighting 
on  foreign  soil.  You  will  recall  President  Roosevelts 
Christmas  eve  speech.  He  said  he  had  returned  to  find 
an  outbreak  of  bipartisan  sentiment  or  words  to  that 
effect,  and  that  he  hoped  it  would  subside.  If  one- 
man  government  which  the  Communists  want  is  to  be  the 
end  of  all  this — why  we  have  it  now."  (2/44,  p.  24) 


In  the  succeeding  issues  similar  bias  for  the  defendants  is  evident 
and  was  manifest  in  the  November,  1945  issue.  Under  the  heading,  "Reds  Drive 
For  Rebirth  of  ’Sedition*  Trials",  the  editorial  in  The  National  Republic 


states: 


"Washington* s mass  ’sedition  trial1  seems  to  still  be 
news  * . *Re cent ly  the  ’Communist  Party  line*  newspaper 
PM,  published  by  Marshall  Field,  claimed  it  had  in 
its  possession  information  that  the  Department  of 
Justice  was  under  pressure  to  drop  the  trials  of  29 
alleged  1 seditionists ’ . . . 

"In  a recent  edition* » .PM* . .proposed  that  Attorney 
General  Clark  bring  Julius  Streicher,  Karl  Haushofer, 

Manfred  Zapp,  Fritz  Wiedemann  end  K*  0,  Bertling, 

Nazi  bigwigs,  to  the  United  States  to  testify  at  the 
reopening  of  the  sedition  trial,  yet  the  sedition 
defendants  were  derided  some  time  ago  when  they  pro- 
posed that  Rudolph  Hess  be  brought  here  for  the  same 
purpose* * *The  C.I.O.  and  Communists  are  also  driving 
hard  to  keep  the  case  alive  for  propaganda  purposes, 
so  as  to  take  heat  off  of  the  Communists  and  C.I.O," 

Steele’s  support  of  the  indictees  did  not  remain  without  response: 
Gerald  B.  Winrod  wrote  of  Steele  in  his  Defender  of  December,  1937,  as  "the 
great  patriot";  Mrs.  Dilling,  in  her  book,  "The  Red  Network",  accords  very 
friendly  treatment  to  Steele,  describing  him  as 

"...manager  of  the  ’100  per  centers’  National  Republic 
magazine* . .and  author  of  its  articles  on  subversive 
activity  which  are  unsurpassed,  and  who  has  sent  ex- 
cellent special  information.  All  ’patrioteers'  need 
’The  National  Republic’..." 

The  dedication  of  Mrs.  Dilling’ s book,  published  in  1934,  lists  these

”100  per  centers”,  with  Mr.  Steele  occupying  sixth  place.

scurrilous  document,  and  Kahn,  Spivak,  Goesner,  Hoke,  Carlson,  or  any  of  the 
other  professional  baiters  cannot  prove  the  contrary.")

National  Republic  Organization 

With  present  offices  at  511  Eleventh  Street,  N.  W.,  Washington,  D.  C., 
and  at  103  Park  Avenue,  New  York  City,  this  organization  was  established  in 
1918  in  order  to  fight  the  "corruption  of  a generation  of  American  youth". 
According  to  a report  of  the  United  Press  Special  Service  Bureau  of  September 
2,  1933,  the  founders  were:  Former  Republican  National  Chairman  John  T.  Adams; 
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Charles  D.  Hilles;  C.  H«  Huston ; former  Senator  George  B.  Lockwood;  Pennsylvania 
Senator  James  B,  Davis;  Illinois  former  Senator  William  B.  McKinley;  the  oil 
magnate  W.  G.  Skelly;  and  other  Republican  leaders  of  that  time.  Since  the 
inception  of  URO,  Walter  S.  Steele  and  Prank  P.  Litschert  have  been  managing 
editor  and  business  manager,  respectively,  for  the  organization^  publications. 

HRO  claims  a national  membership  of  at  least  200,000  persons  and 
allegedly  is  supported  by  yearly  membership  dues  at  the  rate  of  $7.50  per  year, 
as  well  as  by  voluntary  contributions.  The  organization  also  claims  to  have  35 
field  investigators  scattered  throughout  many  principal  cities,  whose  work  is 
two-fold:  a)  to  distribute  its  literature,  circulars  and  posters,  printed  in 

its  own  printing  plant;  b)  to  gather  all  possible  information  anywhere  in  the 
country,  about  individuals  or  organizations  engaged  in  subversive  and 
un-American  activities;  and  to  forward  to  headquarters  any  evidence  or  informa- 
tion, gathered  in  this  way.  As  a matter  of  fact,  the  three  rooms  of  its 
Washington  offices  are  filled  with  extensive  files  on  over  400  "Red"  organiza- 
tions and  on  over  10,000  "Engineers  of  Radicalism".  Purportedly,  when,  in  the 
opinion  of  Steele,  his  information  warrants  Federal  investigation  or  attention, 
the  information  is  made  available  to  the  proper  Government  agency. 

Among  KRO  objectives,  as  stated  in  its  "Call  to  the  Builders  of 
America",  (undated)  is  the  following: 

"...to  register  and  fingerprint  all  aliens  in  our  United 
States;  to  deport  all  aliens  on  relief  and  all  alien 
law-breakers,  and  the  slashing  of  existing  immigration 
quotas  by  ninety  per  cent.  Under  present  laws  one 
hundred  and  fifty -two  thousand  aliens  are  pouring  into 
into  this  country  every  year.  We  have  in  our  United 
States  seven  million  aliens.  Many  of  these  are  poten- 
tial spies  and  enemies  in  time  of  war.  Many  are  a 
real  eneiy  even  in  the  time  of  peace t We  as  American 
citizens  should  know  immediately  inhere  to  point  our 
finger  at  every  alien  within  our  land  in  the  event 
trouble  arises. 


i 
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MThere  should  be  a ban  on  employment  of  aliens  by  the 
federal  government*  Hundreds  of  thousands  of  aliens 
are  holding  jobs  in  our  United  States,  drawing  hundreds 
of  millions  of  dollars  in  wages,  which  are  rightfully 
the  heritage  of  American  workers.  Alien  criminals  who 
are  roving  at  large  and  are  preying  on  our  citizens 
should  be  deported  and  our  enormous  crime  bill  materi- 
ally cut.” 

"At  least  one  out  of  every  eight  persons  on  relief  in 
our  land  is  an  alien*  Supported,  housed  and  fed  by 
American  taxpayers,  many  of  these  aliens  plot  the 
overthrow  and  destruction  of  our  form  of  government. 

"Senator  Reynolds  of  Worth  Carolina,  and  Representative 
Starnes  of  Alabama  have  drafted  the  above  legislative 
program.  National  Republic1 s entire  national  organi- 
zation supports  this  program  and  is  working  day  and 
night  for  its  passage  into  law." 

This  educational  program  is  executed  through: 

"...a  weekly  editorial  service  to  1300  American  news- 
papers; through  a bulletin  service  sent  regularly  to 
school  teachers  and  educators,  youth  organization 
leaders,  key  people  in  industrial  ranks,  veteran 
organizations,  judges,  ministers,  district  attorneys 
and  police  chiefs;  through  a nationally  circulated 
monthly  publication  devoted  to  fundamental  American- 
ism; through  special  releases  and  pamphlets;  through 
direct  information  to  radio  speakers,  lecturers  and 
debators,  national  and  state  legislators,  and  through 
a huge  illustrated  poster  service. 

"In  1940,  over  1,400,000  pieces  of  literature  on  this 
subject  were  distributed  through  this  organization; 
over  50,000  letters  on  the  subject  were  handled;  our 
material  was  used  in  hundreds  of  addresses  before 
huge  audiences  and  over  the  radio;  special  information 
was  prepared  for  over  12,000  individuals  and  organiza- 
tions, including  legislators,  chambers  of  commerce, 
governmental  agencies,  police  departments,  radio 
speakers,  industrialists,  farmers,  labor  leaders, 
educators,  and  publishers  of  newspapers,  magazines  and 
books.  Other  publications  carried  over  10,000,000 
lines  of  our  material  in  1940  " 

In  addition  to  this  work,  which  also  includes  essay  contests  in 
schools,  the  distribution  of  150,000  flags,  reading  courses  on  patriotic  sub- 
jects, and  various  other  types  of  activities,  the  NRQ,  through  its  National 
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Republic  Publishing  Company,  also  publishes  two  monthlies s The  Rational 
Republio  magazine  and  the  National  Republic  Lettergram. 


The  National  Republic  Publishing  Company 


The  records  of  the  Indiana  Corporation  Department  of  February  6,  1917, 

show  that  a corporation  known  as  the  National  Republican  Publishing  Co.  was 

(25) 

organized  under  the  laws  of  that  state.  This  company  published  a magazine 
known  as  the  National  Republican,  founded  by  a group  of  nationally  known  leaders 
in  Republican  affairs  and  regarded  as  a semi-official  organ  of  the  Republican 
Party,  The  magazine  featured  articles  against  socialism,  communism  and  in 
defense  of  constitutional  government.  This  publication  was  discontinued  in 
January,  1925. 

On  August  25,  1924,  the  name  of  the  corporation  was  changed  to  the 
National  Republic  Publishing  Company.  The  purposes  of  the  corporation  under 
the  reorganized  charter  were  "to  engage  in  the  business  of  printing  and  publish- 
ing newspapers,  magazines,  circulars,  bulletins,  and  to  do  all  things  necessary 
and  incidental  thereto  not  contrary  to  law,”  After  its  reorganization  on 

November  14,  1935,  the  following  persons  were  listed  as  officers  of  the  corpora-

tion:  Carl  W.  Riddick,  President;  Frank  P.  Litschert,  Vice-President;  Walter 

S.  Steele,  Secretary-Treasurer. 


The  National  Republio  Magazine 

This  monthly,  appearing  for  the  first  time  in  1925,  proclaims  the 
following  principles  on  its  masthead:  "For  - Fundamental  Americanism;  Constitu- 

tional Representative  Government;  Constructive  National  Policies";  and 
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"Against  - All  Subversive  Movements  Inimical  to  American  Ideals,  Traditions 
and  Institutions".  The  subscription  rate  for  this  magazine  is  $2.00  per  year. 

Listed  as  Counsel  for  the  publication,  is  Roscoe  J.  0.  DORSEY,  who 
was  a member  of  the  Committee  on  Military  Affairs  of  the  American  Coalition 
Society;  Dorsey  was  also  attorney  for  John  B.  Trevor,  the  Coalition's  presi- 
dent, in  the  House  hearings  on  immigration  on  May  24,  1939. 

In  the  September,  1934,  issue  of  the  National  Repub lio,  the  entire 
inside  cover  was  devoted  to  books  which,  the  editors  believed,  "Every  patriot 

should  read",  including  "The  Red  Network"  by  Elizabeth  Dilling;  "TKT",  by 

(28) 

Col.  Edwin  Marshall  HADLEY*  and  ''Sinister  Shadows11  hy  the  same  author,  who 
was  one  of  the  original  directors  of  the  anti-Semitic  Paul  Revere  Society  and 
active  participant  of  the  Ashville  Conference, 

The  defense  of  Father  Coughlin  has  occupied  the  pages  of  Steele's 
magazine.  The  arrest  of  17  "Christian”  Fronters  brought  the  publication  to  the 
side  of  Coughlin  in  an  article  headed  Christian  Front*  Inner  Circle  Seized” 
in  the  issue  of  February,  1940.  The  story  asserted  that  the  FBI  had  only  a 
circumstantial  case*  that  the  boys  were  accused  on  a mass  of  thin  evidence. 


adding  that 


”Efforts  are  being  made  by  the  enemies  of  the  Detroit 
radio  priest.  Father  Charles  E.  Coughlin,  including 
certain  rabbis,  clergymen,  leftwing  educators  and 
Communists,  to  connect  him  with  the  Christian  Front. 
The  priest,  however,  disclaims  any  direct  connection 
with  the  organization  represented  by  those  arrested. 
He  admits  having  advocated  at  intervals  the  formation 
of  ’a*  Christian  front,  but  not  •the1  Christian  Front 
in  controversy,  one  he  says  which  would  safeguard 
Christianity  and  our  institutions  from  atheistic 
Communism.” 


The  attitude  of  the  Steele  publications  toward  native  pro-Fascists  is 
demonstrated  by  the  following  description  of  George  DEATBERAGE,  from  the 
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October,  1942,  issue  of  National  Republic; 

"George  Deatherage,  the  'white-Camellia*  (shirt)  leader, 
has  been  removed  again  from  a Federal  war-time  job. 

Deaths rage. . .who  according  to  his  superiors,  was  'doing 
a good  job  in  his  government  position1 , is  suffering 
because  of  his  past  close  'Nazi  associations1  and  this 
supposedly  made  his  work  with  United  States  Army 
Ordnance  impossible." 

Much  space  is  devoted  in  the  magazine  to  anti-alien  bills  and  propa- 
ganda against  "foreigners".  Prospective  immigrants  are  all  labeled  Communists 
and  therefore  must  be  excluded  from  immigration.  In  the  January,  1940,  issue 
of  the  magazine,  Steele  urged  that  the  United  States  rid  itself  of  aliens, 
since  all  immigrants  are  from  Russia  and  ipso  facto  Communists  or  Communist 
sympathizers.  Objecting  to  further  immigration  on  the  ground  that  these 
"hordes"  come  to  the  United  States  to  take  "the  jobs  of  real  Americans",  he 


quoted  as  authority  for  such  statements,  the  former  U.  S.  Senator  from  North 
Carolina,  Robert  Rice  REYNOLDS,  a most  vigorous  alien-baiter. 

Steele1 s obvious  anti-alien  attitude,  disguised  as  patriotism  and 
anti-Communism,  was  six  months  later  stripped  of  its  camouflage  in  an  editorial 
of  June,  1940,  headed  "Fifth  Column  American  Style",  in  which  the  propagandist 
maintained  that 

"We  are  now  face  to  face  with  the  probable  necessity  of 
putting  our  best  real  American  boys  into  uniform  to 
’protect*  the  hundreds  of  thousands  of  European  and 
Asiatic  1 visitors'  and  'refugees'  left  on  our  hands  by 
New  Deal  loose  immigration  policies,  and  not  only  pro- 
tect them,  but  also  watch  them  closely  for  the  kind  of 
'fifth  column'  activity  that  resulted  in  their  being 
expelled  in  many  instances  from  the  countries  of  their 
birth." 

Here  Mr.  Steele's  true  sentiments  become  apparent.  For  in  this 


paragraph,  he  virtually  repeats  the  Nazi  lie  that  the  United  States  entered  the 
war  to  save  the  Jews;  and  here  he  even  strongly  implies  that  the  monstrous 
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deeds  of  Hitler  against  European  Jewry  were  justified. 


Mr.  Steele,  like  most  of  those  he  supported,  was  a staunch  isolation- 
ist, but  it  is  interesting  to  note  how  he  expressed  his  isolationist  views;  a 
National  Republic  editorial  (February,  1941)  declared:  "Our  government  will 

become  as  totalitarian  as  the  governments  of  Stalin,  Hitler  and  Mussolini  the 
very  minute  we  take  a hand  in  any  way  to  save  ’democracies ’ . # 

Up  to  1941,  the  magazine  had  been  careful  not  to  openly  espouse  anti- 
Semitism,  although  on  frequent  occasions,  it  did  carry  articles  strongly  tainted 


with  anti-Semitism#  Thus,  the  September,  1939  issue  of  the  magazine  reprinted 


an  article  which  it  stated  had  appeared  in  the  Catholic  monthly,  Ave  Maria  of 
Notre  Dame,  Indiana,  stating: 


u 


When  the  reds  in  Spain  were  endeavoring  to  destroy  every 
vestige  of  Christ ianity# • .When  Bussia  was  starving  to 
death  five  million  peasants,  closing  churches,  and 
spreading  anti-God  propaganda. . .When  the  Mexican  rulers 
were  doing  all  in  their  power  to  blot  out  Christianity, 
the  ’Catholic  Committee 1 produced  no  weapon  to  combat 
anti-Christians.  But  now  when  the  influential  Jews, 
nearly  all  of  whom  were  supporters  of  the  anti-Christian 
forces  in  Spain,  are  being  pointed  out  as  enemies  of 
Christianity  and  democracy  because  of  the  Communistic 
tendencies,  the  ’Catholic  Committee  * arises  to  defend 
them  from  their  persecutors.  The  Jews  in  large  measures 
control  all  avenues  of  communication  - newspapers,  radio 
theatres ... 


* 


"...when  atheistic  Jews  are  pointed  out  to  be  working  with 
the  Communists  for  the  overthrow  of  the  government,  the 
Jews  instead  of  denouncing  them  and  feeling  humiliated  by 
their  conduct,  set  up  a cry  of  anti-Semitism." 

(The  Catholic  Committee  thus  attacked  was  the  Catholic  Committee  to 

Fight  Anti-Semitism,  a thoroughly  democratic  group  of  progressive  and  liberal 

(29) 

Catholics,  now  defunct.) 


A Zionist  splinter  group 
"Betar”)  was  used  as  a pretext  for 
1940  issue: 


(the  Revisionist  military  defense  unit 
an  anti-Semitic  attack  in  the  September, 
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"It  now  develops,  according  to  credited  sources  in  this 
country,  that  certain  Jewish  elements  within  our  nation 
have  mobilized  an  army  and  are  drilling  them  in  Few 
York  City. . .What  would  be  more  patriotic  than  for  these 
Jewish  fighters  to  enlist  not  at  the  nation's  call,  not 
in  a Jewish  army;  not  for  Jewish  welfare  but  for  America's 
welfare." 

The  article  concludes  with  the  ominous  warning  that  if  Congress  allows 
such  a Jewish  army  "it  certainly  cannot  prevent  an  anti-Jewish  army  or  training 
school  to  exist." 


Because  of  its  subtle  use  of  anti-Semitism,  of  special  interest  is  an 
article  which  appeared  in  the  September,  1941  issue,  entitled  "The  Nazis  are 
Waiting"  by  Karl  von  Kant  which  attempted  to  prove  that  the  Nazis  are  especially 
active  in  South  America,  and  that  they  are  ready  to  take  over.  The  article, 
purporting  to  be  an  interview  between  von  Kant  and  a Gorman  identified  as 
Konrad,  includes: 

"I  pursued  the  point  to  ask  him  if  the  Jewish  refugees 
vie  re  also  'pro-Nazi'.  He  laughed  loudly  and  almost 
shouted.  'Do  you  think  Hitler  would  be  foolish  enough 
to  let  the  Jews  get  out  of  Germany  and  spread  their 
lies  today  when  Germany  needs  laborers  most?  I learned 
that  quite  a few  of  the  so-called  'Jewish  refugees'  who 
are  leaving  Europe  today  are  Nazi  agents  sent  out  by 
Hitler." 


During  1946,  the  National  Republic  printed  several  articles  contain- 
ing anti-Semitic  statements  or  implications.  In  the  January  issue,  on  page  14, 
is  found,  "The  Jews  are,  in  every  land,  a small  minority .. .Suppose  the  majority 
of  the  people  elect  an  anti-Semitic  regime  which  persecutes  the  Jews?  Could 
that  terrible  outrage  be  considered  'sacrilegious'..." 

(30) 

A fairly  regular  feature  writer  for  the  magazine  is  Dan  W.  GILBERT, 
who  deals  with  such  diversified  subjects  as  birth  control,  labor  problems,  and 
the  T?Redn  menace  in  Hollywood# 

The  magazine,  allegedly  self-supporting,  claims  a circulation  of 
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about  32,000.  Funds  for  it  are  solicited  all  over  the  country  and  its  agents 
allegedly  use  careless  statements  to  win  subscribers.  One  of  his  solicitors, 
for  example,  exploited  Steele’s  testimony  before  the  Dies  Committee,  according 
to  the  Kansas  City,  Missouri,  Better  Business  Bureau  Bulletin  of  October  26, 
1942,  Therein  it  was  charged  that  Steele’s  representative,  V.  W.  Carrington, 
in  selling  subscriptions  to  National  Republic  and  other  Steele  literature  to 
businessmen,  falsely  stated  that  the  literature  had  the  approval  of  Dr,  Harold 
C.  Hunt,  superintendent  of  schools. 

According  to  the  BBB  report,  Carrington  solicited  funds  in  units  of 
$7.50,  each  unit  to  pay  for  the  mailing  of  Steele’s  literature  to  a public 
school  teacher  in  the  Kansas  City  system.  Dr.  Hunt  strongly  denied  authorizing 
Carrington  to  use  his  name,  stating  that  he  had  granted  only  an  interview  to 
the  solicitor.  Following  complaints  about  Carrington’s  methods,  the  Kansas 
City  Police  Department  investigated.  The  Bureau  report  added: 

"In  a special  meeting  of  the. .. .welfare  board,  October  21, 
a resolution  was  passed  commending  the  police  department 
for  stopping  the  unlicensed  and  unauthorized  solicitation," 

Robert  E.  Stripling,  chief  investigator  of  the  Dies  Committee,  wired 
the  Better  Business  Bureau  on  October  14; 

"There  is  no  connection  between  this  committee  and  the 
National  Republic  of  Washington,  D.  C.  No  individual 
or  agency  is  authorized  to  solicit  funds  under  the 
pretext  that  they  are  aiding  the  Dies  Committee," 

On  May  5,  1943,  PM  reported  that  New  York  women  of  influence  and 
social  position  were  being  urged  to  support  a nation-wide  campaign  "to  educate 
and  infora"  American  teachers.  One  solicitor  in  the  New  York  area  in  his  en- 


thusiasm to  "reach  the  right  people"  told  one  prospect,  a widely-known  New  York 
woman,  that  he  "was  sent  by  Mr.  Walter  Stevens  of  the  Dies  Committee".  Inquiry 
disclosed  that  no  person  of  that  name  was  employed  by  th©  Dies  Committee.  It 
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was  learned  that  the  solicitor  was  working,  not  for  the  Dies  Committee,  but  for 
Steele* 

* 

National  Republic  Lettergram 

This  bi-monthly  publication,  usually  consisting  of  two  to  four  pages, 
undated  but  consecutively  numbered,  has  an  estimated  circulation  of  about 
25,000.  The  periodical  is  devoted  to  exposure  of  the  theories,  practices  and 
other  aspects  of  "subversive11  movements.  Subscribers  to  the  Lettergram  are  a 
also  entitled  to  call  upon  the  National  Republic  Information  Bureau  for  special 
information. 

The  foregoing  constituted  the  complete  service  offered  to  subscribers 
at  the  initial  period  of  the  existence  of  the  Lettergram,  which  was  first  pub- 
lished in  January,  1935,  But  during  the  last  few  years,  the  Lettergram  has 
expanded  its  activity  so  that  each  subscriber  now  also  receives,  during  the 
year,  a series  of  six  letters  dealing  with  current  events,  pamphlets  sent  out 
at  intervals,  and  a series  of  seven  posters  intended  for  use  in  school  rooms. 

A subscription  to  the  Lettergram  sells  for  $7.50  a year.  Business 
men  and  other  citizens  are  asked  to  pay  for  one  or  more  subscriptions,  the 
publications  to  be  sent  to  school  teachers,  ministers,  public  officials  and 
others  having  wide  contact  with  the  public,  and  particularly  the  youth  of  the 
land.  (The  sales  activities  of  the  Lettergram  are  conducted  from  the  New  York 
office.)  The  service  is  offered  under  the  theory  that  the  distribution  of  the 
material  involved  will  serve  to  combat  subversive  propaganda. 

George  A.  BLASSER,  manager  of  the  National  Republic  Lettergram,  and 
a frequent  contributor  to  the  National  Republic  magazine,  was  engaged  during 
the  early  1920s  in  stock  promotions  in  New  York  City.  He  subsequently  engaged 


in  the  real  estate  business  and  later  sold  books  for  veteran’s  organizations. 

He  has  been  identified  with  the  National  Republic  for  approximately  eleven  or 
twelve  years  and  has  been  listed  as  an  associate  editor  of  the  magazine, 

A cursory  examination  of  the  topics  in  the  Lettergram  reveals  a strong 
emphasis  on  "•Communism"  and  ’'Socialism”.  However,  this  terminology  is  frequent- 
ly applied  to  legitimately  liberal  organizations  and  individuals.  For  example, 
the  Union  for  Democratic  Action,  Friends  of  Democracy,  and  similar  groups  are 
included  in  a list  of  Communist,  "Red"  organizations  (URL  #153).  On  rare 
occasions,  the  bulletin  denounces  Nazism  and  Fascism. 

Blasser  wrote  an  article  for  the  July,  193?  issue  entitled  "The  War 
on  Religion  in  the  United  States",  with  the  sub-note,  "In  collaboration  with 
Dan  W.  Gilbert." 


While,  as  a rule,  Blasser,  like  Steele,  avoids  open  anti-Semitism,  he 
occasionally  indulges  in  revealing  innuendoes.  Thus,  Bulletin  No.  177,  dealing 
with  Sidney  Hillman,  contains  the  following  passage:  "Hillman  owes  his  rise  to 

fame  and  fortune  to  the  garment  workers  of  this  country. . .His  oratory,  probably 
enhanced  by  a course  in  public  speaking  at  the  Rabbinical  School  he  attended  in 
his  boyhood  in  Russia,  influenced  the  strikers,  ."  This  passage  is  also  typical 
of  the  National  Republic  Lettergram’s  anti-alien  attitude.  There  seldom  appears 
an  issue  without  slurs  on  the  "alien-born"  and  "Russian -born" . 


The  Lettergram  purports  to  condemn  racial  and  religious  hatred,  and 
appropriately  calls  it  a "subversive  racket".  However,  a perusal  of  the  NRL 


shows  that  the  editors,  apply  this  definition  to  organizations  which  were  formed 


to  combat  racial  and  religious  hatred.  In  this  connection,  NRL  states: 


Ostensibly  in  earnest  support  of  racial  and  religious  groups  persecuted  by 


Hitler,  a swarm  of  professional  racketeers  has  settled  on  the  game  of  pronagan- 


dizing  American  sympathizers  to  collect  huge  funds  and  manage  them  in  setting 
up  organizations..." 

At  one  time  about  50  percent  of  the  New  York  City  school  teachers,  as 
well  as  lesser  numbers  in  other  cities,  were  reported  to  have  received  copies 
of  the  Steele  publications  free  of  charge,  many  of  them  without  their  permission 
or  consent. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  KRO  makes  a persistent  effort  over  a period 
of  years  to  permeate  the  school  system,  an  official  letter  from  the  College  of 
Arts  and  Sciences  in  Rio  Piedras,  P.  R.,  is  of  particular  interest.  This 
letter,  dated  March  5,  1942,  and  written  on  official  stationery  of  the  Govern- 
ment of  Puerto  Rico,  states  in  part  as  follows* 

"Dr.  Jose  M.  Gallardo,  pres identi ally  appointed  Commissioner 
of  Education  here,  has  banned  all  National  Republic  propa- 
ganda from  the  public  schools.  None  of  their  posters  may 
be  put  up  in  the  school  buildings  nor  may  any  of  their 
material  be  used  in  the  classrooms.  Upon  becoming  suspi- 
cious of  the  organization.  Dr.  Gallardo  asked  the  Army 
Intelligence  Service  to  investigate  it  for  him.  The  Army’s 
verdict  was,  to  use  their  own  words,  ’The  National  Republic 
is  a fascist  organization  whioh  should  not  be  allowed  in 
the  public  schools  of  Puerco  Rico. * Whereupon  Dr.  Gallardo 
called  a meeting  of  all  the  superintendents  of  schools, 
explained  to  them  how  the  National  Republic  had  used  seem- 
ingly innocent  and  patriotic  propaganda  to  shield  their 
real  aim,  which  was  to  attack  and  discredit  our  ally 
Soviet  Russia,  and  finally  prohibited  the  use  of  their 
material  in  the  schools. 

"I  think  that  the  foresight  of  the  Army  Intelligence  Servioe 
in  this  case  was  particularly  heartening." 

Among  contributors  to  the  publications  have  been  Congressmen  J.  William 
Ditter,  E.  E.  Cox,  John  E.  Rankin,  Carl  E.  Mundt,  and  Dr.  Milo  McDonald,  head 
of  the  violently  reactionary  N.Y.C.  teachers  organization,  the  Amerioan  Educa- 


tion Association 


Cone lusion 
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The  political  philosophy  of  Walter  Steele  and  his  publications 
appears  to  be  more  and  more  dangerously  nationalistic.  Immigration  is  falsely 
described  as  the  chief  contributory  factor  in  "subversion"  here  at  home.  Jews 
and  liberals  are  regarded  with  a peculiar  antagonism;  oftimes  confused  with 
communists.  An  exaggerated  "foreign  influence"  in  the  Administration  is  harped 
upon;  and  he  pleads  that  "America  be  returned  to  the  Americans  and  the  American 
way  of  life." 

Yet  in  spite  of  this  distressing  philosophy,  a large  number  of  impor- 
tant individuals  in  public  affairs  and  prominent  members  of  both  major  political 
parties  have  appeared  as  contributors  to  the  organization’s  chief  publication, 
the  National  Republic  magazine. 

In  view  of  the  foregoing,  Walter  Steele,  his  organizations  and  publi- 
cations are  of  special  interest  and  serious  concern;  they  can  neither  be  ignored 
nor  lightly  dismissed.  Patently,  they  require  careful  attention  and  considera-

One  of  the 
Coalition's  founders  was  the  paid  Nazi  propagandist  in  the  United  States, 
George  Sylvester  Viereok,  who  served  a sentence  for  violation  of  the  Foreign

COVENANTS’  HIT 
BY  JEWISH  GROUPS 
IN  COURT  BRIEF 

Judicial  decision  voiding  restrictive 
covenants  which  discriminate  against 
racial,  religious  or  ethnic  groups  in  real 
estate  transactions  are  asked  of  the 
United  States  Supreme  Court  by  four 
national  Jewish  organizations. 

In  a joint  brief  filed  as  "friends  of  the 
court,"  the  American  Jewish  Commit- 
tee, the  Anti-Defamation  League  of 
B'nai  B’rith,  the  Jewish  War  Veterans 
of  the  United  States  and  the  Jewish  La- 
bor Committee  challenged  the  practice 
of  barring  members  of  minority  groups 
from  the  sale,  ownership,  lease  or  occu- 
pancy of  private  property  as  unconsti- 
tutional. They  argued  it  violates  "public 
policy"  as  well  as  the  "due  process" 
clause  of  the  Fifth  and  Fourteenth 
Amendments  to  the  Constitution. 

Four  Cases  Involved 

The  brief  relates  to  four  cases  now 
pending  before  the  Court.  These  cases 
involve  efforts  to  enforce  restrictive 
covenants  against  Negroes  in  Missouri, 
Michigan  and  the  District  of  Columbia. 
The  court  is  expected  to  hear  argument 
on  them  this  month. 

Judge  Joseph  M.  Proskauer,  president 
of  the  American  Jewish  Committee,  and 
Jacob  Grumet,  chairman  of  the  Legal 
Committee  of  the  Anti-Defamation

COMMENT: 


The  House  I Live  In— II 

by  Benjamin  R.  Epstein

Our  adventures  in  this  space  last 
month  found  us  booted  from  our  myth- 
ical home  and  branded  (even  unto  the 
unborn  .generations  of  our  family)  as 
an  "undesirable.”  Our  imaginary  neigh- 
bors, you  recall,  had  us  removed  by 
court  injunction — not  because  we  spite- 
fully kicked  over  their  garbage,  or  neg- 
lected to  meet  a mortgage  payment — but 
by  innocently  moving  into  the  neighbor- 
hood we  did  violate  a racial  and  relig- 
ious restrictive  covenant  incorporated 
in  a contractual  agreement  to  which  we 
were  not  a party. 

Generally,  the  courts  have  upheld  the 
restrictive  covenant  as  conforming  with 
a '"public  policy”  which  affirms  the  in- 
violability of  private  contracts.  It  is  on 
this  very  basis  of  "‘public  policy” — but 
giving  it  a more  vital  interpretation — 
that  the  Anti-Defamation  League,  joint- 
ly with  the  American  Jewish  Committee, 
the  Jewish  Labor  Committee  and  the 
Jewish  War  Veterans,  bases  its  opposing 
arguments.  The  agencies  have  filed  a 
brief  amicus  curiae  in  forthcoming  liti- 
gation to  be  argued  before  the  United 
States  Supreme  Court.  The  High  Court 
has  never  before  ruled  directly  on  the 
legality  of  the  racial  and  religious  re- 
strictive covenant;  its  decision,  neces- 
sarily, will  have  a far-reaching  impact 
on  the  status  of  minority  groups  in  every 
American  community. 

* * * 

Historically,  the  restrictive  covenant 
has  been  both  legal  and  useful.  With  the 
popular  acceptance  of  the  right  of  pri- 
vate ownership  there  came  a concomi- 
tant privilege  which  allows  property 
owners  to  band  together  and,  by  mutual 
agreement,  restrict  their  neighborhood 
from  uses  detrimental  to  the  health  or 
comfort  of  those  residing  in  it.  Hence, 
a residential  area  could  protect  itself 
from  the  intrusions  of,  say,  a tannery,  or 
a shootmg'gallery  or  a brothel.  But  this 
legitimate  limitation  has  been  increas- 
ingly abused  by  those  who  have  applied 
it  as  a method  of  racial,  religious  or 
ethnic  discrimination.  They  impose 
limitations  not  on  the  use  of  the  prop- 
erty but  on  whole  groups ■ of  persons 
who,  by  American  tradition  and  consti- 


tutional mandate;  are  guaranteed  equal- 
ity of  right  and  of  opportunity. 

The  marriage  of  bigotry  to  the  private 
restrictive  covenant  was  consummated 
following  a Supreme  Court  ruling  which 
voided  such  discrimination  against  ra- 
cial groups  through  public  ordinances. 
The  Court  found  these  racial  zoning 
laws  a violation  of  the  14th  Amendment. 
Yet,  if  the  state  cannot  violate  the  civil 
rights  of  its  citizens,  how  can  private 
parties  do  it  by  contract?  It  surely  fol- 
lows that  the  state  court  which  enforces 
the  restrictive  covenant  is,  in  effect,  giv- 
ing  legal  sanction  to  a restriction  which 
the  state  itself  cannot  impose ! 

This  very  factor  negates  the  argument 
that  to  void  a restrictive  covenant  is  to 
invade  the  right  of  private  contract.  You 
cannot  make  an  enforceable  contract  to 
do  something  that  is  against  “public 
policy,”  and  it  is  inconceivable  that  seg- 
regation, discrimination  and  other  un- 
wholesome results  of  the  restrictive  cov- 
enant can  be  judicially  defended  as  be- 
ing good  “public  policy.”  You  might 
just  as  well  legalize  a contract  to  commit 
murder. 

* * * 

What  about  the  treaty  obligations  of 
the  United  States?  This  nation  was  a sig- 
natory to  the  United  Nations  Charter 
at  San  Francisco,  a document  which 
pledged  all  nations  to  universal  respect 
and  observance  of  human  rights  and 
fundamental  freedom  for  all  without 
distinction  as  to  race,  sex,  language  or 
religion.  A similar  pledge  is  incor- 
porated in  the  Atlantic  Charter  and  the 
Act  of  Chapultepec.  Can  the  restrictive 
covenant  which  defiles  this  principle  be 
given  approval?  Article  VI  of  the  Con- 
stitution clearly  states  that  federal 
treaties  are  binding  as  the  supreme  law 
of  the  land. 

* * * 

To  the  legal-minded  who  exhume  an- 
cient decisions  laid  down  generations 
ago  which  uphold  the  validity  of  the  re- 
strictive covenant  as  being  in  accord- 
ance with  law  and  “public  policy,”  this 
definition  of  "public  policy,"  rendered 
by  Mr.  Justice  Cardozo,  is  pertinent:

'HATE  SHEETS' LINK  ANTI-SEMITISM  WITH 
ATTACKS  ON  CATHOLICS,  SAYS  FORSTER 


War  Veterans  of  the  United  States,” 
edited  by  Edward  J.  Smythe,  executive 
chairman  of  the  group,  asserted  this 
fall  that  "Roman  Catholic  Fascism  has 
declared  war  on  American  Protestant- 
ism/’ terming  the  Pope  "one  of  the  lead- 
ing war  criminals  in  the  world”  and  an 
"arch  conspirator.”  Smythe,  despite  the 
high-sounding  title  of  his  organization, 
heads  a one-man  crackpot  movement; 
his  importance  is  based  on  the  wide  dis- 
tribution of  his  literature. 

"The  White  Horse,”  a monthly  pub- 
lished in  Georgia  by  J.  A.  Dennis,  head- 
lined a lead  story  with: 

"America  Awake — the  Pope  Would 
Murder  American  Protestants.”  Accord- 
ing to  the  story,  "The  God  of  this  World 
(the  devil)  established  the  Roman  Cath- 
olic Church,  and  he  rules  it  now  through 
a hand  picked  God — a dying  god — and 
a lying  god.”  In  the  same  issue,  Dennis 
goes  so  far  as  to  claim  that  the  Catholic 
Pope,  Bishops  and  Priests  teach  stealing, 
murder  and  drunkenness  "and  allow 
such  things  and  encourage  them.” 

Later,  Dennis  asserted  that  Catholic 
priests  "seek  money  and  the  power  it 
gives.  They  make  disciples  for  hell.” 


"Hate”  sheets  are  combining  their  at- 
tacks op  Jews  with  vicious  un-American 
propaganda  aimed  at  the  Roman  Cath- 
olic Church,  it  is  revealed  by  Arnold 
Forster,  national  director  of  the  Legal 
and  Fact-Finding  Division  of  the  Anti- 
Defamation  League  of  B’nai  B’rith. 

These  findings  were  disclosed  in  the 
preliminary  preparations  of  the  ADL’s 
annual  Survey  of  Anti-Semitic  Trends. 

Tactics  used  against  Jews  may  readily 
be  adopted  to  smear  any  group,  Mr. 
Forster  declared,  pointing  out  that  many  . 
"lunatic  'fringe”  publications,.  &H  of 
them  virulently- anti-Semitic,  consis- 
tently attack  the  Catholic  Church,  with 
lies  similar  to  calumnies  they  employ 
against  Jews. 

Hierarchy  Accused 

While  some  of  the  publications  in- 
vestigated by  the  ADL  resort  to  subtle 
innuendo  in  spreading  their  divisive 
ideology,  most  of  them  are  blatant, 
falsely  accusing  the  Catholic  hierarchy 
of: plotting  to  seize  the  government  of 
the  United  States,  and  even  comparing, 
the  Church  with  the  Communist  Party, 
he  said.  ” .7  , V ■, 

Unthinking  people  .have  been  made 
receptive,  to  this  insidious . propaganda 
by  the  widespread  activities  of  the  Ku 
KAux  Klan  and  nationalist  organiza- 


tions like  it,  Mr.  Forster  warned,  re- 
porting that  a number  of  discredited 
preachers,  who  attempt  to  gain  sym- 
pathy by  insisting  that  they  are  "per- 
secuted” for  their  beliefs,  have  also 
helped  to  sow  the  seeds  of  dissension. 

Meanwhile,  anonymous  defamatory 
publications  are  appearing  in  many 
places  throughout  the  country.  Typical, 
of  these  are  the  crackpot , broadsides 
issued  under  the  pseudonym  of  "Ray  C.  / 
Van  SyhjeJ’  Klanlike  in  their  vitupe'ra-,

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TIN  PAN  ALLEY  'HITS  SPOT' 
WITH  GOODWILL  JINGLES 


Hy  Zaret  (words)  and  Lou  Singer 
(music)  are  a song-writing  duo  with 
both  feet  planted  squarely  in  Tin  Pan 
Alley.  They  are  versatile  operators 
whose  output  runs  the  gamut  from  sweet 
ballad  to  re-bob  novelty.  For  instance, 
blame  them  if  you  must,  for  such  musical 
shenanigans  as  "One  Meat  Ball/' 

The  Zaret-Singer  deftness  is  presently 
directed  toward  a new  outlet,  that  of  the 
singing  commercial.  But  instead  of  sell- 
ing soup,  soap  or  advice  on  where  to 
keep  bananas,  they  have  applied  the 
technique  toward  directing  public  at- 
tention to  the  subjects  of  tolerance, 
good  neighborliness  and  fair  play. 

"Democracy  can  be  fun,"  say  Zaret 
and  Singer,  and  to  prove  it  they  have 
treated  such  a vital  sociological  problem 
as  Jim  Crow  in  a lilting  vein.  Their 
series  of  one-minute  jingles — "Little 
Songs  on  Big  Subjects,"  now  compiled 
in  a published  folio — was  first  intro- 
duced on  WNEW,  New  York  independ- 
ent station,  as  "spot  announcements." 
The  Institute  for  Democratic  Education, 
which  receives  support  from  the  Anti- 


Defamation  League  of  B’nai  B’rith,  is 
distributing  them  to  stations  and  net- 
works throughout  the  country. 

The  "spots*'  are  a continuation  of  the 
Institute's  "Keep  Faith  With  America” 
series  originated  by  Ted  Cott,  program 
director  of  WNEW,  on  that  station.  In- 
stead of  solemn  sermonizing,  however, 
Zaret  and  Singer  present  a potent  mes- 
sage wrapped  up  as  a jive  tune.  For  in- 
stance, the  lyrics  to  their  jingle  on  ra- 
cial tolerance — "You  can  get  good  milk 
from  a brown  skinned  cow;  the  color  of 
the  skin  doesn’t  matter  nohow” — is 
swingy  and  melodic  and  gets  the  point 
across  with  impact.  Variety’s  radio  re- 
viewers call  it  "soeko”  entertainment. 

Zaret  and  Singer  have  introduced 
their  novelty  before  high  school  assem- 
blies in  New  York  and  students  and 
teachers  joined  in  "beating  out’*  the 
rhythm. 

"If  we  are  to  judge  the  success  of  this 
technique  by  the  reception  these  kids 
give  it,”  say  the  ASCAP  tunesmiths, 
"then  jingle  advertising  can  sell  democ- 
racy just  as  well  as  it  sells  Pepsi-Cola.*’ 


ADL  Gets  a Grant 
From  Christian  Fund 

In  recognition  of  the  important  role 
played  by  the  Southeastern  Regional 
Office  of  the  Anti-Defamation  League 
of  B’nai  B’rith  in  promoting  good  hu- 
man relations  in  the  South,  the  office 
has  received  a grant  from  the  Ashby 
Jones  Memorial  Fund,  it  was  announced 
by  Kendall  Weisiger,  founder  and  ad- 
ministrator of  the  fund.

A syndicated  column  on  intercultural 
education  entitled,  "Education  for  One 
World,”  was  recently  initiated  by  Dr. 
Leo  Shapiro,  Director  of  the  Anti-De- 
famation League’s  Department  of  Edu- 
cation. The  column  describes  good  prac- 
tices in  intercultural  and  intergroup  edu- 
cation from  coast  to  coast. 

It  is  running  as  a monthly  feature  and

To  get  along  with  Max  Joseph 
Schneider*  you’ve  got  to  keep  pace  with 
him.

Mr.  Schneider  will  this  month  achieve 
three  score  plus  one,  an  age  when  con- 
temporaries temper  their  activities  with 
periods  of  indolence.

Or,  as  Mrs.  Selg  defines  it:  "He  has  a 
great  love  for  human  beings  and  likes 
to  express  it  in  positive  ways."

ADL  Action  Agency, 
Trager  Tells  ACRR 

Frank  N.  Trager,  national  program 
director  of  the  ADL,  was  a participant 
in  the  recent  three-day  National  Con- 
ference on  Local  Race  Relations  and  Mi- 
nority Group  Problems  held  on  the  Uni- 
versity of  Chicago  campus  in  November.

Empirically,  the 
League  has  tried,  discarded  and  retained 
various  materials  designed  to  be  of 
better  service  in  promoting  sound  hu- 
man relations  in  a good  society.

"We  believe  that  utilization  of  the 
mass  media  of  communication  can  pro- 
mote a climate  of  opinion  and  can  ex- 
pose false  stereotypes  and  even  promote 
favorable  ones!"

local  Jewish  communities  where  they  re* 
ceive  their  religious  education  wholly 
independent  of  the  public  school  system. 
We  believe  that  the  responsibility  for  re- 
ligious education  may  not  and  should 
not  be  shared  by  the  public  school  sys- 
tem. American  Jewry  is  not  prepared 
to  concede  the  spiritual  insolvency  im- 
plicit in  such  a division  of  responsi- 
bility.’’ 

Champaign  Case  Cited 

In  the  particular  program  of  sectarian 
religious  education  in  Champaign  Coun- 
ty, Illinois,  now  under  review,  classes 
were  held  on  school  premises  during 
regular  school  hours. 

The  brief  maintained  that  the  use  of 
schools,  which  arc  paid  for  by  taxes,  for 
religious  instruction  during  regular  class 
hours  is  prohibited  by  the  Constitution. 

Moreover,  the  brief  said,  the  program 
directly  or  indirectly  prefers  one  religion 
over  another,  in  contravention  of  the 
First  and  Fourteenth  Amendments  to 
the  Constitution.  Evidence  presented  in 
a lower  court  showed  that  in  eight  of  the 
eleven  public  schools  in  Champaign,  in- 
struction in  only  one  faith  was  given,  al- 
though the  special  teachers  were  paid 
for  by  an  interfaith  committee.  While 
attendance  was  nominally  voluntary,  it 
was  alleged  that  school  authorities  kept 
records  of  attendance  at  the  classes. 

"As  Americans  and  as  spokesmen  for 
religious  bodies,  lay  and  clerical,"  the 
brief  asserted,  the  agencies  "deem  any 
breach  in  the  wall  separating  church  and 
state  as  jeopardizing  the  political  and  re- 
ligious freedoms  that  wall  was  intended 
to  protect.  We  believe,  further,  that  our 
public  school  system  is  one  of  the  most 
precious  products  of  our  American  de- 
mocracy. We  are,  therefore,  impelled  to 
voice  our  opposition  whenever  attempts 
are  made  to  compromise  its  integrity.” 

Divisive  Effect  Opposed 

The  brief  also  hit  at  the  "divisiveness 
which  inevitably  results  whenever  sec- 
tarianism enters  the  public  school." 

"Jewish  groups  base  their  opposition 
to  the  released  time  program  on  many 
grounds,  but  no  consideration  bulks 


larger  in  that  opposition  than  the  divi- 
sive effects  of  the  program,"  it  declared. 
"Thoughtful  Christians  are  no  less  con- 
cerned with  this  harmful  aspect  of  re- 
leased time.’’ 

The  particular  case  at  issue  originated 
in  Champaign  County  when  Mrs.  Mc- 
Collum, the  mother  of  a ten-year  old 
pupil  sought  to  have  the  courts  prohibit 
religious  instruction  in  the  public 
schools.  She  was  unsuccessful  in  the 
lower  court  and  was  again  turned  down 
on  appeal  to  the  Illinois  Supreme  Court. 

Much  unfavorable  publicity  has  at- 
tached to  the  case  because  of  Mrs.  Mc- 
Collum’s professed  atheism  and  the  anti- 
religious  statements  she  made  during 
the  trial.  The  brief  expressed  the  regret 
of  the  agencies  that  the  "appellant  chose 
to  use  this  case  as  a medium  for  the  dis- 
semination of  her  atheistic  beliefs." 

"The  importance  of  the  issue,"  how- 
ever, "overrides  all  other  considerations 
and  compels  our  intercession,"  the  brief 
asserted. 

At  the  original  trial,  it  was  shown  that 
the  child  was  for  a time  the  only  one  in 
his  class  who  did  not  participate  in  re- 
ligious instruction.  He  was  at  one  time 
placed  at  a desk  in  the  hall,  while  the 
other  pupils  remained  at  their  regular 
desks,  and  was  subjected  to  teasing  and 
harrassment  by  passing  children  who 
assumed  he  was  being  punished.  At 
other  times  he  was  placed  in  an  unoccu- 
pied room  with  the  door  closed. 

Baptists  File  Brief 

Following  the  filing  of  this  brief,  a 
committee  representing  four  Baptist 
groups  also  filed  a brief  amicus  curiae 
with  the  court  in  support  of  the  suit. 

The  Baptist  committee,  set  up  by  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention,  Northern 
Baptist  Convention,  National  Baptist 
Convention,  Inc.,  and  National  Baptist 
Convention  (not  incorporated),  de- " 
dared  in  its  brief: 

"However  desirable  may  be  the  wide- 
spread teaching  pf  religion  to  children, 
it  seems  too  plain  for  argument  that:the 
public  school  system,  with  compulsory 
education  laws,  cannot  be  used  for  that 
purpose."

desirable  social  traits  are  an  attribute  not 
of  the  individual  but  of  a racial  or  re- 
ligious group.  Such  covenants  classify 
an  individual  not  on  the  basis  of  his  be- 
havior, but  on  the  basis  of  his  racial 
origin.  They  would  deny  the  free  choice 
of  a home  to  a Carver,  Cardozo  or  Lin 
Yutang  merely  because  of  color  or  re- 
ligion. They  ascribe  social  objection- 
ability  to  unborn  generations. 

Ghetto  Areas  Assailed 

"Slums  and  overcrowding  are  the  in- 
escapable concomitants  of  restrictive 
covenants  and  racial  segregation.  Death, 
disease  and  crime  are  the  notorious 
spawn  of  overcrowding.  Inter-group 
stresses  and  tensions  which  threaten  our 
democratic  state  arise  inevitably  when 
racial  or  religious  groups  find  them- 
selves isolated  within  the  community 
and  forced  to  live  in  circumscribed.seg- 
regated  areas.  Clearly,  the  growing  fu- 
sion of  interest  of  America’s  varied  ra- 
cial, religious  and  ethnic  groups,  the  free 
interchange  of  varying  cultural  view- 
points, the  development  of  mutual  toler- 
ance and  confidence  among  our  citizens 
— requisites  for  the  strengthening  and 
fulfillment  of  our  democracy — are  dan- 
gerously impeded  by  restrictive  coven* 
ants.”. 

The  agencies  questioned  the  validity 
of  a racial  restrictive  covenant  on  the 
grounds  that  since  the  state  itself  can- 
not constitutionally  enact  laws  which

'Gentleman's  Agreement'  Makes  Vivid 

Film  on  Theme  of  "Genteel"  Bigotry

discriminate  in  this  manner,  then  it  is 
equally  improper  for  the  courts  to  en- 
force private  agreements  accomplishing 
the  same  purpose.  Otherwise,  the  agen- 
cies contend,  the  courts  are,  in  effect, 
giving  to  such  agreements  the  stature  of 
law. 

Other  Groups  Affected 

Noting  that  Negroes  have  suffered 
most  from  the  ‘'widespread'’  use  of  re- 
strictive covenants,  the  brief  further 
stated  that  many  other  groups  including 
Mexicans,  Spanish  Americans,  Orientals, 
Armenians,  Hindus,  Syrians,  Turks, 
Jews  and  Catholics  have  also  been  af- 
fected. It  cited  the  case  of  a full-blooded 
American  Indian  ordered  by  a lower 
court  to  vacate  his  home  and  The  recent 
incident  in  a Washington  suburb  in 
which  a group  of  home  owners  peti- 
tioned the  Maryland  court  for  a decree 
directing  a non-Jewish  wife  to  oust  her 
Jewish  husband  from  their  jointly 
owned  home  because  of  a covenant 
against  Jews. 

“The  impact  of  the  racial  restrictive 
covenant  does  not  end  at  the  water's 
edge,"  the  agencies  said,  suggesting  that 
the  prestige  of  American  democracy  suf- 
fers in  foreign  countries  "because  our 
practice  . . . does  not  always  square  with 
our  ideals." 

"Even  now,  democracy  is  engaged  in 
a world-wide  struggle  to  demonstrate  its 
supremacy  over  contending  political 
ideologies.  The  refusal  of  judicial  sup- 
port for  racial  restrictive  covenants  will 
remove  a powerful  propaganda  weapon 
from  the  hands  of  democracy’s  oppo- 
nents.” 

European  Experience  Cited 

The  four  agencies  declared  they  were 
moved  to  intervene  in  the  cases  be- 
caus  "any  invasion  of  the  democratic 
right  of  any  individual  or  group  under- 
mines the  foundation  of  our  democratic 
system."  They  noted  that  Jewish  experi- 
ence under  European  despotism  gave 
rise  to  ghettos  and  "the  threat  of  re- 
vival of  that  institution — implicit  in  the 
mushroom  growth  in  almost  every  major 
American  city  of  racial  restrictive  coven- 
ants— demands  intercession  in  these 
cases."

Unlike  CROSSFIRE,  the  "villain”  is 
not  an  easy-to-hate  psychopathic  lout 
who  murders  a Jew  and  then  his  own 
friend  to  cover  up  his  earlier  killing.* 
The  enemy  in  GENTLEMAN’S 
AGREEMENT  — as  in  the  book— ~*s 
Christian  indifference  and  unwillingf'iess 


to  act  in  situations  which  tend  to  make 
second-class  citizens  of  Americans  of  the 
Jewish  faith. 

Gregory  Peck,  as  the  magazine  writer 
Phil  Green  who  "becomes  Jewish”  for 
six  weeks  in  order  to  write  a series  on 
anti-Semitism,  turns  in  a performance 
which  leaves  nothing  to  be  desired.  And

A y Restrained  performance — all  the

— is^  given  by  John  Garfield  as  Dave,  the 
Jewish  friend  who  "wises  up”  Phil 
Gr^en  to  the  handicaps  he  may  expect  in 
assuming  Jewish  identity.

Submitting  current  problems  in  fight- 
ing anti-Semitism  to  a close  and  vigorous 
analysis,  members  of  the  national  and 
regional  staff  of  the  Anti-Defamation 
League  of  B’nai  B’rith  met  in  Chicago, 
Sept.  8-11,  to  chart  a course  for  the  days 
ahead. 

Greater  alertness  to  the  anti-Semitic 
implications  of  the  present-day  scene 
and  a more  diversified  program  utilizing 
every  media  and  means  of  education  to 
combat  bigotry  was  urged  by  more  than 
50  League  workers,  including  division, 
departmental  and  regional  heads. 

Nine  panel  discussions  divided  among 
four  major  topics — fact-finding,  corn-

STEINBRINK  SCORES  "RESPECTABLE  BIGOTS”; 
SCANT  MENACE  FROM  LUNATIC  FRINGE 


The  real  menace  to  American  democ- 
racy lies  not  on  the  'lunatic  fringe”  but 
in  a "respectable  element  of  our  society 
which  deprecates  and  sneers  at  social 
progress,”  Justice  Meier  Steinbrink,  na- 
tional chairman  of  the  Anti-Defamation 
League  of  B’nai  B’rith,  declared  re- 
cently. 

Addressing  a B’nai  B’rith  District  Six 
Convention  of  leaders  from  eight  states 
and  Canada,  held  in  Chicago,  Justice 
Steinbrink  reported  that  in  the  past  few 
months  the  approach  of  these  "re- 
spectable people,”  including  some  wide- 
ly known  columnists,  congressmen  and 
publications,  has  "become  more  and 
more  vigorous.” 

"What  they  have  to  say  is  actually  a 
smoother,  more  polished  version  of  the 
hatemongering  indulged  in  by  the  luna- 
tic fringe,”  he  told  his  audience. 
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Citing  the  tendency  of  a number  of 
columnists  and  editorial  writers  to  ridi- 
cule those  working  for  better  under- 
standing, he  warned  that  the  "consist- 
ency with  which  this  new  line  has  been 
propounded  leads  one  to  suspect  that  it 
is  not  merely  the  latest  fetish,  but  is, 
instead,  a calculated  and  premeditated 
method— and  not  a subtle  one  at  that — 
of  undermining  the  efforts  of  those 
Americans  who  believe  in  the  true,  God- 
given  principles  of  the  American  cj:eeftr

"Organized  anti-Semitism  is  at  a 10%* 
ebb,"  however,  "because  bigotry  is  rec-^ 
ognized  as  a vice,”  Justice  Steinbrink 
said,  adding: 

"No  public  figure  is  willing  today  to 
have  himself  labeled  an  anti-Semite. 
Even  the  reactionary  attempts  to  wrap 
himself  in  the  cloak  of  tolerance.

munity  relations,  programming  and 
public  relations — and  a dinner  meeting 
attended  by  the  Chicago  Executive 
Board  of  the  League,  highlighted  the 
four-day  conference. 

“SUBTLE”  HATERS  SCORED 

Arnold  Forster,  national  director  of 
the  Legal  and  Fact-Finding  Division, 
noting  that  many  had  misinterpreted  last 
year’s  survey  on  anti-Semitism,  explain- 
ed that  the  reported  decline  in  organized 
hatemongering  had  applied  only  to  out- 
fits in  the  "lunatic  fringe”  class. 

Coupled  with  the  decline  of  these 
groups,  he  warned,  was  an  intensifica- 
tion of  the  activities  of  a far  more  dan- 
gerous but  "subtle”  group  of  anti- 
Semites  who  concealed  their  activities 
under  a cloak  of  respectability.  These 
may  be  identified  by  their  consistent 
support  of  the  activities  of  well-known 
bigots,  and  their  equally  consistent  op- 
position to  organizations  and  individ- 
uals seeking  better  interfaith  under- 
standing and  cooperation. 

Mr.  Forster  added  that  forthright, 
carefully-planned  action  must  be  taken 
to  meet  the  problem  thus  raised.  The 
method  would  vary  in  each  case,  de- 
pending on  the  facts  and  the  circum- 
stances, he  continued.  At  times  the

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TEXAS  OIL  MAN 
SEEKS  TO  CREATE 
KATE  "FOUNDATION” 

The  blind  hatreds  of  a multi-million- 
aire Texas  oil  man  may  result  in  the 
creation  of  a million-dollar  foundation 
which  will  spread  anti-Semitic  and  anti- 
Negro  poison. 

The  Texan  is  81 -year-old  George 
W.  Armstrong,  inveterate  anti-Semitic 
pamphleteer,  who  in  1941  wrote  a vi- 
cious book,  The  Rothschild  Money 
Trust,  under  the  pen  name  of  "Andrew 
Fabius."  Jn  Chicago,  the  notorious 
Elizabeth  Dilling  has  been  an  energetic 
distributor  of  his  screeds  against  Jews. 

Among  professional  anti-Semites  as- 
sociated with  Armstrong  is  Gerald  L.  K. 
Smith  who,  with  his  wife  and  secretary, 
have  been  house  guests  at  Armstrong’s 


Promise  of  a program  of  intercultural

Hunt,  in  an  inter- 
view with  a dele- 
gation of  ADL 
staff  members 
headed  by  Ben  J. 
Goldman,  director 
of  the  Chicago 
League  office,  com- 
mended the  ADL 
H. C. Hunt  for  its  efforts  to 

bring  about  intergroup  and  interreli- 
gious understanding  among  boys  and 
girls. 

The  new  school  head,  who  came  to 
Chicago  from  his  superintendent’s  post 
in  Kansas  City,  Mo.,  added; 

"The  cooperation  of  the  Anti-Defa- 
mation League  will  be  very  welcome 
when  we  institute  a program  of  inter- 
cultural understanding  in  the  Chicago 
schools.  More  work  of  this  type  is  nec- 
essary and  we  will  call  upon  agencies 
such  as  your  own  in  developing  pro- 
gram material  for  students." 

Among  the  projects  under  considera- 
tion is  a "Democracy  in  art"  contest  for 
high  school  students  sponsored  by  the 
ADL  and  the  Chicago.

FELLOWSHIP  WINNERS 
TO  PROBE  PREJUDICE 
IN  HARVARD  STUDIES 

Prejudice  — its  cause  and  possible 
cures — will  be  the  subject  of  intensive 
scientific  research  by  two  graduate  stu- 
dents at  Harvard  University’s  depart- 
ment of  social  relations. 

The  students,  holders  of  the  Sigmund 
Livingston  fellowships  granted  by  the 
Anti-Defamation  League,  are  Gardner 
E.  Lindzey  of  Cleveland  and  Ozzie  G. 
Simmons  of  Chicago. 

Mr.  Lindzey's  research  will  concern 
the  psychological  mechanisms  which 
produce  prejudice.  In  the  Harvard  psy- 
chological laboratory,  individuals  will 
be  subjected  to  various  strains  and  frus- 
trations while  investigators  note  their 
reactions  and  rationalizations. 

This  project  will  be  under  the  direc- 
tion of  Dr.  Gordon  Allport,  prominent 
social  scientist 

The  other  Livingston  fellow,  Mr.  Sim- 
mons, will  study  the  social  conditions 
which  produce  discriminatory  practices 
against  racial  and  religious  minorities. 
He  will  make  a detailed  study  of  the 
relations  between  Mexican  newcomers 
and  native  Americans  in  the  southwest- 
ern states.  Professors  Clyde  Kluckhorn 
and  Talcott  Parsons  of  Harvard’s  de- 
partment of  social  relations  will  super- 
vise this  project 

Other  holders  of  Livingston  fellow- 
ships and  their  fields  of  research  will  be 
announced  shortly  by  the  ADL,  accord- 
ing to  Frank  N.  Trager,  national  pro- 
gram director. 


J.  D.  A.  SECOND  NATIONAL  CONFERENCE 
TO  BE  HELD  IN  PHILADELPHIA  JAN.  3-5 


The  Joint  Defense  Appeal  will  hold 
its  Second  National  Conference  in  Phil- 
adelphia beginning  Saturday  evening, 
January  3,  and  continuing  through 
January.  5,  it  was  decided  at  the  JDA 
National  Executive  Committee  meeting 
held  recently  in  Chicago.  Donald  Ober- 
dorfer,  of  Atlanta,  JDA  National  Chair- 
man, presided  at  the  plenary  sessions 
attended  by  fifty  committeemen.

PROJECTS  MAPPED 

Closer  cooperation  between  the  entire 
B’nai  B’rith  organization  and  the  Anti- 
Defamation  League  was  strongly  urged 
at  the  ADL  staff  conference  in  Chicago. 

A resolution  adopted  unanimously  by 
the  staff  called  for  the  "fullest  integra- 
tion of  all  departments  of  the  Order." 
J.  Harold  Saks,  Community  Service  Di- 
rector, asserted  that  the  vast  structure 
of  B’nai  B’rith  must  be  used  to  the  full- 
est advantage  in  spreading  the  message 
of  the  League.  Pointing  out  that  the 
ADL  is  the  only  organization  in  the  civic 


months,  has  considerably  strengthened 
the  work  of  the  Joint  Defense  Appeal 
and  has  set  up  machinery  permitting 
the  participation  of  Jews  everywhere  in 
the  effort  to  eradicate  anti-Semitism 
from  the  American  scene. 

In  his  remarks  to  the  assembly,  Mr. 
Epstein  warned  that  anti-Jewish  preju- 
dice has  won  a following  among  "re- 
spectable" sections  of  the  community 
which  previously  were  relatively  free  of 
bias,  and  stressed  the  many  hidden  forms 
of  prejudice,  which  currently  find  ex- 
pression in  job  bias,  educational  quotas 
and  housing  restrictions.

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SEEK  TO  EY  I^T 
JEWISH  HUSBAND; 
SUIT  DROPPED 

Bannockburn  Heights,  Maryland,  is  a 
pleasant  Washington,  D.  C.,  suburb 
similar  to  a dozen  others  ringing  the 
nation's  capital. 

But  the  52-house  development  re- 
ceived unwanted  national  notoriety 
when  nine  residents  brought  suit  to  evict 
Aaron  Tushin,  a patent  attorney  for  the 
Department  of  Commerce,  who  with  his 
Christian  wife  and  three  children  had 
moved  into  the  neighborhood  one  year 
ago. 

The  suit,  which  charged  breach  of  a 
restrictive  covenant  that  the  "property 
shall  never  be  occupied  by  Negroes, 
Je\ys,  Persians  and  Syrians,”  -was  a 
stunner  which  brought  most  of  Ban- 
nockburn Heights  rallying  to  Tushin’s 
defense. 

“IRREPARABLE  DAMAGE” 

Ironically,  since  Mrs.  Tushin,  a part 
owner,  was  Christian,  the  plaintiffs 
asked  the  court  to  compel  her  to  evict 
her  Jewish  husband. 

When  the  Tushins  asked  ADL  aid  in 
fighting  the  eviction  suit,  League  co- 
operation resulted  in  focusing  national 
attention  on  the  bigoted  few  who 
pushed  their  suit  against  the  Jewish 
home  owner. 

In  a statement  issued  through  the 
ADL,  Alfred  Noyes,  Tushin’s  counsel, 
said  he  had  been  unable  to  find  a re- 
corded case  in  the  history  of  American 
litigation  where  a court  has  been  asked 
for  an  order  decreeing  that  a wife  dis- 
possess a husband  because  of  his  re- 
ligion. . . 

"I  suggest  that  the  plaintiffs  have  bor- 
rowed a page  from  the  Nazi  Nuernberg 
laws.  But  even  the  plaintiffs  did  not 
have  the  temerity  to  ask  the  court  to 
dispossess  the  three  children  of  the  mar- 
riage.” 

One  of  the  plaintiffs  who  claimed  they 
suffered  "irreparable  damage”  because 
of  the  presence  of  a Jew  in  their  neigh- 
borhood was  J.  Otis  Garber,  $10,000-a- 
year  chief  of  the  Budget  Bureau’s  field 
service.  Garber  was  censured  by  his  boss, 
Budget  Director  James  E.  Webb,  but 
explained  lamely: 

"I  have  friends  of  many  races  and 
nationalities.  It’s  just  a question  of 
principle!”

LEAGUE  SENDS  RABBIS  TO  FORTY-FIVE 
CHRISTIAN  YOUTH  SUMMER  CAMPS 


Reaching  Christian  youth  leaders  at 
the  daily  living  level  . . . working,  play- 
ing, praying  and  counseling  with  them 
at  their  summer  camps  for  a week  at  a 
time  . . . changing  attitudes  toward  mi- 
norities by  a frank  give-and-take  of 
comment  and  self-analysis  . . . 

That  is  the  picture  of  the  ADL-NCCJ 
summer  camp  project  for  1947,  in  which 
the  League  sent  28  rabbis  to  45  denomi- 
national camps  with  5,192  young  men 
and  women  of  many  Christian  denomi- 
nations. 

"We  feel  that  attitudes  can  be  modi- 
fied by  rabbis  who  are  able  to  enter  into 
the  spirit  of  camping,”  says  Julius  M. 
Kahn  of  Chicago,  associate  director  of 
the  ADL  Speakers  Bureau. 

“Our  reports  from  rabbis  and 
camp  directors  indicate  that  hun- 
dreds of  youthful  campers  thus 
were  able  to  know  a Jew  for  the 
first  time  in  their  lives — and  to 
question  him  about  his  religion,  his 
history,  and  special  problems.” 

PRAY  FOR  GOODWILL 

Commented  Rabbi  Joseph  Wiesen- 
berg  of  the  Chicago  ADL  staff,  guest 
counselor  at  the  Epworth  Springs  Camp 
in  Lewistown,  111.: 

"Who  can  imagine  my  gratification 
when  I heard  the  following  prayer  be- 
fore 'Lights  Out’: 

" 'Our  Heavenly  Father,  Lord  of  the 
World,  grant  us  that  we  be  rid  of  the 


last  grains  of  prejudice.  Grant  us  that 
we  may  judge  our  fellow  men  by  their 
merits  and  not  by  their  race,  color  or 
creed.’  ” 

In  Battle  Ground,  Indiana,  site  of  a 
Methodist  camp,  Rabbi  Norbert  Rosen- 
thal of  Chicago  taught  his  Christian 
campers  several  Palestinian  songs. 
"Thereafter,  at  any  time  during  the  day, 
I could  hear  groups  of  Methodist  boys 
and  girls  serenading  me  with  a few  bars 
from  'Zum  Gali  Gali’!” 

NO  CONTACT  WITH  JEWS 

Said  Rabbi  Joseph  Utschen  of  Topeka: 
Kan.,  describing  his  reaction  to  the 
Brethren  Camp  in  Plattsburg,  Mo. 

“Here  was  a group,  most  of 
whom  had  had  no  contact  with  Jews 
and  thus  had  formed  no  prejudices. 
They  can,  if  properly  informed, 
become  a bulwark  of  strength  to 
the  cause  of  interfaith  relations. 
Certainly,  they  may  become  immu- 
nized to  anti-Semitic  propaganda.” 

Much  of  the  value  of  the  summer 
camp  project  lies  in  the  follow-up  edu- 
cational techniques  of  the  ADL  which 
are  developed  through  personal  con- 
tacts with  clergymen  and  camp  leaders. 
Speakers,  posters,  pamphlets,  books  and 
motion  pictures  are  provided  by  the 
League  for  campers  who  desire  to  in- 
stitute interfaith  relations  work  in  their 
own  home  towns  and  churches. 
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This  float,  based  on  an  Institute  For  American  Democracy  theme,  made  spectators  cheer  at  a 
recent  American  Legion,  Department  of  Illinois,  convention  parade  in  Chicago.  Children  of 
various  races  and  religions  ride  the  float,  carrying  out  the  theme  of  the  I.A.D.  poster.

He  pointed  out  that  many  newspaper 
editors  are  giving  publicity  to  anti- 
Semitic  demagogues  who  issue  state- 
ments in  line  with  their  current  editorial 
policy.  It  was  observed  that  this  willing- 
ness of  publishers  to  find  allies  for  their 
editorial  crusades  even  among  disrepu- 
table elements  must  be  viewed  in  the 
light  of  the  over-all  turbulent  political 
scene.  ADL  officials  agreed  that  this  de- 
velopment will  have  to  be  watched  care- 
fully 

In  a discussion  of  the  legal  work  car- 
ried on  by  the  ADL,  the  conference 
voted  to  recommend  filing  briefs  in  two 
cases  now  before  the  Supreme  Court  in- 
volving restrictive  covenants  against  Ne- 
groes. Herman  Edelsberg  of  Washing- 
ton pointed  out  that  the  basis  of  this 
recommendation  was  that  while  the 
cases  concerned  only  Negroes,  restric- 
tive covenants  affected  Jews,  Negroes 
and  almost  every  racial  and  religious 
group. 

Sol  Rabkin  of  the  Legal  and  Fact- 
FindingDivision  summarized  theADL’s 
five-point  legislative  program  and  re- 
ported that  in  formulating  its  stand  the 
League  was  faced  with  a number  of  ques- 
tions. It  had  to  decide,  he  said,  where 


to  draw  the  line  between  freedom  of 
speech  and  banning  the  defamation  of 
Jews;  between  fighting  discrimination 
and  infringing  on  freedom  of  contract; 
between  freedom  of  enterprise  and  de- 
nying to  an  employer  the  right  to  bar 
a job  applicant  arbitrarily  because  of 
racial  origin  or  religious  affiliation. 

LEGAL  PROGRESS  OUTLINED 

Later,  Mr.  Forster  outlined  the  man- 
ner in  which  the  program  should  be 
followed  up  in  practice: 

1.  Regional  directors  must  analyze 
existing  statutes  in  their  states,  referring 
to  model  laws  drawn  up  by  the  Legal 
Division. 

2.  Local  leadership  should  endeavor 
to  get  FEPC  laws  enacted  where  they  do 
not  now  exist. 

3.  The  ADL  will  supply  legal  aid  in 
efforts  to  draw  up  bills  against  restric- 
tive covenants. 

4.  Because  many  laws  lack  teeth,  all 
proposed  statutes  in  the  field  of  civic 
defense  should  be  sent  to  the  legal  di- 
vision for  scrutiny. 

"We  think  you  can  create  a climate 
of  opinion  for  such  legislation,"  Mr. 
Forster  commented.  "You  should  take 
these  problems  and  dramatize  them.  You 
should  make  your  entire  community 
aware  of  the  need  for  these  laws."

^Brning  the  sessions  on  Program, 
Fr^k  Trager,  director  of  the  Divi^jpn^ 
forecast  that  "eventually  the  work  of 
combating  anti-Semitism  will  be  tied  up 
with  the  work  of  supporting  and  ex- 
panding a democratic,  liberal  view."  He 
reviewed  the  major  accomplishments  of 
the  year,  emphasizing  the  creation  of  an 
inter-cultural  program  to  serve  the 
Christian  Youth  Movement,  the  emi- 
nence gained  by  the  Institute  for  Demo- 
cratic Education,  and  the  forward  stride 
taken  with  the  Advertising  Council. 

TEACHING  METHODS  CHANGED 

In  cooperation  with  other  agencies, 
the  ADL  has  contributed  to  a historic 
change  in  American  teaching  methods, 
Mr.  Trager  said,  reporting  that  during 
the  past  year  26  school  systems  started 
to  revise  their  courses  along  intercul- 
tural  lines. 

Dr.  Leo  Shapiro,  director  of  the  edu- 
cation department,  noted  that  his  office 
reached  national  and  state  teacher  or- 
ganizations and  their  publications.  He 
reported  that  at  present  he  spends  sev- 
eral days  each  month  working  directly 
with  the  officers  of  the  National  Educa- 
tion Association,  planning  intercultural 
projects.  The  NEA  covers  900,000  of 
the  1,000,000  public  school  teachers  in 
the  United  States. 

Outlining  the  goals  of  the  other  spe- 
cial interest  groups,  Mr.  Trager  declared 
that  each  of  them  was  developing  its 
own  natural  approach.  Through  the 
Foreign  Language  Department,  directed 
by  Dr.  Joseph  Lichten,  ADL  leaders  in 
many  cities  have  been  placed  in  close 
contact  with  foreign  language  leaders. 
Together  with  the  Common  Council 
for  American  Unity,  ADL  has  serviced 
about  800  journals  printed  in  various 
languages. 

The  ADL,  Mr.  Trager  said,  has  been 
asked  to  supply  material  for  U.  S.  troops 
abroad.  In  the  labor  field,  the  Jewish 
Labor  Committee  will  spread  the 
League’s  projects  within  the  trade  union 
movement.  In  the  field  of  women’s  ac- 
tivities, a manual  has  been  prepared  for 
B’nai  B’rith  chapters  which  want  to  use 
intergroup  and  intercultural  techniques 
in  their  community  programs. 

DISCRIMINATION  HIT 

On  the  question  of  social  discrimina- 
tion, Abel  Berland,  head  of  the  civic 
service  department,  declared  that  the 
ADL  is  shifting  its  emphasis  from  han- 
dling cases  on  an  individual  basis  to

Associated  with  Garber  and  his  wife 
in  their  un-American  effort  to  oust 
Tushin  were  a prominent  Washington 
dentist,  Dr.  Charles  G.  Shoemaker,  Jr., 
and  his  wife;  William  H.  Webb,  attor- 
ney, and  his  wife;  Paul  B.  Kern,  lumber 
dealer,  and  wife,  and  John-Wr  Seaour, 
business  machine  dealer,  and  wife. 

When  community  sentiment  crystal- 
lized behind  the  Tushins  and  against  the 
nine  diehards,  the  anti-Semitic  plaintiffs 
dropped  their  suit  'until  such  time  as  it 
can  be  brought  up  as  a purely  legal 
issue.” 

As  NEWSWEEK  said:  "Though  glad 
of  the  outcome,  the  Anti-Defamation 
League  officials  were  sorry  to  have  lost 
a 'perfect  case’  for  a Supreme  Court  test 
of  the  validity  of  anti-Semitic  restrictive 
covenants.” 

But  the  matter  is  not  yet  ended.  Act- 
ing in  concert  with  the  ADL,  the  Tushins 
may  press  for  a declaratory  judgment 
condemning  the  covenant  as  void.

solving  problems  on  a broader  basis. 
The  League  also  emphasizes  work  with 
trade  associations. 

Mr.  Trager  stressed  several  themes, 
which,  he  asserted,  should  be  used  as 
guides  in  getting  the  ADL’s  message 
across  to  the  American  people.  He 
maintained  that  the  public  must  be  im- 
pressed with  the  fact  that  hatred  and 
prejudice  are  the  products  of  diseased 
brains,  and  are  irretrievably  bound  up 
with  social  disaster  and  economic  fail- 
ure. It  is  important,  the  conference  felt, 
to  expose  bigotry  as  contrary  to  every 
basic  democratic  ideal  and  institution. 

In  carrying  out  this  program,  Mr. 
Trager  continued,  the  entire  held  of 
intergroup  and  intercultural  education 
in  both  the  school  and  the  community 
ought  to  be  stressed.  He  also  pointed 
out  the  necessity  of  maintaining  and  de- 
veloping strong  interreligious  coopera- 
tion. Another  effective  approach  was 
said  to  be  the  recognition  that  discrimi- 
nation is  bad  for  business  and  for  indi- 
viduals as  well. 

ADL  GAINS  PRESTIGE 

In  opening  the  conference  Benjamin 
R.  Epstein,  acting  national  director, 
pointed  out  that  the  stature  of  the  ADL 
in  the  eyes  of  both  the  Jewish  commu- 
nity and  the  general  public  has  increased 
greatly  during  the  past  year.  He  attrib- 
uted this  to  clear  and  definite  statements 
of  its  policy  on  major  issues,  wider  dis- 
semination of  information  about  the  or- 
ganization’s activities,  and  improvement 
of  its  publications. 

At  a panel  discussion  on  institutional 
public  relations,  Nathan  C.  Belth,  who 
heads  this  department  of  the  ADL,  and 
Mr.  Epstein  emphasized  the  importance 
of  developing  an  understanding  of  the 
League’s  work  in  order  to  create  better 
acceptance  of  its  program.  This  is  being 
accomplished,  Mr.  Epstein  said,  by  use 
of  both  the  written  and  the  spoken 
word.  Periodic  news  releases  to  the 
Anglo-Jewish  press  has  meant  greater 
support  for  the  ADL  from  these  publica- 
tions, he  added,  reviewing  the  methods 
now  used  of  reaching  the  general  press 
and  the  public  at  large. 

Mr.  Epstein  reported  that  the  cam- 
paign of  the  Joint  Defense  Appeal  to 
raise  $6,000,000  was  running  below  ex- 
pectations, arid  indicated  that  the  budget 
originally  planned  for  1947  will  prob- 


ably have  to  be  curtailed  before  the  end 
of  the  year. 

NEW  COORDINATING  BODY 

He  also  announced  the  organization 
of  a Coordinating  Committee  of  the 
Anti-Defamation  League  and  the  Amer- 
ican Jewish  Committee,  consisting  of 
three  men  from  each  agency,  the  presi- 
dents of  B’nai  B’rith  and  the  AJC,  the 
national  chairman  of  the  ADL,  and  the 
chairman  of  the  executive  committee  of 
the  AJC.  Abram  Becker  has  been  ap- 
pointed secretary. 

At  the  same  time  he  reported  on  a 
meeting  held  in  Washington  between 
leaders  of  B’nai  B’rith  and  the  ADL  to 
establish  a joint  program  in  special 
areas.  He  noted  that  the  ADL  will  par- 
ticipate in  the  B’nai  B’rith  Foreign  Office 
soon  to  be  opened  in  Europe. 

STEINBRINK  SCORES  BIGOTS

knows  that  to  do  otherwise  would  be  to 
brand  himself  un-American.  Even  the 
bigot  denies  that  he  is  a bigot. 

’'The  Gerald  Smiths  and  the  Homer 
Loomises,  the  Ku  Klux  Klan  and  the 
Columbians,  publications  like  'The 
Broom’  and  ’The  Cross  and  the  Flag’ 
continue  to  operate  and  to  spew  forth 
their  venom.  Yet,  I submit  that  these 
men  and  organs  do  not  represent  the 
real  menace  to  democracy.  Despite  their 
occasional  projection  into  the  limelight, 
they  are  rejected  by  the  vast  majority  of 
Americans.  They  are  recognized  for 
what  they  are  . . . 

"The  real  and  important  opposition 
to  the  growth  of  democracy  in  America, 
to  the  development  of  better  human  re- 
lations, to  the  elimination  of  hate  as  a 
force  in  our  community,  lies  not  on  the 
lunatic  fringe,  but  in  a very  respectable 
section  of  our  national  life." 

MENTAL  PATTERN  OUTLINED 

The  Justice  outlined  the  pattern  of 
thought  followed  by  the  type  of  men  he 
was  referring  to,  noting  that: 

1)  They  are  consistently  unfriendly 
towards  groups  attempting  to  combat 
bigotry  and  promote  tolerance  and  un- 
derstanding. 

2)  They  give  sympathetic  support  to 
known  anti-Semites,  and  take  the  same 
attitude  on  specific  issues  as  that  as- 
sumed by  individuals  and  groups  which 
are  openly  anti-Semitic. 

3)  They  provide  opportunities  for 


ha^Bpngers  to  advocate  and  sp/ead  ^ 
the^^iews.  ^ ** 

"I  wonder,"  Justice  Steinbrink  said, 
"how  long  these  very  respectable  men 
can  retain  their  public  acceptance  in 
view  of  the  company  they  keep;  how 
long  they  can  lend  their  support  to  the 
slanders  and  the  hates  spewed  up  by  a 
lunatic  fringe  without  being  found  out." 

Pointing  out  that  the  ADL  has  occa- 
sionally been  attacked  by  this  "segment 
of  pseudo-respectability,"  he  com- 
mented: 

"Perhaps  we  ought  to  accept  such  no- 
tice as  an  expression  of  tribute  to  our 
Americanism." 

LIVINGSTON  LAUDED 

Reiterating  the  ADL’s  policy  of  oppo- 
sition to  Communism,  he  declared  that 
these  men,  at  a loss  for  specific  infor- 
mation to  use  in  their  attacks,  frequently 
resort  to  the  tactic  of  identifying  Jews 
with  communists. 

"I  submit,"  he  continued,  "that  many 
citizens,  whose  views  and  opinions  carry 
public  weight,  are  raising  the  spectre  of 
hated  communism  to  shield  their  own 
narrowness  and  to  cover  up  their  own 
backward  flights  from  human  progress." 

Justice  Steinbrink  opened  his  address 
with  a tribute  to  the  late  Sigmund  Liv- 
ingston, founder  and  first  national  chair- 
man of  the  ADL.  "I  stand  humbly  in 
the  place  occupied  so  long  by  the  late 
Sigmund  Livingston  and  say  with  a 
sense  of  dedication  that  it  is  our  duty  to 
ourselves  and  to  our  children  to  carry 
on  the  work  he  so  long  and  so  ably  led."

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INTRODUCTION 


In  April,  1947,  the  ADL  released  a survey  of  anti-Semitism  in 
the  United  States.  One  of  the  stated  conclusions  was  that  organized 
anti-Semitism  was  declining.  This  resulted  in  numerous  inquiries  re- 
garding the  actual  status  of  several  questionable  organizations  about 
which  there  had  been  previous  publicity.  This  issue  summarizes  the 
history  and  activities  of  five  of  these  groups. 

None  of  the  organizations  hereinafter  examined,  appears  to  be 
of  considerable  size  or  influence.  Individually,  each  is  unimportant 
today.  Together,  and  in  view  of  the  co-existenoe  of  many  similar 
organizations,  they  may  be  a substantial  public  nuisance  in  the  future.

[STRONG  FOUNDA 


HJNDATIM 


Port  Worth,  Texas 


While  the  charter  of  this  wealth  foundation  enunciates  a set 
of  generally  laudable  intentions  and  principles,  its  confessed  purpose 
is  to  release  a stream  of  extremely  venomous  hate  literature  directed 
against  Jews  and  Negroes.  The  purpose  of  the  foundation,  as  stated  in 
the  charter  approved  by  the  Texas  Secretary  of  State  on  November  10, 

1945,  reads  as  follows: 

"...the  support  of  charitable,  religious,  and  educa- 
tional undertakings  as  authorised  by  subdivision  2 
of  Article  1302  of  the  Texas  Revised  Civil  Statutes 
of  1925,  including  but  not  limited  to  the  rendering 
of  financial  assistance  to  indigent  residents  of 
Texas,  including  former  employes  of  companies  in 
which  Judge  George  W,  Armstrong  has  been  a stock- 
holder, to  Alcoholics  Anonymous,  an  organization 
dedicated  to  the  rehabilitation  of  alcoholic  addicts, 
to  wayward  children,  to  colleges  and  universities, 
and  to  students  thereof  through  gifts,  loans,  the 
creation  of  scholarships,  etc.,  to  other  institutions 
and  organizations  devoted  to  the  cause  of  furthering 
education,  and  to  churches  of  Protestant  faith." 

This  alms-giving  and  kind-heartedness,  however,  finds  its  direct 
antithesis  in  the  "Preface"  to  the  foundation's  most  recent  anti-Semitic 
publication,  "World  Empire"  — discussed  in  detail  later  in  this  survey  — 
where  the  author,  George  W,  Armstrong,  bluntly  declares: 

"I  have  incorporated  'The  Judge  Armstrong  Foundation' 
for  its  publication  and  distribution  and  have  provided 
by  will  that  the  greater  part  of  my  estate,  which 
promises  to  be  considerable,  shall  go  to  this  Foundation." 


George  W.  Armstrong,  Jr.,  A.  J.  Armstrong  and  Y.  Q,  McCammon,  all  of  Fort 
Worth,  Texas.  The  moving  spirit  is  the  81-year-old  multi-millionaire 
George  W.  Armstrong,  who,  in  addition  to  his  oil  and  real  estate  interests, 
owns  several  plantations  and  a steel  mill. 


According  to  his  own  description,  Armstrong,  a native  Texan,  has 
"been  engaged  in  many  lines  of  business”: 

"At  the  age  of  20,  upon  graduation  from  the  law  school  of 
the  University  of  Texas,  I opened  a law  office  in  Ennis, 

Texas.  Shortly  thereafter  I moved  to  Fort  Worth  where  I 
practiced  law  for  several  years  as  senior  member  of  the 
firm  of  Armstrong  and  Flournoy,  and  then  of  Armstrong 
and  Hanger;  and  was  County  Judge  for  four  years.  I then 
retired  from  the  practice  at  the  age  of  about  34  and 
organized  the  batiks  of  Geo.  W.  Armstrong  and  Co.  at 
Sour  Lak»,  Saratoga,  and  Batson,  Texas.  I was  later 
President  of  the  Stockyards  National  Bank  of  Fort  Worth; 
of  the  Fort  Worth  Gas  Company;  Hubbell-Slack  and  Company, 
cotton  exporters;  Stager  Milling  Company,  flbur  mills; 

Ada  Belle  Oil  Company,  oil  producer;  Horseshoe  Hanoh 
Company,  cattle  raiser;  and  Texas  Steel  Company,  steel 
manufacturer.  When  I was  about  50  years  of  age  1 had 
accumulated  more  than  one  million  dollars  and  decided 
to  retire  and  bought  for  the  purpose  about  38  plantations 
in  Mississippi  comprising  about  40,000  aores  of  land. 

1 shipped  to  Mississippi  froqi  ray  ranch  in  Oklahoma  5200 
head  of  hi^h  bred  cattle  and  800  horses  and  mules,  and 
lost  most  of  them  from  tick  fever." 

Hotwith standing  his  boast  that  he  was  "reasonably  successful"  in 
most  of  his  enterprises,  Armstrong  admits  that  "Everything  I touched  went 
wrong.  I was  heavily  in  debt  when  the  Federal  Reserve  Board  on  May  26, 

1920,  prohibited  the  banks  from  extending  oredit,  with  the  result  that  I 
was  compelled  to  take  bankruptcy." 

The  foregoing  biographical  material  is  to  be  found  in  Armstrong’s 
"Petition  to  the  Members  of  the  Congress  of  the  United  States"  of  May  1,  1947, 
which  oalls  attention  to  the  accompanying  127-page  booklet  "World  Empire"  by 
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Armstrong.  This  slick  and  expensively  printed  pamphlet  is  dedicated 

"...without  permission,  to  Honorable  John  E.  Rankin 
of  Mississippi,  a worthy  descendant  of  David  Crockett, 
who  bravely  stands  with  drawn  sword  to  protect  our 
shores  against  foreign  immigration  and  our  government 
against  communism." 

It  is  a compilation  of  anti-Semitic  libels  pilfered  from  the 
fabricated  Protocols  of  the  Learned  Elders  of  Zion  with  a few  additions 
from  Ihe  Stuermer,  the  obscene  sheet  of  Julius  Streicher.  Every  page  of 
his  26  chapters  is  filled  with  fantastic  distortion,  typical: 

. "£lhe  Talmud]  tells  the  Jews  not  to  eat  with  the  idolators 
{meaning  Christians],  make  no  covenant  with  them,  and 
show  them  no  mercy,  and  turn  them  away  from  their  idols 
or  kill  them."  (Emphasis  his.) 

As  authority  for  this  statement,  Armstrong  quotes  Col.  E.  N. 
Sanctuary,  whom  he  describes  as  a "learned  American  biblical  scholar  and 
veteran  of  World  War  I" . 

While  the  Talmud,  according  to  Armstrong,  expresses  " Jewry »s 

limitless  ambition,  burning  greediness,  merciless  vengeance,  hatreds  and 

malice,"  the  "Protocols"  provide  the  methods  for  the  realization  of  these 

"hopes  and  purposes."  Court  rulings  and  authentic  statements  as  to  the 

spurious  character  of  the  "Protocols"  are  brushed  aside  with: 

"We  must  accept  the  protocols  as  being  authentic  and  as 
being  the  program  of  international  Jewry  because  they 
are  consistent  with  the  teachings  of  the  Talmud,  the 
authenticity  of  which  is  not  denied;  the  protocols  are 
indeed  a complement  to  the  Talmud."  (Page  19) 

To  Armstrong,  the  "Protocols"  explain  our  two  world  wars,  the 
League  of  Nations,  Dumbarton  Oaks,  Bretton  Oaks,  the  San  Francisco  confer- 
ences, and  many  other  important  events  such  as  the  establishment  of  our 
Federal  Reserve  banking  system,  -the  New  Deal,  and  the  persecution  of  the 
thirty  alleged  seditionists." 
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Armstrong's  wrath  is  directed  also  against  Zionists  and  Zionism, 
which  he  describes  as  "an  international  militant  communist  organization" 
dedicated  to  the  establishment  of  a "Jewish  empire."  Armstrong  predicts 
that  "Eventually  the  site  of  Jewish  government  will  be  moved  from  Moscow 
to  Jerusalem."  It  was,  claims  Armstrong,  at  the  instance  of  the  "Zionists 
and  Communists"  that  President  Truman  "appointed  as  Chief  of  Staff  the  in- 
competent and  self-glorifying  Jewish  Ike  Eisenhower  over  the  able  and  modest 
Gentile  General,  Mac Arthur... and  for  the  promotion  of  the  still  more  incom- 
petent Jewish  Mark  Clark..."  In  this  connection,  Armstrong  declares  that: 
"The  strongest  bulwark  against  the  March  of  Bolshevism  in  Europe  is  a 
weakened  and  despairing  Germany;  and  in  Asia,  Japan.  Morgen thau  and 
Eisenhower  sought  to  destroy  Germany  but  MacArthur  has  endeavored  to  resur- 
rect Japan."  As  to  America's  future  foreign  policy,  Armstrong  suggests  that 

"We  can  re-arm  Germany  and  Japan  and  Italy  and  Poland 
and  Finland  and  other  countries  so  that  they  can  defend 
themselves  against  the  aggressions  of  the  communists. 

We  can  arm  the  Arabs  so  that  they  can  protect  their 
country  from  communist  invasion."  (Page  124) 

In  his  essay,  Armstrong  castigates  a number  of  others: 

"Henry  Morgenthau,  Felix  Frankfurter  and  Bernard  Baruch... 
President  Roosevelt's  cronies  and  advisers. . .staffed  his 
bureaus  with  Jewish  communists" ; Roosevelt  and  Churchill 
are  "hybrid  Jews"  and  "ambitious  war-makers";  the  German 
Chancellor  Bethmann-Holweg  "was  a direct  descendant  of 
Amschel  Rothschild,  and  all  of  the  other  principal 
members  of  the  Kaiser's  cabinet  were  Jews." 

These  attacks  are  in  sharp  contrast  to  Armstrong's  long  and  warm 
defense  of  Hitler,  Goering  and  their  cohorts: 

"Hitler  did  not  seek  war;  he  sought  the  return  of  the 
pre-war  possessions  of  Germany  by  agreement";  Goering 
and  his  co-defendants  at  the  Nuremberg  trial  "were  tried 
because  they  were  anti-Semitic  and  not  because  of  any- 
thing they  did  to  bring  about  the  war." 
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In  the  final  pages  of  his  pamphlet,  Armstrong  urges  the  repeal 
of  sections  of  the  14th  and  15th  amendments  to  the  Constitution  "thereby 
limiting  the  franchise  to  the  nation's  white  Americans." 

In  support  of  his  arguments,  Armstrong  quotes  extensively  from 
"The  Jews"  by  the  notorious  British  anti-Semite  Hilaire  Belloc,  from 
Coughlin's  Social  Justice,  from  Martin  Luther's  "Jewry  and  Usury,"  from 
the  columns  of  John  O'Donnell  and  others. 

* 

Armstrong  has  long  been  known  as  a peddler  of  hate.  In  the  early 
spring  of  1941,  he  published  "The  Rothschild  Money  Trust"  under  the  nom  de 
plume  "Andrew  Fabius";  he  wrote  "The  Crime  of  '20"  under  an  assumed  name 
"to  escape  reprisal."  Another  of  his  books,  "The  Corruption  of  America" 
was  barred  from  the  mails,  according  to  Armstrong. 

Other  pamphlets  from  the  pen  of  Armstrong  include  "The  Reign  of 
the  Elders,"  "Calamity  of  '30,"  "Truth,"  "State  Currency  System  - to  hell 
with  Wall  Street,"  "The  Iniquitous  Dawes  Scheme"  and  "The  March  of  Bolshevism." 
Toward  the  end  of  1946,  the  last  named  booklet  was  shipped  in  large  quanti- 
ties to  ELIZABETH  DILLING  and  W.  R.  LYMAN,  JR.,  for  sale  and  distribution. 

* 

Among  the  professional  anti-Semites  associated  with  Armstrong  is 
Gerald  L.  K.  Smith,  who,  together  with  wife  and  his  secretary,  RENATA  LEGANT, 
were  recent  house  guests  of  Armstrong  at  his  Woodstock  Plantation,  about  15 
miles  from  Natchez,  Miss.  (Armstrong  moved  about  thirty  years  ago  from  Fort 
Worth,  Texas,  to  Natchez,  where  he  now  owns  the  Magnolia  Inn.)  Armstrong  is 
reported  to  be  financing  Smith's  The  Cross  and  the  Flag,  which  is  now 
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printed  at  Fort  Worth  toy  the  Babcock  Publishing  Company. 

Armstrong  is  also  a supporter  of  VANCE  MUSE 1 s Christian  American 
Assoc iation,  having  become  interested  in  the  organization  through  the  late 
JOHN  HENRY  KIRBY  of  Houston,  Texas,  one  of  its  founders,  and  Armstrong's 
"deceased  friend  and  benefactor." 

* 

Considering  its  financial  resources  ("...designating  one  million 
dollars  for  the  publication  and  distribution..."),  and  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  Armstrong  has  indicated  an  intention  to  extend  his  activities  through 
additional  offices  in  New  York,  Chicago,  Los  Angeles  and  other  cities, 
this  foundation  is  of  serious  interest.

The  incorporation  of  this  new  organization  dedicated  to  the 
exposure  of  the  "Roosevelt  conspiracy"  was  announced  on  April  19,  1947, 
by  ex-Senator^RUFUS^^S^MA^.  Ihe  release  issued  by  Holman's  attorney, 
Dellmore  Lessard,  lists  the  former  Senator  as  president,  Mrs.  Norma  Holman 
as  treasurer,  and  Lessard  as  secretary.  The  alleged  purpose  of  this 
"nonpolitical,  nonprofit  and  purely  educational"  organization,  according  to 
the  incorporators,  is  to  "sponsor  lectures,  preserve  and  circulate  books 
and  documents".  But  the  line  of  political  orientation  seems  to  be  revealed 
in  the  following  statement  contained  in  the  release: 

"The  only  beneficiaries  of  the  Roosevelt  conspiracy  that 
we  can  observe  are  the  war  profiteers,  the  strike 
masters  and  labor  racketeers  and  those  international 
people  who  have  insinuated  themselves  into  strategic 
places  of  authority  in  our  government  and  whose  mouth- 
pieces are  Walter  Winchell,  Arthur  A,  Deronian,  alias 
John  Roy  Carlson,  author  of  the  false  book  'Undercover', 

Drew  Pearson  and  their  ilk." 

Attacking  the  "futile  wars"  waged  "to  make  the  world  safe  for 
democracy",  and  to  "preserve  the  four  freedoms",  the  one-time  Senator 
charged  that 

"Our  country  is  well  nigh  bankrupt,  our  people  oppressed 
by  excessive  taxation,  our  natural  resources  squandered 
and  wasted  and  throughout  Ihe  world  there  is  now 
suffering,  suspicion,  intrigue  and  bloodshed."

Personalities 


The  record  of  Rufus  Holman  as  U« 


S.  Senator  from  Oregon  reveals 


a curious  attitude  toward  nazi  Germany.  He  stated  on  the  floor  of  the 
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Senate  that  ’’Hitler  has  broken  the  control  of  the  international  bankers 
over  the  wages  and  savings  of  the  common  people  of  Germany”,  and  that 
"Hitler's  policy  in  this  respect  could  be  followed  by  England  and  the 
United  States”*  (Cong*  Record  of  March  4,  1941)  On  this  occasion  he  also 
recommended  a book  called  ’’Money  Creators”  by  one  G.  M.  COOGAN,  which 
charged  that  Jews  were  behind  the  plots  of  the  international  money  trusts. 
Holman  inserted  into  the  Congressional  Record  of  March  8,  1941,  a reprint 
of  a pamphlet  entitled  ’’Money  Politics  and  the  Future",  by  H.  T.  MILLS, 
which  praised  Hitler  as  the  champion  of  the  "Shape  of  things  to  come 
against  Jewish  International  Bankers".  (Mills  is  a well-known  and  frequent 
contributor  to  the  Patriot,  a viciously  anti-Semitic  fascist  publication  in 
Britain.) 

Mrs.  NORMA  HOLMAN,  (2116  S.  W.  Montgomery  Drive,  Portland,  Oregon) 
the  treasurer  of  this  new  agency,  is  the  widow  of  the  late  Senator  ERNEST 
LUNDEEN.  She  was  active  in  the  America  First  Committee  and  was  a featured 
speaker  at  numerous  meetings  of  GERALD  L.  K.  SMI3H  and  the  Citizens  USA 
Committee  (see  Ihe  Facts,  November,  1946,  p.  19),  the  National  Blue  Star 
Mothers  of  Pennsylvania  (see  Ihe  Facts,  June,  1946,  p.  8),  etc.  Mrs.  Lundeen 
testified  as  one  of  the  principal  defense  witnesses  in  the  trial  of  GEORGE 
SYLVESIER  VIERECK. 

DELLMOEE  IESSARD,  (505  Corbett  Bldg.,  Portland,  Oregon)  the 
secretary  of  the  Foundation,  was  the  chairman  of  the  Oregon  chapter  of  the 
America  First  Committee.  He  was  reported  to  have  been  a legal  advisor  to 
ELIZAEEIH  DILLING,  and  was  defense  attorney  for  RALPH  TOWNSEND,  one  of  the 
defendants  in  the  Washington  sedition  trial.  He  arranged  several  meetings

for  Gerald  L.  K.  Smith  in  1946. 


Ihough  the  Holman  organization  is  now  fire  months  old,  there 


is  no  evidence  that  it  has  engaged  in  any  activity  beyond  that  of  incor- 
porating. GERALD  WIN  ROD,  in  his  June,  1947  issue  of  Defender,  on  the  basis 
apparently  of  the  record  of  the  personalities  involved,  saw  fit  to  give  his 
approval  to  the  new  organization.  Because  the  incorporators  claim  financial 
resources  for  the  agency  ranging  from  $150,000  to  $250,000,  and  in  view  of 
the  political  ambitions  of  Mr.  Holman,  this  organization  is  worthy  of 
interest.

N01E:  Ihere  is  another  organization  with  this  same  name  in  New  Haven, 

Connecticut,  (P.  0.  Box  1622)  headed  by  JAMES  M.  WELDON,  (445  Poplar  Street, 
New  Haven  13,  Conn.),  aiming  to  "keep  America  free  by  combatting  the 
insidious  attacks  of  un-American  and  subversive  groups  whose  aims  are  to 
violently  overthrow  our  Democratic  forms  and  harness  Americans  with  a 
dictatorship."  However,  there  is  no  evidence  that  this  Connecticut  corpor- 
ation, which  came  into  being  at  almost  the  same  time,  is  in  any  way  con- 
nected with  the  Oregon  group.

Apparently  as  a vehicle  for  his  return  to  the  public  arena, 
MARTIN  Lw SWEENEY,  forme r Congressman  from  the  20th  Ohio  Congressional 


District,  established  the  Intelligent  American  Voters*  League,  Inc,  in 
March,  1945,  after  several  unsuccessful  attempts  to  regain  public  office. 
Officers  of  the  League  besides  Sweeney  are  JOSEPH  M.  WALL,  vice-president} 
ELLA  C.  MONREAL,  secretary-treasurer}  JOHN  BRAUN,  sergeant-at-arms,  and 
LEO  GOTTAS,  DAVID  STANLEY,  C.  J.  WENTZEL,  trustees. 

Sweeney  has  long  been  identified  in  the  public  mind  as  a partisan 
of  FATHER  COUGHLIN  and  the  German  cause. 

A member  of  Congress  from  1931  to  1942,  Sweeney,  in  1936,  supported 
WILLIAM  LEMKE,  Coughlin's  candidate  for  President.  In  1939,  he  was  the 
principal  English  language  speaker  at  a German  Day  celebration  in  Cleveland. 
Thereafter,  he  established  himself  in  Congress  as  a leading  isolationist, 
spearheading  Congressional  opposition  to  President  Roosevelt's  foreign 
policies  and  inserting  into  the  Congressional  Record  material  from  Social 
Justice  and  the  Gaelic  American,  both  Coughlinite  sheets.  Sweeney  was  a 
member  of  the  executive  oommittee  of  ex-Congressman  HAMILTON  FISH's 
Committee  to  Keep  America  Out  of  Foreign  Wars;  in  1940  he  inserted  into  the 
Congressional  Record  a letter  written  by  PRESCOTT  DENNETT,  treasurer  of  the 
Make  Europe  Pay  War  Debts  Committee. 

Public  reaction  against  Sweeney  became  so  strong  Uiat  in  1942  he 
was  defeated  in  his  campaign  for  re-election.  However,  he  did  not  stray 
from  the  course  which  he  had  selected,  and  on  May  11,  1943,  was  the  principal 
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speaker  at  a meeting  held  in  Detroit  by  GERALD  L.  K.  SMI  HI1  s America  First 
Party*  thereafter,  he  associated  himself  with  Father  EDWARD  LODGE  CURRAN, 
sharing  public  platforms  with  him  on  a number  of  occasions.  Sweeney  con- 
tinued his  attempts  to  re-establish  himself  politically,  but  in  each  of  his 
campaigns  for  public  office  he  went  down  to  defeat* 

the  Intelligent  American  Voters1  League 1 s second  meeting,  on 


April  15,  1945,  was  a sixtieth  birthday  celebration  for  Mr#  Sweeney  at  the 
Hotel  Cleveland,  and  in  honor  of  this  occasion,  national  figures  were  in- 
vited to  address  the  gathering*  Among  them  were  ex-Senator  BURTON  K.  WHEELER 
of  Montana,  Father  Charles  E*  Coughlin  of  Detroit,  and  ex-Congressman 
Hamilton  Fish*  None  is  known  to  have  appeared,  although  Wheeler  was  reported 
to  have  sent  greetings. 

On  March  10,  1946,  UPTON  CLOSE  addressed  a League  group  of  750 
people  at  the  Masonic  Auditorium  in  Cleveland,  and  America  First  Party 
members  acted  as  ushers.  In  introducing  Close,  Sweeney  revealed  that  the 
League  had  donated  handsomely  toward  securing  broadcast  time  for  Close,  who, 
according  to  Sweeney,  had  been  persecuted  by  the  nCommunist  element," 

Another  man  who  spoke  before  a League  meeting  of  approximately 
600  persons  on  October  15,  1946,  at  the  Public  Auditorium  in  Cleveland,  was 
Father  Edward  Lodge  Curran*  In  his  speech,  amid  enthusiastic  applause  from 

i 

the  audience,  he  said:  "I  want  you  to  know  that  I think  that  nobody  has  to 
apologize  for  following  the  leadership  of  Father  Coughlin."  Curran  further 
declared  (his  talk  was  entitled  "Orthodox  Americanism")  that  this  is  a 
Christian  country,  even  though  anyone  visiting  New  York  or  Brooklyn  would 


think  it  was  a Jewish  country. 

As  recently  as  March  28,  1947,  about  200  of  the  League fs  people 
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listened  to  an  address  by  former  U.S.  Senator  RUSH  D»  HOLT,  also  at  the 
Public  Auditorium.

The  Intelligent  American  Voters*  League,  Ino.  is  the  creature  of 
a has-been  politician,  who,  repudiated  by  his  Ohio  constituents  five  years 
ago,  is  unsuccessfully  attempting,  by  means  of  an  "independent'  organiza- 
tion, to  project  himself  once  again  into  the  political  arena.

This  anti-Semitic  organization,  headed  by  EARL  C/LCRAIG,  continues 
to  hold  regular  monthly  meetings  at  the  Embassy  Auditorium  in  Los  Angeles, 
Cal.  However,  attendance  at  these  meetings  has  dwindled  from  800  persons  in 
the  organization's  early  days  in  1945,  to  about  40,  mostly  women,  at  its 
last  meeting  on  May  14,  1947.  On  the  other  hand,  the  vilification  of  Jews 
by  the  Forum's  orators  becomes  increasingly  violent  with  each  meeting. 

At  a meeting  of  the  Forum  on  July  17,  1945,  presided  over  by  Craig, 
GERALD  L.  K.  SMI1H  attacked  the  ADL  as  a "racketeering  Gestapo,  financed  by 
Jews  who  go  out  to  get  men  fired  if  they  say  anything  against  the  Jews". 

Smith  added  that  "the  enemy  is  financed  by  the  Russian  Jews  of  Hollywood". 
Biis  Jew-baiting  was  echoed  by  the  audience  and  indeed,  at  a meeting  a week 
later,  a number  of  persons  at  the  gathering  rose  and  shouted,  "Kill  the 
damn  JewsJ". 

In  line  with  most  other  groups  of  the  same  nature,  the  Public 
Affairs  Forum,  under  the  leadership  of  Craig  castigates  Zionism  and  Zionists, 
whom  it  identifies  with  communists.  Craig's  active  fight  against  Zionism 
led  to  a melee  involving  a thousand  persons  in  front  of  the  British  consulate 
in  Los  Angeles  on  July  19,  1946.  On  that  day,  a number  of  Jewish  demon- 
strators picketed  the  consulate,  demanding  the  release  of  2,000  hostages  in 
Palestine,  when  Craig  joined  them  carrying  a sign  which  read:  "Americans 

Beware  of  lhese  Palestine  Agitators" . Ihe  subsequent  fisticuffs  ended  in 
police  intervention. 

But  the  Forum's  specialist  in  its  fulminations  against  Zionism  is 
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SALEM  BADER,  who  claims  to  have  been  a resident  of  Palestine  for  about  25 
years  and  a commentator  on  the  Mutual  Broadcasting  System  during  the 
San  Francisco  conference.  He  has  vigorously  endorsed  Hitler  and  the  cause 
of  the  Arabs.  On  June  12,  1946,  Bader  declared  in  Los  Angeles  that  "I  agree 
with  what  Hitler  did  to  the  Jews  QukQ  he  should  come  to  America”;  on 
November  27,  1946,  Bader  insisted  that  the  ”Arabs  have  again  been  double- 
crossed  by  the  United  States  because  the  politicians  count  on  Zionist  votes.” 
He  has  favored  the  '‘boycott”  of  Jews,  and  advocates  the  continuance  of 
Upton  Close’s  radio  broadcasts  in  spite  of  the  "Jew  terrorists”. 

In  addition  to  the  Jews,  refugees,  the  FEPC,  the  ADL  and  B’nai 
B'rith,  Bader  also  attacks  Mobilization  for  Democracy  and  its  honorary 
chairman.  Attorney  General  ROBERT  W.  KENNY,  for  his  exposure  and  prosecu- 
tion of  the  Ku  Klvtx  Klan  in  California.  It  was  Mobilization  for  Democracy 
which  urged  Attorney  General  Kenny  to  extend  his  investigations  to  "other 
subversive  organizations  and  individuals  who  carry  on  parallel  activities” 
and  named  eight  persons  whose  activities  Mobilization  for  Democracy  demanded 
should  be  probed.  Heading  the  list  is  Earl  Craig,  described  as  the  man 
"who  appeared  before  the  Board  of  Education  to  uphold  Gerald  L.  K.  Smith's 
application  to  speak  at  the  Polytechnic  High  School  here  and  who  tried  to 
halt  McClanahan’s  recall". 


MEADE  MCCLANAHAN,  ousted  Los  Angeles  Councilman  and  Smith  sup- 
porter, is  another  of  the  Forum’s  featured  speakers.  He  maintains  that 
"Jews  are  filthy,  contemptible,  sneaky,  cowardly,  and  lousy"  (July  24,  1946), 
and  stresses  that  the  Jews  control  the  newspapers,  the  radio,  business,  real 
estate,  and  all  other  fields  of  public  life;  he  is  sympathetic  to  a boycott 
of  the  Jews  if  vigorously  enforced  (April  8,  1947). 
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The  speeches  of  Craig,  who  always  serves  as  chairman,  are  not 
less  vitriolic.  But  he  concentrates  his  efforts  on  the  advancement  and 
distribution  of  anti-Semitic  literature,  such  as  “Money”,  the  Benjamin 
Franklin  forgery,  the  fabricated  "Protocols  of  the  Learned  Elders  of  Zion”, 
copies  of  the  advertisement  in  the  Herald- Tribune  of  January  14,  194V,  of 
the  League  for  Peace  With  Justice  in  Palestine,  and  the  pamphlet,  " The 
Anti-Defamation  League  and  Its  Use  in  the  World  Communist  Offensive” , by 
Robert  H.  Williams. 

The  gatherings  of  the  Forum  are  the  rendezvous  of  a number  of  other 
notorious  anti-Semites:  Mr.  HIGGINS,  who  referred  to  Gerald  L.  K.  Smith  as 

his  "dear  brother",  whom  he  likes  to  follow;  CLINTON  J.  TAFT,  who  is  also  a 
great  admirer  of  Smith;  BLANCHE  BALLAUGH,  an  artist,  who  rants  against  the 
Jews,  but  concentrates  specifically  on  refugees;  Mrs.  LUCINDA  BENGE,  a 
prominent  leader  of  an  anti-Semitic  "mothers"  group  and  an  ardent  Smith 
follower,  who  charged  that  the  Jews  exclusively  were  to  blame  for  World  War 
II  (3/I8/47),  and  proclaimed  against  the  Bynai  Bfrith, which  she  character- 
ized as  a "front"  for  the  "Reds";  she  also  accused  the  Jews,  among  other 
things,  of  being  responsible  for  the  "communist  infiltration"  into  the 
Administration.  (4/17/47). 

The  vile  and  slanderous  nature  of  these  speeches,  delivered  by 
leading  West  Coast  anti-Semites,  is  the  only  explanation  for  the  otherwise 
unwarranted  attention  paid  to  this  insignificant  and  declining  organization.

Some  of  the  "crack-pot”  pro-Hitler  propagandists  are  operating 
again  at  their  old  corners  in  the  U.  S.  A.  This  time  they  are  desperately 
"anti-Nazi"}  this  time,  they  are  seeking  merely  to  "bolster  German  pride 
and  virtue" ; this  time,  they  are  out  to  save  the  "good  Germans"  in  the 
Fatherland  under  the  innocent  guise  of  a campaign  to  organize  American 
relief  measures.  Among  these  anti-Semitic  promoters,  vho  profess  to  be 
intensely  patriotic,  are  some  notorious  members  of  the  Bund,  men  who  did 
everything  in  their  power  to  turn  America  over  to  Hitler  by  sabotaging  our 
aid  to  the  Allies,  and  our  war  effort  directly. 

An  organized  effort  to  revive  his  two  pre-war  groups  has  been 
undertaken  by  KURT  MERTIG.  They  are  the  Citizens f Protective  League  and 
the  Ge rman-Ame r lean  Republican  League  of  Greater  New  York;  located  at 
317  East  54th  Street,  The  clue  to  the  new  "line"  of  these  groups  can  be 
found  in  the  person  of  Mertig,  who  serves  as  chairman  of  each.  Mertig, 
always  an  insignificant  figure,  was  once  secretary  of  the  disbanded  United 
German  Societies  and  now  pretends  to  be  spearheading  the  rebirth  of  German 
societies  throughout  the  country  to  replace  the  German-American  Bund. 
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BACKGROUND  HISTORY 

Described  by  the  New  York  Times  of  March  15,  1937,  as  "an  active 
organizer  of  pro-nazi  forces  in  this  city,"  Mertig  had  been  an  unimportant 
employe  of  the  German -American  Line  and  a one-time  secretary  of  the  German 
Social-Scientific  Society  in  New  York,  a reputable  organization  founded  in 
the  last  century  by  Carl  Schurz. 


Prior  to  the  War 

His  Citizens*  Protective  League  actually  goes  back  to  the  middle 
*308}  Mertig  became  its  chairman  in  1937,  The  League  was  a rallying  point 
for  Bund  elements  and  native  fascists,  among  whom  were  "Christian"  Fronters 
and  "Christian"  Mobilizers.  Meetings  were  held  every  Monday  evening  at 
New  York  Turnhalle,  in  the  heart  of  Yorkville  on  Lexington  Avenue  and  85th 
Street,  New  York  City,  and  were  advertised  in  Fritz  Kuhn’s  Deutscher  Weckruf 
und  Beobaohter,  the  official  organ  of  the  German-American  Bund.  The  issue 
of  September  15,  1938,  carried  an  advertisement,  signed  by  Kurt  Mertig  as 
Chairman  of  the  League,  announcing  "the  following  topics  and  speakers  at  its 
scheduled  meetings; 


"Monday,  Sept,  19 
"Thursday,  Sept.  29 
"Monday,  Oct.  3 


’Why  the  Lindbergh  Case  Must  Be  Solved’, 

Eon.  Thos.  F,  Rice,  former  Special  Assistant 
to  the  U.S.  Attorney  General. 

'Actual  conditions  in  Germany',  as  eye- 
witnessed  by  a New  York  lawyer,  with  new 
sound-films  not  shown  before. 

'What  Goes  On  Behind  the  Curtain  in  America?' 
Speakers,  L.A.  Zahne  and  Hon.  N.W.  Rogers." 


Mertig,  a staunch  isolationist  himself,  was  linked  with  anti-admin- 
istration isolationist  groups,  such  as  HORACE  J.  HAASE’s  Americans  For  Peace. 
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In  1937,  the  Blind  and  the  League  demanded  the  impeachment  of  President 
Roosevelt  as  a war-monger.  At  an  "Anti-War  Hass  Meeting  for  Patriotic 
Christian  Americans”  held  under  the  auspices  of  a "United  Christian  Front" 
on  Sept.  26,  1941,  at  Queens  Village,  L.I.,  Mertig  was  one  of  four  principal 
speakers.  The  other  three  were  described  as  "HON.  C.  DANIEL  KURTS,  leader 
of  * The  Christian  Front*  Minute-Men;  REV.

Intimates  and  co-workers  of  Mertig  in  the  League  have  included 
JAMES  WHEELER-HILL,^^  JOE  MoWILLIAMS;  other  subversive  leaders  who  have  been 
close  to  Mertig  include  ROBERT  E.  EDMONDSON, (2)  ROYAL  S.  GULDEN, (3)  and  the 
officers  of  the  now-dissolved  American  Fellowship  Forum,  whose  chairman, 
FRIEDRICH  AUHAGEN,  was  recently  deported  to  Germany  as  an  undesirable  alien* 
Particularly  close  to  Mertig  was  LOUIS  A.  ZAHNE,  one  of  the  incorporators  of 
the  Friends  of  the  New  Germany,  the  predecessor  of  the  Bund.  (Zahne  pleaded 
guilty  in  December,  1944  and  was  sent  to  jail  for  giving  false  testimony 
before  an  Army  Exclusion  Board.)

an  immediate  peace,"  Although  it  was  reported  in  June  of  1943,  that  the 
League  was  disbanded  by  Me r tig,  it  actually  went  underground,  and  small 
groups  of  members  assembled  in  private  homes.  At  the  end  of  the  year, 
Mertig  received  an  expulsion  order  from  the  Army  Exclusion  Board,.  He  re- 
plied by  letter,  refusing  to  move  inland  from  the  Atlantic  coastal  area. 
Boasting  of  having  cooperated  with  most  of  those  indicted  in  the  Washington 
sedition  trial,  Mertig,  in  1944,  together  with  defense  attorneys  HENRY  H. 
KLEIN  and  JOHN  S.  WISE,  Jr.  reportedly  visited  Washington,  to  help  two 
defendants,  ERNEST  F.  ELMHURST  and  EUGENE  NELSON  SANCTUARY.

After  the  War 

Only  a few  days  after  the  surrender  of  the  German  armies,  Mertig 
and  his  League  began  anew,  embarking  upon  a campaign  of  well  calculated 
propaganda  in  behalf  of  Germany.  Trying  now  to  awaken  sympathy  for  German 
"women  and  children,  the  war-maimed  and  the  aged,"  he  appealed  to  the 
emotions  of  America  in  the  new  role  of  chairman  of  the  German-American 
Republican  League  of  Greater  New  York.  He  disclosed  this  activity  in  a 
letter  of  June  24,  1945,  addressed  to  the  Senate  Military  Affairs  Committee. 
Ihe  letter  demanded  that  the  assistance  granted  to  Jews  and  other  nazi 
victims  be  discontinued,  and  that,  instead,  immediate  help  be  given  to  the 
Germans.  Ihis  demand  was  accompanied  by  a threat  that  the  powerful  vote  of 
thirty  million  German-Amerieans  will  be  felt  in  the  "coming  elections."* 

The  letter,  which  makes  it  appear  as  if  Germany  were  a liberated  not  a 


* The  "30,000,000  German-Amerieans"  figure  probably  was  pilfered  from  the 
Nazi  theoretician  General  Hans  Haushofer,  who,  in  his  "Geopolitics  of 
the  Pacific  Ocean,"  bemoaned  the  fate  of  the  "unredeemed  national  groups 
of  30,000,000  German  racial  comrades"  in  Canada  and  the  United  States. 


defeated  country,  reads  in  part  as  follows: 


"During  the  past  twelve  years  the  Roosevelt  administration 
has  been  instrumental  in  every  conceivable  way  in  further- 
ing the  cause  of  the  foreign  relatives  and  co-religionists 
of  some  four  million  Jewish  American  citizens— giving  them 
financial,  political  and  economic  succor,  and,  as  end 
product,  has  expended  the  lives  and  limbs  of  hundreds  of 
thousands  of  American  soldiers  besides  the  concomitant 
suffering  of  their  American  families... 

" Ihere  are,  however,  in  the  United  States  25  to  30  millions 
of  American  citizens  of  German  descent,  who... are  pro- 
foundly interested  in  the  welfare  of  their  relatives 
abroad,  who,  from  hunger  and  disease  are  now  suffering 
pains  and  anxieties  utterly  unknown  in  this  country... 

"The  American  citizens  of  German  stock  do  not  intend  to  sit 
idly  ty  to  see  millions  of  their  kinfolk  in  Germany  die  a 
cruel  death  by  starvation  right  now,  or  freeze  to  death 
during  the  coming  winter. 

"All  self-respecting  American  citizens  of  German  descent 
undoubtedly  wish  to  serve  notice  on  our  present  Administra- 
tion that  the  German-American  vote  is  going  to  make  itself 
felt,  in  the  coming  elections,  for  the  strengthening  of  the 
basic  principles  which  all  of  us  are  proud  to  call  American— 
the  very  opposite  of  the  policy  now  being  pursued." 

Posing  as  a spokesman  of  German-Americans,  Mertig  then  sent  a still 

more  impertinent  letter  to  President  Truman  which  appeared  in  C.  LEON 

De  ARYAN’S  Ihe  Broom  (San  Diego,  Cal.)  of  August  6,  1945.  In  this  second 

letter,  Mertig,  as  chairman  of  the  Protective  Citizens'  League,  declared  that 

the  Germans  in  America 

"...have  been  manifesting  a typical  German  attitude  of 
patience  and  silent  submission  toward  the  officials  put 
in  charge  of  bringing  order  out  of  European  chaos,  where 
hunger  and  famine,  especially  in  Germany,  is  staring 
everybody  in  the  face. 

"This  patience  and  endurance  is  all  the  more  notable  since 
for  twelve  long  years  past  they  have  been  injured  and 
humiliated  and  conspired  against  by  an  impudent  but 
cunningly  entrenched  one- fortieth  minority  of  our  popula- 
tion which  imagines  that  by  reason  of*  its  oontrol  over 
our  newspapers  and  other  information  agencies  it  will  be 
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able  to  induce  the  Allied  nations  to  restore  to  them 
the  wealth'  prior  to  the  second  world  war  the  German 
Government  took  away  from  their  race  oa  •the  ground  that 
•fchis  race  itself  had' originally  taken  that  wealth  from 
the  German  people  by  extortion  and  usury.'  (Emphasis  ours.) 

"...this  one-fortieth  minority  laid  its  plans  years  ago 
and  commenced  by  subjecting  its  fellow  citizens  of 
German  ancestry  to  an  illegal  boycott,  and  is  now 
carrying  its  campaign  to  the  point  of  howling  for  the 
utter  extirpation  of  the  German  race  amid  a chaos  and 
confusion  such  as  the  world  has  never  previously 
witnessed." 

"That  the  government  of  the  United  States  shall  use  its 
full  power  and  influence  toward  the  inducing  of  each 
and  all  of  the  United  Nations  to  cease  and  desist  from 
an  infamous  program  and  policy  embodied  in  the  plans  and 
proposals  which  at  present  are  being  put  forward  by 
international  Jewry,  as  a preliminary  to  the  final  and 
culminating  success  of  its  eagerly  pursued  design  for 
world  domination  — the  program  and  policy  of  sending 
demobilized  German  war  prisoners  and  ex-soldiers  away 
from  Germany,  where  they  would  otherwise  be  able  to  pro- 
tect their  families  from  the  industrial  and  sex  slavery 
practiced  against  them  in  former  years  by  this  same 
international  Jewry,  and  consigning  these  capable  men 
to  hopeless  slavery  for  indefinite  periods  of  separation 
from  those  wives,  from  whom,  by  express  command  of  God 
Almighty  himself,  they  may  not  rightfully  ’be  put  asunder’." 

Mertig’s  protests  of  "loyalty  to  this  Republic  and  to  its  institu- 
tions" contrasted  strangely  with  his  "protective"  activity  in  behalf  of  15 
Bundists  and  900  "dangerous  enemy  aliens."  Mertig  filed  suit  in  the  U.  S. 
District  Court  in  Washington  to  restrain  Attorney  General  TOM  CLARK  from 
pressing  deportation  proceedings  against  those  Bundists  who  had  been 
de-naturalized  and  interned  preparatory  to  deportation.  Prior  thereto  this 
same  group  had  been  convicted  for  conspiring  to  stimulate  wholesale  draft 
evasion;  the  U.  S.  Supreme  Court  reversed  the  conviction. 

Mertig  addressed  a letter,  dated  August  9,  1945,  to  all  members  of 
Congress,  calling  on  them  to  intercede  with  Mr.  Clark  and  not  to  permit  the 
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"feeling  of  revenge"  entertained  by  Jews  to  be  satisfied  at  the  expense  of 
justice. 

As  champion  of  pro-fascist  causes,  Mertig  finally  came  into  con- 
flict with  the  law:  On  October  6,  1945,  addressing  the  first  "Christian" 

Front  rally  in  Queens  County,  New  York  since  1941,  Mertig  was  arrested  for 
unlawful  assembly.  The  meeting,  advertised  in  circulars  as  an  attempt  to 
revive  the  "Christian"  Front  movement  in  New  York,  and  attended  by  300  men 
and  women,  was  opened  by  C.  DANIE^KURTS,  whose  real  name  is  Casim^^fudelsk^, 
self-proclaimed  leader  of  the  "Christian"  Front  in  Queens.  Other  speakers 
included  HOMER  MAERTZ,  ERNEST  F.  ELMHTJHST,  Mrs.  CATHERINE  BROWN  of  Philadel- 
phia, founder  and  head  of  the  National  Blue  Star  Mothers  of  Pennsylvania  and 
FREDERICK  KIS1ER  of  Chicago,  national  chairman  of  -the  "Christian"  Veterans 
of  America,  a Gerald  L.  K.  Smith  front  organization.  Among  the  literature 
sold  was  ARNOLD  S.  LEESE’s  pamphlet  "Jewish  Ritual  Murder,"  which  declared 
that  the  kidnapped  child  of  Lindbergh  was  the  victim  of  Jewish  ritual  murder. 

On  January  10,  1946,  in  the  Court  of  Special  Sessions,  Mertig, 
Elmhurst  and  Maertz  were  convicted  of  unlawful  assembly.  Mertig  and  Elmhurst 
each  drew  a sentence  of  six  months  in  the  workhouse;  Maertz,  a year  in  City 
Prison.  The  sentences  were  upheld  by  the  Court  of  Appeals  of  the  State  of 
New  York;  on  March  17,  1947,  petitions  by  Mertig  and  Elmhurst  for  a 
re-hearing  were  denied  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States. 

After  his  release  from  jail,  Mertig  directed  a letter  to  President 
Truman  on  October  10,  1946,  declaring  that 

"...if  this  Nurnberg  plan  of  hanging  eleven  German 
businessmen  and  German  officials  is  to  be  put  in  force, 
is  it  not  tenfold  more  mandatory  to  hang  the  hypocritical 
politicians  and  financiers  who  are  now  plotting  against 
the  world  a tyranny  far  more  extensive  and  far  more 
disastrous  than  was  ever  contemplated  by  Hitlerl  And 
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this  includes,  with  double  force,  such  smooth  con- 
spirators against  the  World  Peace  as  Morgenthau, 

Baruch,  Rosenman  and  Frankfurter,  as  well  as  other 
key  operators  in  what  is  widely  believed  to  be  a 
conspiracy  to  dominate  the  human  race." 

Four  days  later,  this  was  followed  by  a telegram  to  Mr.  Truman: 

"Did  you  decontrol  meat  last  night  to  divert  growing 
public  resentment  from  tonight's  lynching  of  German 
officials  unconstitutionally  sentenced  to  hanging  at 
Nurnberg?" 

Mertig  also  sent  a telegram  to  General  Joseph  T.  McNamy  to  Berlin, 
trying  to  halt  the  hangings.  Said  Mertig: 

"Nurnberg  decision  sets  back  civilization  thousand 
years.  Preserve  last  vestige  of  American  honor  and 
decency  by  releasing  the  national  leaders  of  Germany." 


Mertig  and  de  Aryan 

Mertig  seems  to  have  a particular  affinity  for  California's 
C.  Leon  de  Aryan,  one  of  the  defendants  in  the  recently  dismissed  Washington 
mass  sedition  case.  De  Aryan's  five-cent  hate  sheet.  The  Broom,  devotes  a 
considerable  amount  of  space  to  articles  and  letters  from  Mertig. 

Encouraged  in  1945  by  Senator  THEODORE  G.  BILBO's  racial  speeches 
in  the  U.  S.  Senate,  and  bigoted  letters  attacking  minorities,  anti-Semitic 
leaders  throughout  the  country  turned  to  the  Mississippi  Senator  for  an 
endorsement.  Bilbo's  friendly  letter,  addressed  to  Mertig,  promptly  appeared 
in  The  Broom  of  July  25,  1945;  in  the  letter  Bilbo  promised  to  start  a cam- 
paign to  deport  all  U.  S.  Negroes  to  Africa. 

During  the  last  national  election.  The  Broom,  in  its  issue  of 


November  11,  1946,  carried  a letter  by  Mertig  asking  all  citizens  of  German 
ancestry  to  vote  as  a bloc  to  offset  the  "Jewish  influence"  in  the  government. 
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On  April  7,  1947,  The  Broom  advertised  the  meetings  of  Mertig's 
organizations • The  June  23,  1947  issue,  contained  a letter  from  Congressman 
William  Lenfee  to  Mertig  stating  that  "liquidation  and  murdering  of  our  van- 
quished foes"  should  cease.  "The  Central  powers  were  not  alone  responsible 
for  bringing  on  World  War  II,"  Lertke  insists,  "our  own  internationalists 
assisted  Churchill...." 


CURRENT  ACTIVITIES 


Early  this  year,  Mertig  resumed  his  "regular  weekly  open  forums," 
held  every  Tuesday  at  Werdermann  Hall,  160  Third  Avenue,  New  York  City.  In 
his  meeting  announcements,  Mertig  declared: 

"Our  present  'New  Deal'  administration  continues  wil- 
fully negligent  in  its  duties  to  real  Americanism  and 
to  humanity.  We  must  send  delegations  to  Washington 
to  acquaint  members  of  Congress  with  our  just  greiv- 
ances.  Especially  American  citizens  of  German  descent 
must  unite  to  oppose  ihe  oppressors  of  the  helpless 
and  demand  that  a just  and  fair  peace  be  at  once 
negotiated  with  Germany." 

These  meetings  attracted  the  attention  of  the  House  Committee  on 
Un-American,  Activities.  Representative  McDowell  of  Pennsylvania,  who  heads 
the  sub-committee  on  fascist  activities,  attended  one  and  found  a hundred 
persons  in  attendance.  McDowell  then  publicly  stated  that  he  considered 
these  affairs  a re-emergence  of  the  German-American  Bund . 

AHMAD  HUSSEIN,  an  Egyptian  propaganda  agent  in  the  United  States, 
attended  and  spoke  at  a meeting  on  March  20,  1947.  Mertig,  who  preceded 
Hussein,  violently  assailed  the  Jews  to  his  audience  of  150  persons.  He 
shouted  hysterically  that  ihe  Bmall  Jewish  minority  controls  the  United 


States  and  "The  Jews  want  our  blood."  He  added  that  Franklin  D.  Roosevelt 
was  ihe  "greatest  criminal  the  world  has  ever  known  and  his  malodorous 
spirit  is  still  affecting  the  administration  in  Washington."  Then  Hussein 
took  the  platform  and  repeated  the  familiar  apologies  for  Hitler’s  aggres- 
sion, charging  that  Britain  was  responsible  for  the  recent  conflict. 

At  the  April  1 meeting,  speaker  Mertig  read  a letter  from 
Dr.  MAUDE  DeLAHD,  an  anti-Semite  of  long  standing.  Dr.  DeLand’s  letter 
purportedly  stated  that,  after  having  met  with  Rep.  McDowell,  she  believes 
him  to  be  "nothing  but  a stool-pigeon  who  is  out  for  himself,"  Ernest 
Elmhurst  warned  that  "the  power  of  the  Jews  is  not  receding,  for  they  are 
still  pulling  the  strings  in  our  government."  He  stated  that  Jews  are 
divided  into  two  operating  sections,  each  collaborating  with  the  other  to 
bring  about  Jewish  domination  of  the  world.  According  to  Elmhurst,  they 
are  "the  international  Jew  banker"  and  "the  international  Jew  proletariat." 
"So  you  see,"  said  Elmhurst,  "the  Jew  can’t  lose." 

A young  German  seaman,  still  in  the  United  States  Merchant  Marine, 
told  the  group  he  had  just  returned  from  Bremerhaven.  He  painted  a sad 
picture  of  the  plight  of  the  Germans,  in  the  course  of  which  he  saidi 

" There  you  have  the  greatest  attempt  ever  made  to 
kill  off  a race.  If  the  German  people  go  out  in 
decent  clothes,  the  Jewish  DP's  kill  them  and  rob 
the  bodies  of  the  clothes." 

The  tone  which  has  prevailed  at  other  Mertig  meetings  has  not 
been  less  vicious.  In  April,  1947,  the  management  of  Werdermann  Hall  found 
it  advisable  to  deny  to  Mertig  the  further  use  of  the  assembly  room.  Conse- 
quently, Mertig  and  his  cohorts  were  compelled  to  meet  at  various  places  in 
Hew  York  City,  such  as  the  Hotel  Empire,  63  Street  and  Broadway  (May  16), 


and  at  the  Yorkville  Casino,  210  East  86  Street  (May  28),  and  at  The  Malin 
Studios,  located  at  225  West  46  Street  (June  19).  Accordiltg  to  recent 
reports,  The  Malin  Studios  also  cancelled  the  arrangements  with  Mertig.

Louis  Police  Department.  The-  ftnti-Def eraation . J^&gue  re- 
jected out  of  hand  that  aspect  of  the  St.  Louis  story  which 
charged  the  Bureau  with  responsibility  for  the  unfortunate 
classification.  We  could  not  do  otherwise  on  the  basis  of 
our  experience  with  the  FBI  and  our  knowledge  of  your  atti- 
tude in  matters  of  this  kind. 

We  have  known  for  many  years  that  the  FBI, 
under  your  direction,  has  consistently  frowned  on  the  use 
of  offensive  misclassifi cations  which  are  unscientific 
and  undemocratic.  We  were  glad  to  have  your  re-affirmation 
of  policy.

Jacob  Blaustein  American  Jewish  Committee  president  and  Landau’s  bitterest  enemy  on  the  board 
resigned  permanently.  Three  other  board  members,  Frank  Weil,  president  of  L lLkh  w^  ' 
Board,  Rose  Jacobs,  and  Albert  ^ em  01  tne  Jewish  Welfare 


H.  Lieberman  of  Philadelphia, 
also  resigned  but  it  was  under- 
stood they  would  reconsider  their 
resignations. 

The  agreement  brought  to  an 
end  a long-time  tight  to  bring 
under  greater  communal  control 
the  operations  of  the  world’s 
largest  anglo-Jewish  press  as- 
aociation. 

Landau,  who  founded  the  JTA, 
has  fought  to  keep  his  control 
despite  the  fact  that  in  recent 
years,  as  much  as  three  fourths 
of  the  JTA’s  annual  operating 
budget  has  come  from  communal 
funds.

As  a matter  of  fact, 
the  FBI  does  not  approve  of  such  phraseology.  In 
identifying  criminals  the  FBI  does  not  use  words 
describing  a religion  in  designating  raoe  or 
nationality.  - 

Had  the  author  of  the  recent  news  dispatch 
contacted  us,  he  would  have  been  specifically  advised 
that  the  FBI  did  not  recommend,  endorse  or  approve 
the  form  containing  the  word  "Jewish."

With  reference  to  the  Director’s  inquiry  as  to 
whether  it  would  be  possible  to  secure  a letter  from  either 
the  St*  Louis  Community  Relations  Council  or  the  National 
CoBmSinity  Relations  Council  which  investigated  the  St.  Louis 
Police  Department's  form,  I wish  to  advise  that  I talked  to 
Mr*  Bernard  Weitzer  again. 

;;  Weitzer  told  me  after  checking  that  the  St.  Louis  Community 
Relations  Council  had  forwarded  a communication  to  New  York  wherein  y 
the  Community  Council  stated  that  the  Daily  Compass  story  of  September 
22,  19k9,  contained  a statement  which  would  lead  to  a complete  mis- 
interpretation of  the  problem  involved.  He  is  checking  into  this 
matter  further  with  a view  of  securing  additional  information.  He 
also  stated  that  he  saw  the  Milton  Freldmari  story  of  the  Overseas 
News  Agency  as  an  adjunct  of  the  Jewish  Telegraphic  Agency  who  showed 
him  the  original  story  and  had  spoken  harshly  of  the  New  York 
Compass  that  they  had  aisreported  the  story.  This,  of  course, 
is  not  true  in  view  of  the  item  that  appeared  in  the  Omaha  paper. 
*Freidman  told  Weitzer  the  FBI  Law  Enforcement  BulMin  carried  a 
*two  page  story  giving  the  form  and  this  no  doubt  is  where  they 
*got  their  story* 

Weitzer  is  working  further  in  connection  with  Milton 
Freidman.  We  have  found  many  references  to  Milton  Freidman,  some 
to  a Milton  freidman  who  is  a Communist  so  I have  asked  Washington 
Field  Office  to  ascertain  the  identity  with  the  Jewish  Telegraphic 
Agency.  The  Director  will  recall  that  the  New  York  Compass  is  the 
successor  to  FM  and  is  edited  by  Ted  Thackery  who  is  a "stinker  of 
the  first  degree."  Weitzer  is  to  let  me  know  after  checking 
further  to  ascertain  if  a letter  or  statement  can  be  issued. 


I have  also  talked  to  Hermai^Edelsberg  of  the  Anti-Defamation 
League  of  B'nai  B'rith.  Edelsberg  doesNiot  think  much  of  the 
Jewish  Telegraphic  Agency.  Jacob  Landau,  who  has  been  a sensationalist 
apparently  is  out  of  the  picture.  Edelsberg  checked  with  the  New 
York  offioe  and  it  is  their  considered  opinion  that  no  good  purpose 
would  be  served  at  this  time  in  issuing  a public  statement  that  the 
Anti-Defamation  League  will  take  it  upon  themselves  to  write  to 
Jewish  papers  pointing  out  the  incorrectness  of  the  New  York  Compass 
story  and  attest  on  their  own  personal  experience  with  the  Bureau

Edelsberg  also  advised  that  when  the  story  first  appeared 
in  print  he  told  Freidmsn  that  it  was  not  correct  that  the  Bureau 
advocates  or  approves  the  word  "Jewish"  in  describing  nationalities.

This  is  in  answer  to  yours  of  September  29  concerning  the  above  subject.  Pirst, 
we  would  lilce  to  express  our  thanks  to  you  and  the  membership  of  the  Committee 
on  Overt  Anti-Semitism  for  its  prompt  cooperation  in  its  consideration  of  this 
matter.  / 

On  Friday,  October  7 AlJfgleishman  and  I had  a lengthy  conference  with  Chief 
of  Police  Oi Connell  andiQjj;.  Aylward  of  the  St.  Louis  Police  Department.  The 
result  of  the  conference  was  that  the  police  department  is  going  to  eliminate 
in  toto  Item  2 S "Apparent  Nationality"  from  the  Personal  Identification  Form. 

The  attitude  of  the  police  department  is  that  although  it  feels  this  it«m  has 
been  of  assistance  in  the  identification  of  criminals,  it  would  rather  forego 
the  use  of  this  category  than  give  offense  to  any  group.  ' 

It  should  be  emphasized  that  the  local  police  department  in  its  use  of  this 
form  was  not  motivated  by  any  intention  to  categorize  and  keep  records  generally 
of  Jews,  Italians,  etc.,  or  any  other  group  as  such.  The  sole  purpose  of  the 
form,  which  Incidentally  is  a variation  of  one  believed  te  be  in  use  in  many 
urban  areas,  was  simply  to  assist  in  the  quick  identification  of  criminals. 

As  I pointed  out  to  you  in  my  original  memo,  the  police  department  stated 
that  it  confined  the  use  of  this  form  and  the  accompanying  I. B.M.  punch  card 
only  to  previously  convicted  felons. 

We  believe  it  imperative  that  the  outcome  of  this  matter  be  given  no  national 

Ior  local  publicity  at  this  time.  We  request,  therefore,  that  the  national 
agencies  and  the  CRC  confine  any  statement  concerning  the  outcome  of  this  matter 
to  specific  inquiries  from  legitimate  individuals  and  sources.  This  is  im- 
portant because  we  believe  it  would  be  a mistake  te  allow  those  sources  which 
■ originally  made  the  St.  Louis  Police  Department  its  target  to  take  credit 
and  make  it  appear  as  though  their  original  allegations  had  any  substance 
of  truth  in  fact.  For  your  information,  we  have  discussed  the  possibility 
of  some  type  of  local  release  at  an  appropriate  time  in  the  AngLo-Jewish  \ 

press  which  will  be  made  available  nationally. 

Thanks  again  for  your  cooperation.

A recent  news  story  stated  that  the  FBI 
approved  the  use  of  the  word  " Jewish " as  descriptive 
of  apparent  nationality  in  connection  with  a form 
utilised  by  the  St.  Louis  Police  Department.  The 
FBI  had  nothing  to  do  with  the  formulation , approval 
or  endorsement  of  this  form.  As  a matter  of  fact, 
the  FBI  does  not  approve  of  such  phraseology.  In 
identifying  criminals  the  FBI  does  not  use  words 
describing  a religion  in  designating  race  or 
nationality. 


Had  the  author  of  the  recent  news  dispatch 
contacted  us,  he  would  have  been  specifically  advised 
that  the  FBI  did  not  recommend , endorse  or  approve 
the  form  containing  the  word  "Jewish.”

8nd  undemocratic.  We  were  glad  to  have  your  re -affirmation 
of  policy.
